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INTRODUCTION 

The documents mcluded in this volume, tlie fourth volume of 
Selections, cover the period from 1818 to 1840 and aie arranged 
under the following heads — 

(1) Bhonsla’s Territories after the Third Maratlia War. 

(2) Bhonsla’s Territories under British Administration 

(3) Appa Saheb after 1818 

(4) The Pmdaries 

(5) Peshwa’s AfEairs 

(6) Smdhia’s Affairs 

(7) Miscellaneous — Affairs of Shridhai Pandit, Gond Chiefs, 

Nawab of Bhopal, Gangadhar In^lia, Ramchandra 
Wagh, Butis of Sitabuldi, Nawab of Oudh &nd Raja 
of Satara.

The third Maratha war came to an end m 1818 It ended the 
authority and existence of die Peshwa as the head of the Maratha 
Confederacy, and he was pensioned off The Maratha Confederacy 
was dissolved The Smdhia had remained aloof from the war 
But Bhonsla Appa Saheb of Nagpur who had ]omed the Peshwa 
was divested of tus power, deposed and sent away as a prisoner to 
Allahabad On the way, as he was bemg conducted as a prisoner, 
he escaped, and remamed for some time m the hills and forests of 
the Central Provinces, rousing the Gond Chiefs to resist the British 
Ultimately he fled away into Rajputana and the Punjab to seek the 
assistance of the Rajput rulers and Ranjit Smgh to recover his lost 
kmgdom He, however, did not succeed anywheie, and ultimately 
several years latei died in exile 

The first section of these selections contains documents that 
refer to the disturbances m the Nagpur territories after the de- 
position and flight of Appa Saheb These dismrbances were caused 
mostly by the Gond Cluefs m the hilly parts of the State The 
British found some difficulty in suppressing them Besides, there 
were some refractory commandants of the forts, who refused to 
surrender m spite of the orders of the nunor Bhonsla Raghogi III, 
who had been raised to the headship of the state after the deposition 
of Appa Saheb by the British The British were so worned by the 
extensive activities of rebel chiefs and commandants of the forts, 
that they, at one time, proposed tlie northern parts of the state 
compnsmg Seoni-Chapara to be occupied by the Nawab of Bhopal 
The fort of Mandla did not easily surrender owmg to the secret 
orders of Appa Sahib The Commandants Sahib Roy Hazari and 
Nathoo Ram Hazan were captured after the fort fell on 26th April 
1818 They were tried by a Court-martial on charges of “rebelhon 
and treachery” (Nos 32 and 33) After that Mandla, Seom, 
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Hwhoneabad and Saohgnxh were secure, and 
SadHI the Briush for ihcir administration Similarly 
die Commandant of the fort of Chonragarh ivas not ^ 
to surrender and the simanon and strength of the fort rcndeie^u

Ckipara was also a scene of trouble, but it was settled ^entrustmg 
the management of the distna to Gosam Kharag Bbaran and 
Dewon iMohammcd Imam Khan This distnct is dcscnlx^ as 
“the most dcUghtful pan of the country in the letter Na 4 Chma 
Shah, a relation of the Zammdar of Hiirnu created much trouble 
m and around the parganah of Chawarpam The fon of Chanda 
also did not surrender without a stubborn resistance. The Bntuh 
troops besieged it and after a severe bombardment the fort was 
carried bv assault on the 20* May 1818 A detailed dcKnpnon ol 
the siege is given m letter No 44 In Berar there was htile diffi- 
culty experienced by the Bntish The giant fortresses of Gawilgarh 
and NamaDah surrendered without resistance- The tracts of Akotc 


and Argaon were placed under the management of Jclal K han 
Taluqdar of Babpur and Bhautkuh and Akola under the AumU 
of Amiaoti, Rap Govmd Baksh. In Jabalpur a provisional govern 
ment was set up under the charge of the British mihtary officers. 


After these prclimmancs anJ goremment and nuhtary defence 
for the Nagpur State was set up according to the scheme envisaged 
by Secretary Adam in his despatch of 18th June 1818. The infant 
ton of Nana Gupr by a daughter of Raghoji Bhonsla 11 was pro- 
claimed as the successor of “kppa Sahib and RaCi Bai was appoint 
cd “guardian of the young Raia and Regent of the siate^ The 
Resident, who was to control the avil go\ eminent and military 
defence, was desired to be careful to aioid any material dcpamirc 
from the established and constitutional forms of the ancient gov 
emment,'’ and “to detect and reform corruption and abuses that 
disgraced the late adnunistraaon'* The posmon of Minister held 
by Nago Pandit, was conferred upon Narain Pandit. Regardmg 
the tcmtonal adjostmcnis Sugoojah was excluded from the 
Bhonsla t tcmtoncs. Similarly *e tcmtoncs between Ratanpur 
and Cuttaci, ruled by the Orusa Chiefa, were esduded from the 
control of the Bhonsla. The forts of NamaHah and Gawilgarh 
t:*cn away from the Bhonsla and given over to the Nizam, to 
be held on behalf of the Bnosb.

out raired a few local corps of Gonds-fire Tomans of Gemds, a. 
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tlicy were called — who could be employed m the place of the 
Risalahs in the interior parts of the districts With all tliese precau- 
tions, insurgent acuviues of Inder Shah and Nizam Shah m Chanda 
(No 85), Meei Wazir Ah in Multai (No 88), Balia Mokashi m 
Chimur (No 93) and others contmued m a sporadic manner and 
died out only after the British admmistrators had ruled the terri- 
tories for some years 

Section two contams documents that refei to the British ad- 
imnistration of die Nagpur territories, whose extent had shrunk 
considerably as a result of die war The territories were now 
divided into four districts, viz , Chhatisgaih, Bhandara, Chanda and 
Deogarh Balaghat or Chhmdwara At die headqu^ters of districts 
were posted British Supeiintendents who controlled the admims- 
trauon of the district Their rule lasted for twelve years from 
June 1818 to June 1830 It was duiirtg this period that the fort of 
Sitabuldi was built and completed (No 3), and the cantonment at 
Nagpur was shifted to Kamptee (No 2) Many important measures 
were mtroduced to ensure regular justice by the elimination of 
crimmal tendencies One of then first acts was to suppress sorcery 
making it a crimmal offence (No 5) Crimes for winch capit^ 
pumshment was to be inlhcted were thus specified (1) Treason or 
Rebelhon agamst the state, (2) Wilful murder, (3) Gang robbery or 
Dacoity or Highway robbery oi Burglary or theft attended with 
murder, (4) Leaders of gangs convicted of gang and highway robbery 
attended with torture or other severe personal injury Similarly 
crimes for which sentences of unprisonment for hfe, for 14 years 
and 7 yeais were to be mflicted were speafied It was a great step 
taken towards establishmg the uniformity of criimnal justice. 
Panchayats in villages and Kamavisdars were entrusted with certam 
judiaal funcuons, (No 6) Attention was paid to the opemng up 
of the country by means of roads foi easy communication In 
February 1823 the first road connectmg Nagpur and Raipur was 
planned (Nos 7 and 9) Reform of the currency was taken up, m 
order that a variety of coins current m the state may be replaced by 
one uniform currency (Nos 8, 13 and 29) It is mterestmg^ to note 
that for the first tune an effort was made to coUect the mscriptions 
of Nagpur territorieb by Captain Fell, Secretary of the Hmdu 
College, Benaras, who came to these territories to spend his leave 
with his brother m Nagpur (No 12) It is pamful to note the acti- 
vities of the British to mtroduce opium into these territories in an 
organized manner (No 16) Side by side vaccmation agamst small- 
pox was mtroduced but people did not take kmdly to it, so that an 
order from the Rajah had to be solicited (No 30) The cheapness 
of the foodgrams and necessaries of hfe is mdicated m the letter 
No 31, accordmg to which feedmg of five prisoners for a month m 
a jad cost only 9-12-0 Accordmg to the Govemor-General’s 
orders acceptance of presents and Nazars by public officials was 
forbidden As a result of the introduction of such salutary measures 
as these, the admmistration of the Bhonsla’s territones improved, 
and theie was a surplus of income to the extent of three lacs a year 
over expenditure On 6th June 1830 the British handed over-the 
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admimstranon to Raja Raghoji m It stipulated that the Ram 
would pay to the Bntiah an annual subsidy of 8 lacs m equal 
quarterly mstalmcnu maintain a force of 1 000 irregular luuve 
horse at hia own expense and the nght to advise the Raja m his 
internal and external affairs and to interfere actively if necessary 
^ retained bv Bntish In May 1831 a son tvis bom to the

all the lands held by him of Holkar Some of these requests could 
not be granted, some were madmissible, and some were favourably 
consideied, a detailed discussion of which is given m letter No 6 

Section five contams documents relating to the Peshwa’s affairs 
The Peshwa at the early stages of the war had fled away from Poona, 
and was being puisued by the Biitish troops At the battle of 
Ashti, 20th Februaiy 1818, he ivas defeated, his army was dispersed 
and the Raja of Satara whom he had forced to accompany him 
from place to place w^as captured Ultimately Baji Rao surrendered 
to Sir John Malcolm on 18th June 1818 After his submission his 
territories were taken under the control of the British. Mountstuart 
Elphmstone was appomted as the Sole Commissioner of the terri- 
tories excludmg the Konkan and the country south of the Kjishna 
on a salary of fifty thousand rupees a year The country south of 
the Krishna was placed under the charge of Sir Thomas Munro, and 
the Konkan undei the Bombay Government British Collectors 
were appomted to the vaiious divisions of the territories The Raja 
of Satara was mvested with new digmty and powers but under the 
control of Captam Grant The Nizam was given territories worth 
14 lacs a year, foimerly belongmg to the Peshwa, the Holkar and 
the Bhonsla, and exempted from payment of the Chouth to the 
Peshwa, m spite of the tact that the services rendered by him m the 
late war did not merit such generous treatment The masterly 
survey of the affairs of the newly acqmred territories m respect of 
their pohtical administration and military orgamzation, the clear 
statement of the objectives of British Government regardmg the 
treatment of the jagudars, Holkar, Gaikwar, Raja of Satara and the 
full tribes, and the plans for revenue collection, dispensation of 
justice, religious foundations and spread of education, envisaged m 
the two despatches of the Secretary to Governor-General Mr Adam, 
under Letters Nos 8 and 10 reflect a wondeifful comprehension of 
some of the vital problems of administration and a consummate 
assessment of the peoples and affaus of the newly conquered terri- 
tories 

Section six pertammg to the Smdhia’s affaus contams only five 
documents They throw fight on the territorial cessions as a result 
of the thud Maratha war, the disttacted state of Smdhia’s territories 
due to “anarchy, misiule and devastation” and “the secret mtep 
course between Baji Rao and Smdhia”. 

Section seven contams documents pertammg to the history of 
some of the important persons and failles both m the Nagpur 
State and outside, viz, Shndhar Pandit, Gond Chiefs, Nawabs of 
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Bhopal Gangadhai IngUa* Ramchandra Wagh Buns of Sitabuldi« 
NaS of Oudh and Raja of Satara- Of these the Butis of SitabuIcU 
arc 8tdl an important family in the aiy of Nagpur &nd noted for 
then wealth and chanty 

The last section contains 17 documents which arc known ai 
confidenmi news letters. They were scertt despatches sent by the 
Bnnsh foreign sen ice agcnacs m different parts of India Asia and 
elsewhere, and cover the penod from lOth July to 20th Deednaber 
18X0 They desenhe the affairs from day to day of the Punjab 
Kashmere, Smd Nortb*Wcstcra FronticrB, A^hanistan Persia 
Bokhara, Herat, Khii'a, B^hdad Buahire Nepd Tibet Assam 
Banna China Turkistan Syna, Egypt, Muscat and other prma 
palitiea. They are mtcrcstin^ and throw beht on the mtemal 
conditions and external rclaaoni the state or government law and 
order trade and commerce and many other aspects of life in those 
lands. They vrerc onginally meant for the perusal of the Governor 
General, at Fort William, and from Fort Wilham copies were sent 
to all the Bniish Residents in the Courts of the Indian princes. 

That, m hncf, mves an idea of the subject matter of the records 
tde cte d for this volume. There arc certain discrepanacs and 
inaccuraacs m the speUmgs of names and pbccs whidi have been 
left as they arc in the onginal records.

I am now encamped within five miles of the hills on the fiist 
range of which it stands conspicuous, m appearance triangular, and 
built on a lock perpendicular for many feet to the bases of the wall 
nhich seems good 

It IS said to contain 1,200 men, 800 being its reputed establish- 
ment m time of peace with 20 guns, and well stored with piovisions 

At the bottom of the hill on which the foit stands is the village 
of Chougaon which has been suriounded with palisades and com- 
mands the best road to the fort This village is protected by a Hill 
on which were lately placed the guns of all the Divisions of the late 
contingent under Nudeem Sahib, Suddoba and Meean Sahib Some 
of these, I believe 12, have been removed to advantageous positions, 
commanding the advance of an enemy on the fort on the hill 
Itself There aie now lemammg 12 Guns and the whole defended 
by die armed retaineis of the Gond Rajahs of Haiiai, Deleeree, 
Chicklee, Petura and othei dependants on the fort to a large 
number, if to be credited, of 2,500 men 

The approach to the fort is reported excessively difficult and 
If does not appear to be commanded by any adjacent hill or Height 
and every report confiims the bad prospect of a total waste of water 
for the use of a besieging force These are local difficulties, how- 
ever, which must be remedied to the best of my ability, but to ensure 
success and to enable me to effect its reduction speedily I have the 
honour to propose to you my opinion of the necessity of my bemg 
furnished with the Battering Tram of the Nagpur Subsidiary Force, 
I Company of Pioneers, 3 Brigades of Native Infantry and the whole 
of the Rohilla Cavalry now attached to my command 

Adverting to the probable return of Colonel Adams previous to 
your reply, which will put it out of my power to assemble the force 
now detailed, it may be necessary that Col Adams should be made

the Governor Geneial might thmk fit to adopt your resolution 
was foimded partly on your mcreased conviction of Appa Sahib’s 
deep personal concern m the transactions ivhich had excited your 
suspicions, coupled with the apprehension that he would effect his 
escape from Nagpui, and partly on the reason you now had for 
believing that the late Rajah Persojee had been murdered at his 
instigauon It suggested itself to you that the Governor General 
might think it proper to institute an enquiry mto that charge 
which would have little prospect of being successfully prosecuted, 
whde he remamed on the musnud, and which mdeed could 
scarcely be undei taken agamst a Prmce actually possessing the 
name and character of sovereignty 


5 The Governor-General does not thmk it necessary m this 
place to- discuss the question of the sufficiency of the latter chaige 
to form a ground of proceedmg agamst Appa Sahib It is enough 
to state, that the strong circumstances of suspicion of his treache% 
increased by your apprehensions of his effectmg his escape from 
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you took o£ arrestme hun m his palace and making hun a 
at the Residency ffis Lordship consideia your TiTOrons ^d dead 
cd concern on this occasion on which you acted excellendy^oa 
your own responsibihty to be enntled to his high commendatioii. 


6 The proofs subsequently attamed of Appa SahHis concert 
with Ban Rao with whom he was it appears m correspondmee M 
the moment of his first submission (a correspondence (OTtmurf 
norwithstandmg the renewed pledge of faith to us) together with 
the other circumstance* exhibited in the statement in 
patch No 33 and in the documents accompanymg that dupatch, 
and No 34 amount to the most complete evidence of the secretly 
aenve hostility of Appa Sahib and of the suffiacncy the 
grounds on v?hich you aaed. The arrest of Appa Sahib defe ated 
me dengn of the confederates which was to have been promoted 
by the advance of Bajee Rao to the Wardba and while it secured 
our immediate mtcrcsts at Nagpur appears to have produced that 
indecision and waverme m the conduct of Bajee Rao whidi detain* 
cd b«Tn near the WartSia and afforded Lieutenant Colcmd 'Adams 
the opport uni ty o£ givme him that decisive blow visibly the 
proximate cause of the dissolution of his army and his iiltuffatc 
fubmisuon. 


7 The brilliant success of oui arms at Mandla and Ch an d a, 
ha* completed the overthrow of the party of Appa Sahib and the 
establishment of our supenonty throughout inc country and it 
only remains to deterrmne the pnnaplo on which the new Gov 
eminent is to be established, so as to proceed with the least practi* 
cable delay to arrange the detaib of me administration 


8 The escape of ^pa S ahib from the escort under which he 
was proceedmg to the Company s Provmces is much to be regret 
ted, as it may tend to keep unsettled the mmds of a portion 01 the 
inhabitants of the country From all the information that 
has been obtained however his personal character and qualities are 
not calculated to render him dangcrouj and the contempt mto 
which he has fallen by the mingled puaiUanimity profligacy 
of his conduct has deprived his name of the mfluence whidi mten 
attends that of a Pnnee, even m his reduced condition. Whenever 
he emerges from the fastnesses of the biTln and jungles where he is 
comparativclv secure from our search, and where he must be 
nearly harmless, the facihty of reapprehcnding hirn will naturally 
incrc nsc , and even if he shall continue to elude our efforts to 
recapture him, he must be reduced to the condiDon of a freebooter 

9* The first step therefore ought to be to dedare hiiB 
dethroned and to proclaim his successor You arc apprized 
f Governor General contemplated devatmg to the Musnud 
o agpur the infan t son of Nana Gooiar by a of the 

late ^ja Raghojee Bhonsla, and you will have been prepared to 
gt« eSm to that resolution should you not already have done *0 
hauler the general sanction dcduoblc from the former instructions, 
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you ■will be pleased to proclaim the young prince Rajab of Nagpur 
and to mvite Baka Bai to exerase the office of guardian of the 
young Raja and Regent of tlie state You iviU issue a proclama- 
tion to this effect, stating the arrangement to be made with the 
sanction of the Governor General, who had been compelled to 
remove Appa Sahib from Musnud m consequence of his repeated 
and incorrigible enmity, perfidy, and ingratitude 

10 You vail proceed to conclude with the new Government 
a Treaty correspondmg wath the draft already approved by the 
Governor General, with the modifications that may be requisite to 
adopt It to the new state of arcumstances and the change of fine 

11 The Governor General apprehends that it wdl he mdis- 
pensable for the British Government to exercise, for a time at 
least, a degree of direct mterference in tbe mtemal Government 
of the country which otherwise, on general prmaple His Lord- 
ship would consider to be highly undesirable The total dissolu- 
tion of the Government by the events of the last eight months, 
and the apparent want of persons of mtegnty and capacity to fill 
the prmcipal offices of the state, seem to render this course nearly 
unavoidable It is the earnest wish and positive instructions of 
the Governor General, however, that this mterference be restricted 
withm the narrowest possible hmits, and that even m exercismg 
It when necessary, the earliest practicable restoration of the 
mimsterial and executive duties of the state to their natural and 
legitimate channels, be not lost sight of 

12 It would be infinitely desirable, even, the mihtary force 
of the state of Nagpur -with the exception of a small and select 
body could be confided to its Native Chiefs, but this His Lordship 
apprehends is altogether unattamable at present , that there is no 
choice between making the prmcipal part of the army, m fact a 
British force, oi of exposmg the new state and our just and legiti- 
mate mfluence in it to immment hazard 

13 The same necessity does not^ however, apparently exist, at 
least to the same degree wath regard to the civil adinmistration and 
we ought, if practicable, to limit ourselves to the selection of a 
numster m whom we can place confidence and who will recur to 
the British Resident for counsel and assistance, and make the 
mterests of the alliance which is identified with the prosperity of 
tlie country, the rule of his policy, wlule he is left unshackled m the

direct assistance, it would not in His Lordships judgment be either 
judiaous or equitable to attempt the estabusbment of a system 
which when it ceased to be administered by the mtegnty cQCtct 
and vigour of Bnosh Agents would cease to operate bOTcfiaally 
Cither for the country or the statu 

15 Our views then in the reform of the Civil admimstrttior 
must be limited to restonng it as nearly as may be practicable to 
the charaaer of its ongmaJ insaturions to correcting and punishing 
gross abuses and frauds m the collection and appropnntion of the 
Revenues to introduang order regularity and economy m every 
branch of the administration and to establishing such plam simple 
and effiaent regulations on the basis of the anaent usages and laws 
of the country as shall enable the Rajah s Government to assume 
the administration with every reasonable assurance of being able 
to carry it on, under the protection of the British Government with 
credit and success 

16 Even when the British Government withdraws from that 
share m the administration which imperious circumstances 

compel It to cxcrose m the outset, it will retain under the terms 
of the maty the right of offering its advice and aid and will be able 
by timely and judiaous mtcrposition to prevent any gross mi*- 
inanagcmcnt to recall the native administration to the just and

26 You will have observed from Maj’or Roughsedge’s dispatch 
of the 30th of May, the earnest recommendation of that officer that 
the Pergunnahs of Kowreeah and Bukhai adjoining Sohagpui 
should be mcluded m the cessions from the state of Nagpur and that 
the nver Hudsoo should foim the boundary of Sirgoojah and 
Chateesgarh, which would mclude m tire British possessions the 
Talook of Koorba These suggestions appear to the Governor 
General to be very judiaous and if no objection unknown to His 
liOrdship exists to the proposed arrangement, I am directed to desire 
that the lands m question may be comprehended in the cessions 
specified m the schedule to be annexed to the treaty You will of 
course correspond mth Major Roughsedge on the subject of his

32 I take diis oppoi tumty to acknowledge the receipt of your 
letter of the 8th of May enclosing die copy of one addressed by you 
to Mr Russell 111 leply to his of the ist of that month a copy of 
which was already in the Governor General’s possession In die 
circumstance m which these lands aie placed and adverting to their 
ultimate destination the Governor General approves of your having 
transferred to Mr Russell the cognizance of any quesaons that may 
arise concerning them or the conduct of die officeis of the Govern- 
ment of Hyderabad You wiU of course receive any lepresentations 
that may he made to you by the mmisters or odier persons con- 
nected with the Government of Nagpur regardmg their personal 
possessions situated m the ceded teriitories or m the Nizam’s old 
possessions, and will obtain rediess thiough the medium of the 
Resident at Hydeiabad for any grievances that may be sustamed by 
those persons at the hands of His Higlmess’s officers 

33 It is desirable to obtain from the Nizam any lands he 
may possess to the Eastward of the Waidha, and His Highness’s 
share of lands held jointly by the two Governments within the 
general hmit of the Nagpui territory His Lordship) is not aware 
of the extent or value of such possessions but he beueves them to 
be inconsiderable There w'lll be an obvious convenience however m 
rendeiang the Government of Nagpui the exclusive possession of the 
territory situated to the east of the Wardha m this part of its course 
and withm the general boundary of its tenitory You will be 
pleased m concert with Mr Ruseil to obtain an accurate statement 
of the lands coming within the above description, and to tiansmit 
to me for the information of the Governor General 

34 Although the ariangements just adverted to will be ulti- 
mately earned mto effect, yet it is desirable to suspend any 
immediate proceeding vvith that view and to render them a part of 
a more comprehensive settlement with His Highness the Nizam, 
which will arise out of the conquest of the territoiies of Bajee Rao 
and the rights which ivejiave acquued by the accession of the 
British Government to the sovereignty of that country These 
arrangements wall form the subject of future instructions to 
Mr Elphmstone and the Resident at Hyderabad w^hich wall be 
duly communicated to you, wath coriesponding instructions for 
your own gmdance 

35 The only remaining point which it appears to His Lord 
ship necessary to advert m this dispatch is the British Force to be 
mamtamed in the Nagpur teiritoiy, its amount and distribution. 
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36. The corps commanded by Lieutenant Colonel Adams as 
YOU hare already been informed, will no longer be apnhcablc to 
this purpose, but it will soil, from its posiuon on the Nerbudda 
be a\^able for the support of our interests m Nagpur should they 
ever be menaced in such a manner as to require an accession to the 
Bnush force actuahy stationed within that territory Although 
under the present arrangement Lieutenant Colonel Adams will no 
long-r stand towards you in the exact relaoon of an officer com 
raandmg a Subsidiary Force, he wiU with his usual promptitude and 
zeal be ever ready to affiird you the aid of the Nerbudda Field 
Force to the extent of his means consistently with a due regard for 
the secunty of those interests which it will be his espeaai duty to 
defend 


37 The Governor General observes froin your correspondence 
with His Excellency Lieutenant General Sir Thomas Hislop that a 
force of the strength and composinon stated in the inargm was 
by His Excellency and yourself judged to be requisite for the 
service of the Nagpur territory at least until the Rajahs regular 
Brigade of Infantry shall be fit for scmcc, when you conceive that 
the force of regular Nanve Infantry may be neduced to four 
Battalions. At the tune when this opmion was stated you probably 
did not contemplate the ncooaity for Gaimomng Chan^ with 
British troops which will probably exist for a time. It appears 
from your latest communication on the subject that the force 
now m Nagpur territory consists of four squadrons of Naave 
Cavalry Bengal Establishment I. Battalion of Naove Infantry 
Bcnral Establuhmcnt 4 Battabons of Nanve Infantry Madras 
Est^bshment, I Depot Bn. Infentry exclusive of amllery to 
which I shall advert separately 


38 The Governor General approves of vour havmg addressed 
the Resident at Hyderabad r^aroing the early junction of the 
detachments from the and Battabon of the ist and the ist of the 
nth Madras Naave Infantry and the Government of Fort Sl 
G eorge will be mstruacd to adopt measures for keepmg the Corps 
stationed m the Na^ur territory up to their full compliment. It 
will not be practicable to rebeve the Bengal Troops now at Nagpur 
unnl after tlw dose of the lamy season but it is of course dcsi^lc 
that the arrangements for composing the force of troops drawn 
exclusively from the Establishment which is permanently to furnish 
^em should be completed as soon as pracncable and the Bengal 
Corps rendered available for their own appropriate dunes, 1116 
necessary measures unll therefore be taken for sendmg a Regiment 
of ^valry and a Baitauon of Infantry of the Madras Establishment 
to N^ur immediately after the rams to repbee the Bengal troop*.

Depot Battalion be dcsiiablc that it sliould be at liberty to proceed 
to us intended destination ns soon ns may be practicable Refer- 
iing to what has been stated, legaiding the eventual reduction of 
the icgula- force of Name Infantry to four Battalions, I am 
directed to dcMrc that you will give your attention to the question 
of the necesMt) for pcimnncntly or during any considerable time 
occupying Chanda by Biitish Gniiison, and whether in that case 
the tot.il force for the territories of the Rajah of Nagpur wall admit 
of the contemplated reduction even after His Highness’s Brigade 
shall be fit for duty. 

39 The Go\ernor General does not apprehend that it wall be 
necessary to garrison any other fort in the Rajah’s territory (the 
works at Sitalnildi of course excepted) and the dciadiment of re- 
gular troops now in Chateesgarh will probably not be required to 
be stationed permanently m tliat pro\incc On this point you will 
decide accorciing to considerations of local expediency 

qo The Go\crnor-Gcncral entirely approves of Lieutenant 
Colonel Adams ha\ing in compliance wath your umucst, left at 
Nag])ur the iS Pounders attached to bis Division Tw-o additional 
eighteen Pounders and Four eight melt moitars can be supplied 
from the tram with Brigadier General Watson’s Dnision and attach- 
ed permanently to the Nagpur Force, for which it wall constitute 
in His Lordship’s judgment an adequate Battenng Train His 
Ijordship concludes from your letter and from an inspection of the 
latest returns that ha\c reached Head Quarters that there is already 
sufficient Field tram You wall howevei consult the officer Com- 
manding there, on this point, and report the result for His Lord- 
ship’s consideration You wall also consider yourself at liberty to 
suggest any augmentation of the Battering tram above stated that 
may in Lieut Colonel Scott’s judgment be desirable 

41 The artillery men and establishments must be furnished 
from Madras and the necessary application will be made to the Gov- 
ernment of that Presidency to furnish them at the earhest practic- 
able period 

42 The Horse artillery now at Nagpur appears to exceed the 
proportion fixed by Sir Thomas Hislop It may be necessary to 
retain it on its present scale for a time and indeed no part of it 
could be conveniently withdrawn till after the rams 

43 I am directed to convey to you the Governor Geneial’s 
enure approbation of your having authorized the commencement 
and completion of the Works on the Sitabuldi Hills accordmg to 
the plan transmitted with your letter of the 2nd of March which His 
lordship concludes was submitted to the Officer Commanding the 
force and other competent judges When the works are finished 
you will direct the officer employed m constructmg them to trans- 
mit a mmute plan and description of them for the mformation of 
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the Govemor-Gtneral You wiU be pleased also to state the num 
her and desmpuou of Guns mth which it is proposed to furnish 
the works on hitabuldi that the necessary arrangements may 
made for supplying them from the nearest Depot. It tnU prolmbly 
be more convenient to send them from these places than torn 
Madras, and mdeed Hia Lordship apprehends that the whole of 
the ordnance stores required for the Nagpur force will hence for 
ward be more advanorausly supplied from the same source. If on 
communication with the Government of Fort St. George and the 
proper departmentB at this Presidency the opinion now stated 
proW well founded, the necessary measures will be taken for giving 
effect to the plan. 

44 kour proposition for formmg at Sitabuldi a Depot of 
ammunition and stores for the whole force equal to sn times the 
ordinary proportion to troops on field service, and for maintaining 
stores of gram equal to two months consumption of the force menta 
attenuon and wul be adopted, wholly or m part, as may on further 
consideration seem most expedient. 

45 The Staff and DepartmentB assigned to the Npepur force 
by Sir Thomas Hlilop appear to be imexcxptionablc and have been 
confirmed by His Lordship They wih of course be subject to 
future nvision accordmg to the r^ulaaons of the GovemiDcnt of 
Fort St, George. 

46, Adverting to the nature, extent and importance of the 
Command of the force, the Governor General is decidedly of opi 
mon that the Commandme officer should be placed m point of 
allovrince on the footing or the Officers Commanding the other 
established Subsidiary Forces and they will be fixed on 
acoordmgly from the date of Sir Thomas Hislop s order for formmg 
the force on its present scale. 

47 hi confinrung Lieutenant Colonel Scott m this Command

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plans regarding Sirgoojah and Sambalpoie, and to lay the founda- 
tion of those airangements which your general knowledge of His 
Lordship’s views and of the condition and interests of those 
countries led you justly to suppose would be the object of the 
orders you tvere about to leceive. 

2 You have by those proceedings antiapated in a great 
measure the mtentions of the Governor General and have by the 
judicious employment of your force in Sirgooja and Jashpore, 
and your subsequent advance to Sambalpore nearly efEected all 
that His Lordship had contemplated before the close of the ramy 
season should enable you to complete the establishment of the 
British authority in these countries and the introduction of the 
system hy which tliey are m future to be governed 

3 It IS the decided opinion of the Governor General that any 
attempt to introduce the direct authority of the British Govern- 
ment into the mtemal administration of tliose provmces would be 
altogether inexpedient, and indeed not quite free from question m 
pomt of equity It is true that neither the representatives of the 
old families of Sambalpore oi Sirgooja are on the actual occupation 
of their hereditary teriitones, and that the Government of Nagpur 
had commenced, and in a considerable degree perfected arrange- 
ments for substituting the direct authority of the state for that 
heretofore exercised by the hereditary Rajahs The British Govern- 
ment has of course acquired by the cession, whatever rights the 
Rajah of Nagpur had to transfer, and m strict justice might be 
warranted m exercising them to the fuU extent Advertmg how- 
ever to the circumstances of our connection with the famihes of 
Sirgoojah and Sambalpore and to the events which have given those 
unhappy persons a claim on our hospitahty and favour, there is 
doubtless an obhgation of liberality if not of direct justice, on the 
British Government to avail itself of the measure it now possesses 
of remstatmg them m their lost possessions It will be bodi a fair 
and a beneficial exercise of the right we have acquired to accompany 
this restoration by conditions which should combme the security 
of the rights and supremacy of the British Government with the 
true interests of the restored Chiefs and the permanent tranqmlhty 
and improvement of the country 

4 The mtroduction of our direct authority mto these coun- 
tries IS stiU less recommended by considerations of expediency than 
by those just stated Their remote situation, their great extent, the 
natural difficulties of the country, their scanty population and m- 
considerable product as well as the system which prevails of dividmg 
the greater part of tlie country among the numerous hody of 
hereditary chiefs of harharous manners and unsettled habits and 
prmaples, all conduce to render the provmces in question unfit to 
receive a system of admimstration suited to the general views and 
maxims of the British Government and furmsh ground for the 
belief that the mterests both of the Government and the people 
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will be best promoted by leaving unaltered the CMUng usages and 
insntutioiia only securmg them through the salutary exerase of 
our controlbng authonty against senoua corruption and abuse. 


S These remarks apply equaJy to Sambalpote and to Sirg^ 
lah mcludmg Jashpote, and you iviU annapte from them the 
resolution of the Governor General to render the restoration of 
the ^fin i of Sirgoojah and the Rajahi of Sambalporc and 
Jashporc to their aaaent possession* and authonty the baai* of 
die future settlement of those Provinces. The postponement of 
their return to their former tcmtoncs until after the preliminary 
measures to be effected through the advance of the Bntiah Tnoom 
mto those tcmtoncs shall be executed appears to be \ciy desirable, 
and you will detenmne with reference to the progress of yoai 
arrangements and to the degree m which the presence of those 
persons may be advantageous m a more advanced state of them a*

9 Your time will be usefully employed mtermediately m pro- 
secuting enquiries regarding the geneial condition of the provmce 
and m making sudi arrangements as may remove any impediments 
to the easy assumption by the Raja of his estates and otherwise 
faalitate the futuie setdement of the country 

1C The Governor General does not anticipate any opposition 
on the part of the officers of the Nagpui Government but you will 
of course consider yourself at liberty to suppress by force any opposi- 
tion that may be offered after endeavourmg to overcome it by argu- 
ment and persuasion You will of course undertake for a fair 
settlement by the Government of Nagpur of any just demands 
which the Officers of the Government may have agamst it should 
such an assurance be necessary to facihtate your proceedmgs 

1 1 The possession of the orders for the surrender of Sambal- 
pur and its dependencies addressed by the late Raja to Kashi Ram 
and Sakha Ram Gopal may eventually be of use to you though the 
subsequent revolution in the Government may make them of less 
consequence Mr Jenkins will indeed probably have apphed for 
and obtamed fresh orders from the new Government It has been 
thought advisable however to furmsh you with those originally 
received and they are accoidmgly transnutted together with those 
for Sirgooja and Jashpore according to the enclosed hst You iviU 
observe that that list does not exactly correspond, though nearly so, 
with the memorandum which accompamed your dispatch of the 
5th of Apnl You ivill now be able to ascertam their compaiative 
accuracy 

12 An early object of your attention on your arrival m 
Sambalpur will have been to promulgate the transfer to the British 
Government and to obtain from the Chiefs of the several dependent 
districts a recogmtion of its authority Your proceedmgs m this 
respect wiU of course be regulated by the prmciples .§0 judiaously 
prescribed for the gmdance of Captam Smnock m Sirgooja of avoid- 
ing any step that can disturb the tranqmllity of the country while 
the continuance of the ramy season provides the active operations 
of the troops You will convey every encouragmg assurances to 
the Chiefs to induce them to acquiesce quietly m the new order of 
thmgs 

13 The Governor General deems it proper that you should 
he m possession of the enclosed copies of dispatches received from 
Major General Sir Gabriel Martmdell late Mihtary Coimmssioner 
m Cuttack, reporting certam measures adopted by him on receivmg 
mteUigence of the occurence of hostihties between the Bntish Gov- 
ernment and the State of Nagpur to mvite the Chiefs mentioned m 
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hifi dispatch to nw against the Rajah s Gorcmineiit. The GJover 
nor-G^cral is not informed of the cScct that may have been 
duced by this procedure of Sir GabncI Martmdell s and it is the 
belief of His Lordship that it has not been attended by anv It 
will be necessary however m the event of any of those Chiefs bemg 
m arms to expUm to them the change of orcumstanecs and induce 
them to remain quiet and to manifest obedience to the allied Gov 
emmenta 

14- You will open, an eariy communication with the public 
authorities m Cuttack and endeavour to establish a free constant 
mtcrcoursc by post with that provmcc. In any arrangements to 
be made with the Chieftains of Boad or other distnets of which the 
local position or other arcumsianccs may connect them with 
Cuttack you will consult the wishes of the Commissioner Mr Kcr 
and adopt your proceedmgs as fa.r as may be practicable to those 
which may be on progress under his authonty 

15 The Governor General is disposed to concur m your 
opinion regarding the advantage of extending the protection or the 
Bntish Goicmmcnt to the distna of Smgbhoonx His Lordship is 
however not sufhacntly mfonned of the actual condition of that 
district and the present disposition of the Rajah to form such a 
connection with the Bntish Government which must nccessanJy 
involve some sacrifice of his independence. His Lordship wih be 
glad therefore to receive from you some further informatiOE on 
those points and rcspectmg the exact nature of the relations you 
would propose to establish with Singbhum. In the mean wnile 
you are authorized to maintain fnendly communications with the 
Rajah and the prmapal mhabitants and to receive any overtures 
for a more intimate connection that may be made to you without 
however committmg the Government to an acceptance of them. 

16 Your proceedmgs relative to Sirgoojah and Jashpore arc 
equally approved with those which refer to Sambaipur Your on 
ginal movement mto Sirgooja as reported m your dispatch of the 
3rd of March by which you were enabled to ascertain the state of 
aflaux m that pronce as well as to produce the other effects anna 
pared from your advance was a very judiaous measure. The Cover 
nor General frusis that no attempt will now be made to release or 
send back into Sirgooja the conviacd insurgent Bern Smgh but 
that on the contrary every pracucablc degree of conipcraaon will 
now be received from the officers of the Goi'crmnent of Nagpur 
in Chattisgarh under the guidance of Captain Edmonds and that 
no very senous difficulty wall be found m suppressing the remains 
of the insurrection in Sirgoojah and Jashpore. 

17 The operation described m your dispatch of the 30th May 
for the apprehension of Manohar Singh and the other objects m 
your contempbuon is enarcly approved. Although your parties 
did not succeed in capturing the person of Manohar Smgh man y 
bcnefiaal consequences have resulted from that movement and the 
capture of his son the uberation of the young Rajah of Jashpur 
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ind his family and the general imptession which must he created 
by the successful opeiations of our troops m a country deemed by 
tlie inhabitants to be inaccessible to oui power, cannot fad to pro- 
duce the happiest effects on the future tranquillity of the districts 
of Sirgoojah and Jashpur m winch the British Government must 
non have a direct and peimanent interest. 

18 The conduct of the Native officers and sepoys and of the 
irregular Buikandauzcs who weie employed on this service is highly 
Cl editable to then zeal and peiscivmg energy, and His Lordship 
desires that his approbation may be duly -signified to them The 
small numbei of casualties witli which this service was attended is 
matter of great satisfaction to His Lordship who trusts that the 
success occasioned by the exposure of the troops to the unhealthy 
climate m winch their operations were conducted will speedily 
subside 

19 The arrangements you have made for the administration 
of Sirgoojah until the final settlement shall be effected, and the 
tenor of youi mstiuctions to Captain Smnock whose selection for 
the chaige you have confided to him is entiiely approved, and 
considered by the Goveinoi General to be m all respects judicious 
and proper 

20 Your attention as well as that of Captam Smnock will be 
directed to the formation of arrangements for rendering the restora- 
tion of the Rani’s authority easy and effecmal It is rather the 
hope than the expectation of the Governor General that the remam- 
mg msurgent Jagirdars will avail themselves of the amnesty and 
return to their allegiance Lf they should not. His Lordship trusts 
that the prosecution of active operations agamst them after the 
close of the rams will speedily effect their destruction or expulsion 
The direction of Captam Smnock’s attention to the apprehension of 
Jeet Smgh the prmcipal msurgent m Palamow is entirely proper 

21 The Governor General remarks that you suggested the 
eventual re-estabhshment of Lai Sangram Smgh m authority m 
Sirgooja His Lordship apprehends howevei that this plan was 
suggested only m the contemplation of tliat district remaining sub- 
ject to the Government of Nagpur, and that you would not consider 
the admission of Sangram Smgh to any share of the executive 
autlionty to be compatible with the arrangement now proposed 
You are desired however to state your views on this pomt for His 
Lordship’s consideration, and also whether under any decision of 
this question, he might not be released from confinement without 
hazardmg the tranqmllity of the provmce 

22 In general rules by which you have mstructed Captam 
Smnock to regulate the proceedmgs of Lai Himmat Sahy m the 
provisional management of Sirgooja, the restoration of the estates 
of the faithful Jagiidars and officers, and the renussions of Mal- 
goozary which you have authorized m certam cases are highly 
approved as bemg calculated to promote the general tranquilhty and 
to conciliate the inhabitants to the system about to be estabhshed. 
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33. The Governor General will have much satisfaction m 
receiving your suggesttona for the improvement of Sirgooja and the 
neighbouring distncta They will ox course be adoptwi to the 
prmaples stated m a preceding part of this dispatch as the basis of 
the proposed settlement. 

04. The Goremor General is disposed to adopt your suggestion 
for ohtainmg from the Government of Nagpur the cxssion of the 
Pergunnahs of Kbemreeah and Bukher to be annexed to Sohagpur 
ana of reudermg the nver Kudsoo the boundary of Sirgooja and 
Chatteesgarb so as to mducc mthin our frontier the Talook of 
Korba, and this subject will be recommended to the early atten 
non of Mr Jenkins 

15 The Governor General dccim. it equitable that Captain 
Slnno^ should receive a salary adequate to the nature and import 
ance of the dune* you have assigned him, and be is accordingly 
authorized to draw a salary of Sicca Rupees 500 per mensem from 
the date on which you left him m charge until he shall cease to 
exercise those functions. His lyirdship lancuons the cstabUshmmt 
you have authorized Captain Smnock to entertam. 

36, Advmmg to your recommendation that Captam Sumodt 
should receive remuneraaon for hi* labour and roponsibihty in 
supermtendmg the irregular Horse which jomed Brigadier 
Gmcral on the fronacr I am dircaed to inform you 

that the Governor General is pleased to authorize Captam Smnock

On receivmg the intelligence of the late treacheious attack, by 
the Berar Rajah, on the British Residency at Nagpur, it appealed 
to me from mfoimation I had received that considerable benefit 
would aiise from a diversion occasioned by the Rebellion of the Hill 
Tribes, tributary to the Berar Rajah, occupying the passes m the 
Rajah’s doimnions, which lead into the Hon’ble Company’s terri- 
tory, and who I had reason to believe were disaffected towards the 
Berar Government, and only refrained from brealang their allegi- 
ance, from the fear that the British Government, having hitherto 
been on terms of friendship with the Raja would send troops from 
hence to support him against them And also considermg the 
security to the whole line of the Company’s frontier from near 
Hazaribagh down almost to the Godavery by the passes bemg in 
the possession of a friendly power, I thought it my duty to 
endeavour to open an amicable communication with them, and have 
accordingly sent confidential people to tell them that the Berar 
Rajah has made himself the enemy of the Brmsh Government, and 
that It IS now the time for them to assert their own mdependance 
by embracing this oppoitunity to attack and harass the Rajah’s 
Hoops, while they are engaged m war with the Company, and advis- 
mg them, if they desire to be friends with the English, to afford 
every facility m their power to the advance of and to co-operate with 
any British troops who may come near their territories 

Sufficient time has not yet elapsed for me to know the reception 
of this overture, but I am assured they will gladly seize the oppor- 
tunity of throwing off the yoke of the Beiar Rajah, without offence 
to the British Government That they ivill readily shut up every 
pass in their possession, leading to the Company’s provinces, and 
co-operate to &e utmost of their power in aiding the movements of 
the British troops and I am glad to expect they will immediately 
send people to my camp, although I have not desired them to do so 

The moment I am acquainted witli the result I shall have tlie 
honour of reporting it for the mformation of the Most Noble the 
Governor General, and m the mean time I trust the measures I 
have adopted, may be honoured with His Lordship’s approbation 

The country occupied by these tribes is the tract of hills said 
to extend from near the southern confines of Bagikhand, almost to 
the Godavery The mhabitants are called Kanns (Khonds) and are 
under the Government of theii respective Rajahs who are all tribut- 
ary to the state of Berar 

The Chief Rajah is named Bhagwat Bhurreah, also called 
“Raja Auth Mulleeka” (oi the Chief of 8 Rajahs) His residence 
is at Bordah Sumbah (Boodah Sambhar) on one of the ' 1 
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routes or passes from Nagpur said to be about 115 coss (by ODC 
road) by another only about 60 East from Namur and ^mewhat 
mote than aoo Koss, a little to the South of West from Cuttack. 

Bhurpylce (Barpali) is another pnncipal pass said to be almut 
50 OOS3 by the road (but about 15 or 17 as the bird flies) 

Boodah Sunibah m the same ranee of hiliS The Rajah of Bhur 
pylec (Barpah) is named Tcrai Bobaraec Deo CTnbhuban Deo) and 
hi8 residence is at a place called Jcssccporc- 

Boodah Samhah and Bhurpylce are the C 3 iic£ passes leading 
into the prormcea of Bchar Burdwan and Midnapur and all the 
smaller passes arc equally tinder the influence of their Rajahs 

There it another Rajah at Bustar a place winch command 
several different passes into the Northern Circars and which bemg 
secured by a friendly power leaves no inroad into the Company s 
Provinces except round by the Hyderabad and the Kamatic. 

Bhugwani Bharreah and Tcrai Bobamec Deo arc men of 
consideraole influence among the other PDU Rajahs and can shut up 
all communicauoa ber-TOcn the Berax Government and then East 
cm most possessions and independent of the political advantage 
always resulting from a friendly undcrstandin| with naghbourmg 
Chieftams possessmg such a strong natural barrier of defence to our 
own provinces their hostility at the present juncture tviL tend conai 
derably to embarrass the Nagpur State and thereby promote the 
views of the British GoTcmmcnt 


Sarabalpur being situated to the Eastward of these Rajahs 
pc«cssions Its comraunicatioD with Nagpur will in a great measure 
TC cut off. 


I trust iheac circumstances will appear to Hia Excellency the 
Governor General to justify the measures I ba\e adopted respecting 
them and that I shall be fevoured with His Lordship a commands 
as to the course I am to pursue in the event of these tribes making 
a diversion against the Berar Raj^ as it is expected thw will and 
probab y ore sending agents or Vakeels to my Camp Until I do

In continuation of the subject submitted in my dispatch of the 
loth instant, I have now the honour to repoit foi the information 
of the Most noble the Goveinoi -General that I have received 
intelligence from Soonpore, dated the 5th instant which states that 
the Berar Rajah had summoned the Rajahs of Sambalpore, 
Chateesgarh, and all the suiioundmg Chiefs to join him with their 
followers, but none had obeyed the oidei, although the first sum- 
mons had been leceived moie than a month and a half ago and it 
appears tliat the Chiefs of Sonejiore, Sambalpoie, Boad, Kusum- 
garh, Billankur, Bhuipylee, Jasseepoie, Boodahsumbah, Bunnye, 
and Bamrah have all declined joining the Rajah but have not as 
yet acted otherwise hostile to the Biitish Government A general 
meeting of these was to take place at Sambalpoie at a 
called Fillah Sunkiantee on the nth instant and they would then 
determine how far they would oppose the Berar Government The 
fiirst act of rebellion would be tinning out the Berar Rajah’s 
Thanahs at Samhalpur and this it was exjiected would be done 

The Chiefs had been twice summoned by Hiikarrahs, and the 
last time by Soowars who were dismissed about nine days ago with 
a message that they could not attend the Raja as the Ryuts were 
dissatisfied, had nothing to cat, and their Paiks would not follow 
them 

There is also a report fiom Boad which stated that of 200 
Horses and 50 Pcadahs 150 of the former had maiched from thence 
in the direction of Ratanpore some time last montli, that the Nag- 
pur Rajah was surrounded by tlie Biitish troops, that an order had 
been received at Ratanpore, directing all the Berar Troops to repair 
to Nagpur, but it had not been complied with, on the plea that a 
junction was too hazardous from the position of the British troops 
round Nagpur 

There is also intelligence that Jugbundoo had sent Bissoonath 
Hurreechandra (one of the piosciibed) with two Brahmms, two 
Nais and a Paik on a mission to Ratanpur or Nagpur to sohcit, and 
from the Berar Government on their arrival at Sambalpur they 
had, an mterview with the Berar Chief, named Balajee Balwantrao, 
who told them their mission would be of no avail as the Rajah was 
surrounded, and unable to spare a man, but if they were afraid to 
go back they might remain there

person alluded to m the 5th and follomn? paragraphs of my letter 
of the loth instant), has openlv declared his hostibty to the Berar 
Government, hy opposing ana dispersing a large body of Horscv 
who attempted to proceed through the Passes in his temtory 
towards the Eastward and which force would have proved a reason 
able rcinfoTcemcnt at Sambalpur just on the approach of the 
detachment of Bntish troops said to have arnica there from 
Hazanbagh and which I am thence led to conclude is under the 
command of Major Roughsedge, 

2 It was not known what direcoon this parry of the enemy 
(which I conclude to be the body reported to have fled after the 
second action from Na^ur) has taken but should they attempt 
any incursion, through me passes near Bustor there is every reason 
to expect they will be resisted by the R^ah there, who it appeaia 
IS equally disaflccted tONvaids the Berar Govemmeni. 

3 The people sent by me to the Hill Chieftains (as reported 
in my letter of tne loth insiant) not having yet returned I am still 
without any direct communication from them but I have no doubt 
the above measure has been adopted m consequence of the message 
sent to them When I do receive any reply I shall have the 
honour to report it to you, and m the mean tune then military 
operations mil continue to be reported for His Lordship s mfonna 
lion, through the channel of the Ad]utant-Gencral of the Army 

4. It appears that the Sirdars of the Berar Troops at ^mbal 
pur had consented to afford military aid to Jugbandu and was 
collcaing men for this purpose but there is no doubt the advance 
of our troops to Sambalporc and the hostility of the Hill Rajahs, 
mil force the Sirdars to abandon the intention.

In pursuance of the intention expressed m my dispatch of the 
18th instant, I now proceed to convey to you die instructions of the 
Governor-General relative to the regular Infantry and Artillery, 
and the reformed Horse to be maintained by the Government of 
Nagpur 

2 I have already signified to you His Lordship’s approbation 
of your havmg taken the requisite preparatory steps for the forma- 
tion of those estabhshments, and of your havmg applied for the 
services of qualified officers to assist you in that work, with a view 
to their being ultimately attached to the Corps subject to the sanc- 
tion and confirmation of the Governor-General 

3 It IS the opinion of the Governor-General, that the infantry 
and artillery of the proposed force should be assimilated as nearly 
as circumstances will admit m their formation, disciplme and regu- 
lations, to the corresponding branches of our own establishment 
The number of European officers must necessarily be much smaller 
than m the regular Battalions of the Hon’ble Company’s Native 
Infantry, but m other respects there will be no material difference, 
smce the Nagpur Battahons will be recruited from the same sources 
whence we supply our own, their arms and appomtments will be 
furnished from the Hon’ble Company’s magazines, and our Batta- 
hons will necessarily form the model for their mstruction, disciphne 
and regulations The rates of pay fixed for the native officers and 
men of the Battahon, originally ordered to be raised for the service 
of the late Raiah will, it is presumed, be the proper rate for the 
new establishment 

4 It IS proposed that the Infantry should consist of a Brigade 
composed of two Battalions, each of the strength and formation of 
the Battalion raised for the service of the late Rajah (which wiU of 
course be mcorporated in the new estabhshment) with such an 
accession of European officers as will give to each Battahon — 

One Commandmg Officer 
One Adjutant 

Two Captams or Subalterns 
One Assistant Surgeon. 
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c The Officer Commanding the first Battalion may also com 
mand the Brigade and receive a proportionate mcrcasc of pay and 
the Adjutant of the same Battalion may m the maMcr perform 
the functions of Major of Brigade which is so hnuted an establish 
ment, will not occasion any material accession of duty 

6. The officers attached to the original Battalion will of 
course have the option of remaining with the new Establishment, 
and His Lordship purposes to appomt Captam Charles J e n k i ns to

As It appears from your dispatch of the 4th mstant, that only the 
second indent has been comphed with, the necessary cnqmnes will

10 The Governor-General concludes that one arullcry officer 
will be iuffiaent for the Artillery to be attached to the Nagpur 
Brigade and that you do not propose to attach to it any regular 
Ordnance Department as all its storci and supplies will be drawn 
M required from the Honffile Company s magazines. Lieutenant 
Maralistcr of the Bengal EsiaWuhmem is appointed to the charge 
of the Arullcry attached to the Nagpur Brigade. 
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11 The Horse ought m the opinion of the Governor-General 
to consist of 3,000 or even 4,000 of which at least one half should 
be selected fiom among that class of persons who formed tlie 
Cavaliy of tht Itile contingent, if a sufficient number of men and 
Horses of the proper quality can be found among them In order 
to complete the Establishment, the Governor-General has it m con- 
templation to transfer to the seivice of the Rajah of Nagpui, two 
Corps of the frontier Cavalr}^ laiscd by the British Government in 
the course of the last few years to meet the particular exigency, 
and the chaige of which, it is extremely desiralile to reduce, 
although political considerations oppose the sudden dischaige of so

the finances of the British Government fiom a considerable charge 
without imposing any additional burden on oui ally Two objec- 
tions only to tins measuie have occurred to the Governor-General 
the first is, that the means of efCecting the object of conciliating the 
Military Chiefs of the late Goxeinment to the new older of things, 
by employing their retainers, will be propoitionately conti acted, by 
the introduction of our frontier Cavalry into the Rajah s service , 
and, the other, that the organization of these Coips will not 
resemble that of the rest of the Rajah’s Cavaliy Establishment 
His Lordship is not sensible, however, to the urgency of tlie whole 
of this part of the Rajah’s Establishment being constituted on one 
uniform system It is not likely that the whole force wiU be acting 
together, and even when that is the case, there is no reason to 
suppose that any material inconvenience will be experienced 
Were the objection bettei founded than His Lordship is disposed 
to regard it, the difficulty would not be gieat m assimilating the 
formation and regulations of the tiansferred corps to those of the 
Horse raised m the first mstance foi the Rajah’s seivice 

12 With reference to the other ajiprehended objection, the 
Govemor-Geneial remarks, that there will still be a considerable 
body of Horse to be raised from the source referred to , perhaps, 
indeed, a greater number than it can readily supply, if our officers 
are particular with regard to the quality of tlie men and horses 

13 On the whole then. His Lordship is disposed to the adop 
non of this plan, and unless some insurmountable objection not 
within his contemplation, shall oppose it. His Lordship will be pre- 
pared on the receipt of youi reply to this dispatch, to make arrange- 
ments for transfeimg to the service of Nagpur two Corps of frontier 
cavalry of 800 or 1,000 privates, with, their compliment of 
European and Native officers 

14 Until this point is finally determined, you 11011 restrict 
your levies to two tliousand, or at most two thousand five hundred 
horses 
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IS liis Lordshtp concaves that this part of the Establishment 
ihould be formed stnctly on the mode of the Nizams reformed 
Horse or the Poona auxiliary Cavalry The Governor-General has 
learned from your pnmc corrcapondcnce, that you had mvited 
Captam Pedlar to raise and form the horse for the service of the 
Rajah a selection which his Lordship cannot but approve. His 
Lordship purposes to place Captain Pedlar m the command of this 
portion of the Rajahs Horse and he expects that the service ivill 
denve great advantage from that officers judgment expcncncc, 
and famdianry ivith the habits and prejudices of this class of 
sons as well as from his med activity and gallantry in the field.

18 The rates of pay rccavcd by the contmgent of the former 
Government, will probably be considered mi fRrn rpt for the new 
aiablishment, and will now be paid with strict regularity and good 
faith The ray of a Sowar m the frontier Cavalry of tVn* Establish 
ment 13 20 Rupca per mensem but will probably require to be 
augmented when they cross the Nerbudda.

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officer of rank, reputation and approved professional ability, tem- 
per and disci etion should be appointed to the general command of 
the whole with a staff officei personally attached to him to assist

21 For this command, His Loidship has been pleased to 
select Major P Vans Agnew an officer every way qualified for the 
charge Major Agnew will he directed to proceed to Nagpur, as 
soon as he is relieved from his present duty at tlic Court of Malhar 
Rao Holkar and to place himself in communication with you 

22 The official relation between the Resident and the officer 
commanding the Rajah’s force can scarcely admit of any rms- 
construction Major Agnew and the officers commanding the 
horse and infantry under him will of course be responsible for the 
efficiency of the troops, equipments and the description of the 
men, and will be under the general control and authority of the 
Resident as representing, m all that relates to them, the Govern- 
ment of Nagpui 

23 Major Agnew will be desired to select an officer to act as 
hiR staff under tlie designation of Commandant personal staff, and 
will submit his name tlirough you for the eventual confirmation of 
the Governor-General. 

24 It only remains to determine tlie amount of pay to be 
drawn by the officers of the force, and on this point the Governor- 
General is desirous of suspending his final decisions until he shall 
receive a communication of youi sentiments founded on a con- 
sideration of the natuic and responsibility of the duties, the appear- 
ance requisite to be maintained by the officers, the general expense 
of living and the extent of tlie funds that can be appropriated to 
the maintenance of this part of the Rajah’s establishment The 
salaries of the Commanding officer of the force and of the re- 
formed Horse and their respective personal staff, should specially 
be on a liberal scale, adverting to the rank and pecuhar nature of 
their situation, and the allowances of the other officers will be 
calculated m proportion to their respective stations and duties 
You will probably have assigned some allowance provisionally to 
the officers at present employed undei your orders, which they will 
continue to draw until the peimanent rates of pay be fixed on the 
receipt of the report now called for 

25 You will make such arrangements for the regular pay- 
ment of the force as may appear to your judgment to be proper, 
and will establish such a system of audit and check, as may secure 
the due application of the Funds and repress any tendency to 
unnecessary expense 

26 It is on every account exceedingly desirable to keep the 
charges of this establishment within the narrowest possible limits, 
and the ordmary motives for acting on this prmciple are greatly 
enhanced, by the peculiar footmg on which our relations with the 
state of Nagpur are now placed

1 at Icngtn had the good fortune to ascertain the spot from whence 
one lac of Rupees (from a deposit of fiv^ had latdy 

been removed this was late m the day and after the Roncers had 
returned to Camps their search having proved fruitless. Lacutenant 
Buckley of the 5th Cavalry happened to^ paasmg the evening with 
me, and offered hia services to dig open the recess immediatdy 
which office I gladly accepted as I lelt anxious that no ume should 
be lost by perseverance and hard labour for two hours the stone slab 
which covered the entrance was cut away and an openmg bemg 
made m one tide of the walls below the Treasure was discovered 


I immediately ordered a guard and having posted them round the 
spot, a party of Sepoys undressed were sent down to remove the 
money while I did n^telf the honour of reporting the discovery 
to you Lieutenant Buckley supermtended the working party 
and connnued thus employed till past midnight, when the whole 
oippcr vessels the mouths of which were 
teoircd and sealed. A mcraorandum engraved on copper was 
found among the Rupees statmg the deposit to have been made 
la ^rs ago and the amount to have been 5 lacs on the other side 
of the plate appeared another which stated that one Tjikh had been 
taken our only 5 days before by order of Mirza Saheb a party 
of bepoys undCT an European Officer were sent m search of this mftn, 
who I WM informed had deserted his house in the disguise of a 
Fakir subsOTuenUy to the assault with much trouble I succeeded 
m traang him and he was brought to me the following mormng

I cannot suffiacntly cxprcaa the obU^tions I am imder to 
Lieutenant Buckley for the Widsorae way m which he offered me 
hi5 services and the laborious manner in which he exerted himself.

troller of the affairs of the province, and I found that they had 
implicitly obeyed my requisition to them to quit the fort (leaving 
a small party for the protection of the stores and ammunition) and 
encamp m a position pomted out to them 

3 Their compliance was the more agreeable to me with refer- 
ence to the advanced period of the season, the sickly state of my 
detachment and the means of resistance at their disposal, and I shall 
think It my duty to recommend to the favourable notice of 
Mr Jenkins a line of conduct which is so creditable to them and 
formed so striking a contrast to that observed by Killedars m gene- 
ral of the Forts ceded by the State of Berar 

4 I am busily employed m ascertaining the quantity and 
description of militaiy stores^ guns, gram and ammunition in the 
fort, and m examining the lecoids and documents of the Civil 
Admimstiation of the Province and when this necessary work is 
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finished ahaU again have the honour to address you. It is my 
intention either to pay in cash or grant a receipt for as may prove 
most expedient, the mm m stores and to adopt the latter mode 
with respect to the Guns ammumuon and Public property of all 
description, which I conclude the treaty has provided for the ces-

5 No mfonnation was possessed by the persons m authority 
here of the recent events m Bcrar but they seem to have abided 
by Orders received nearly three months ago to prepare to evacuate 
the provmce whenever a British force should arrive the ouaircl 
between the and Sakharam Gopal mentioned m a lormcx 

dispatch has been patched up but they are still supposed to be 
bitter enemies the former m a person of good character and the 
natives give him credit for protecting as much as was m his power 
the individuab whom his colleagues oppressed. 

6. I have opened a communicatiOD with Captain Edmonds 
who I beheve, reached Raipur and I daily expect to hear from 
thence. My own Dawk has unavoidably been much delayed by the 
nature of the country between this place and Sirgoojs, which has 
never before been traversed by troops I hope soon to receive the 
missmg pacquets however and that amongst them I shall have 
the sanstacuon to find instructions for my guidance.

5L In this distnct these dunes mcludmg those under the 
denomination of Kotwah dunes levied in the towns of Jubbnlpore 
and Garrah were farmed dunng the past official year for the 
sum of Nagpur Rupees 80,000 Besides this sum a Nazarana to a 
considerable amount was given for the farm, and I believe diat 
the farmers profit has bem very large. 

3. The Rjcvcnue realized from the transit dudes m Rewa 
Duckmtecr or the Choura^irh district amounted during the 
year to about Nagpur Rupw 24,000 in the Hoebangabad district 
to 16,000 and in jWtul and Multai to 11 00a In Scorn Chappara 
and Mandia the average amoimt of the collccooni of former year

Loraship 8 name, presents adopted to the occasion His Lordship 
m Counal understands that the amdes of presents designed for 
Ajma Sahib and transmitted to you last year are still In store, 
and as they will probably for this occasion you arc 

authorized to apply them accordingly 

3 The Governor General in Council entirely approves ibe 
arrangcincnt under whidi Baka Bai is to sustain the office of 
Regent and His Lordship willingly assents to the return to Nagpur 
of Gooiabba ar^ to his asstnnmg under the direction of -the 
Regent the management of such branches of the domestic affairs 
of the Rap as it may be judged proper to confide to him. The 
necessary iiwructions will be transmitted to the officers of Govern 
meat at AUaliabad for disraissmg Goojahba ivith honour and 
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My former communicationa cspeaally the more recent ones 
mil I am mduced to believe, apprize you most fully of the truly 
and almost unaccountable cxaegcrations which have spread far 
and wide of the bodies of AraK and others who have proceeded 
from the neighbourhood of Burbanpur to join the futures of 
Appa with exception to a P^rty of 4 or 500 armed men said to be 
at Julpec Amner Major MaePherson has not been able to trace 
any foundation for these reports The party who have passed and 
encountered Captain Sparkes the Maior stated not to have exceed 
ed aooo of all discnptions and whioi is further confirmed to me 
by the amval of mo of my own Hircarrahs from Mclghat, who 
by the acjximpanying paper of mtcUigence, you wiU perceive give 
a similar account and that the asscrnblagc at that place does not 
exceed 300 men 

I have been also favoured mth the perusal of a narrative of 
the proceedmgs of Brigadier General Sir John Malcolm during the 
operations which led to the submission of Baji Rao Tht whole of 
the Arabs m the disbanded army arc there rated at 1400 by Sir 
John which might have afterwards been mcrcascd to 2000 with 
these data themore before me, and wath the ruinous effects 
which must assuredly attend having numerous small detachments 
out after a few predatory Goads at this mclcmcnt and unhealthy 
season, I certainly am 01 opimcm that our attention should be 
prmapally directed, to the confinement, if possible of Appa to 
nis present arcumsenbed situaaon and the prevention of any con 
iiderable bodies from effecung a junenon an object which it 
appears to me, can only be properly effected by havmg strong 
detachments in healthy and commandmg positions. 

Beml seems to me to offer every advantage, from its centrical 
poimon, for cutting off any body that might attempt to pass from 
the south west, and that the detachment under Major MaePherson 
which I purpose, remauung there, consistmg of a Squadron of 
Regular Cavalry 15 weak companies of Infantry with a Brigade 
of 6 Bts wiH be found fully equal to any force which can 
possibly be opposed to it. At me same tune, I certainly think it 
would be very desirable if the Nabob of EUichpur occupied 
Mclghat with a strong and effiaent force, and advem^ therefore 
to me troops you have pushed on to the vicmity of Chhmdwara 
and Deogarh together with the party of Irregular Horae at 
Pandhuma the whole of the Soumcm line appeals to me, to be 
os well guarded as cucumstances admit of. The total prevention 
of any small party it would perhaps be too much to expect, but 
no body of any consequence can pass if the officers in command 
arc alert, and earnest m their endearours to ohtam informanon. 

You arc already m possession of ray pr epa ratory arrangemcnis 
for the protection of this valley by the partial distribution of 
Captain Robert s Corps of Rohllla Cavalry at Chouragarh Baira 
and Futiehporc supported by the troops at Garbedarra and 
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Sohagpur, and as soon as circumstances admit of my recallmg 
Majoi Gumming, with his squadron and 4 Companies of . Infantry- 
^\hlch were detached to the support of Captain Newton’s detach- 
ment. I shall considei myself fully equal to 'meet with effect any 
force which Appa Sahib might send into the valley. 

In respect to the concluding part of your letter, as to the 
numbers and descriptions of the troops that should be eventually 
employed, recent c\ents have happened so lapidly that I really 
ha\e not been able to give the subject full attention, nor do I 
belie\e that much consideration will be found necessary The 
plan adopted by the Maiquis of Hastings against the Pmdariesipf 
advanang in their columns appears well adopted to the present - 
occasion, and that at the proper season, which I am afraid, cannot 
be reckoned upon earlier than the month of January, we should 
move fiom the North upon Pachmarhi, Butkagarh, and Harrai, 
each column having two Brigades of si\ pounders carried upon 
elephants These, with the necessary co-operating columns to the 
Southward of the range of hills will, I should conceive, be tOufttl 
amply sufficient to bring the service to a decisive conclusion and 
completely deter the inhabitants from any predatory incursions 
into our newly acquired tracts in future

hifi Scbundics (100) the day after the action with Captain Sparko 
on their paismg through this district. ContnbutioDs in gram and 
money (but to no considerable amount^ have lately b«n levied 
from some villages belonging to Multai and Samkhedo. 

Major Cummmgs force after havmg detached 180 men to 
Shahpur consists of a Squadrons 4 Guns and about 600 effective 
sepoys, he has hitherto been prevented from movmg towards the 
enemy by mccsscnt heavy ram 

Considerable numbers of the inhabitants of the ceded dis- 
tncta arc aaid to have gone over to the enemy who hold out a 
promise of 8 rupees monthly to them. I have representations 
trom the Ramavisdars of two or three perguonahs that their 
Sebundies refused to go out even against the plundcrmg Gonds 
on their present pay of Rs. 3 In order to check the former I Imve 
wntten circular to all the Kamavisdats directmg them to send in 
the names of all men belonging to their dumct, who have enter 
tamed with the enemy m order that should they not immediately 
return, their families may be turned out of the country Oh the 
latter subject I have directed the Kamavudars to inform thor 
Sebundies that I shall recommend an mcrease to be made to their 
pay of such men as show an alacrity and Tnllmgncw on the present 
occasion, but that those who arc not obedient and orderly may 
mt assured of never being again employed.

action as tlie position they have taken up renders it impossible to 
cut them off from the hills The Brigade of Gallopers were this 
morning sent off to the detachment at Shahpur by Colonel Adams’ 
directions and tlie effective strength of tlie force here at present is 
a Brigade of Guns about 240 Cavalry and 650 Infantry

the public property in the fort must be regarded as belonging to the 
Rajah of Nagjiur It cannot therefore be justly claimed as prize 
to the army, but must be held at the disposal of the Rajah’s Gov- 
ernment 

3 It would however be a measure not less wise and politic 
than equitable for the Government of Nagpur, to make from this 
fund a liberal donation to the troops tlirough whose distmguished 
gallantry that property w'as secured to it, and the other important 
advantages resulting from the reduction of Chanda 

4 The Governor General will occordingly approve of your 
suggesting to the Government, the propriety of such an exercise of 
justice and liberality, and that you wall offer your advice regarding 
the proportion of the w'hole sum, which wall form the proper 
amount of the grant 

5 In the view of the case here taken, the sum thus granted 
to the captors of Chanda, will be for their benefit alone, and will 
not be thrown into the general prize fund In estimating the pro- 
portion of the property to be thus disposed of, therefore, you wiU 
take this circumstance into consideration, and will advert to the 
advantage which the captors will derive from the exclusive partici- 
pation of the grant, which, had it been adjudged as regular prize,

Aurangabad, the 17th August 1818 

I ha\c the lionour to acknowledge the receipt of your dispatch 
of the loth instant and in reply beg leave to submit to your consi- 
deration the strength and disposition of the Nizam’s regular and 
reformed troops on tlic Berar Establishment 

The rcgul.ir infantry consists of four weak Battalions, one of 
which is attached to the Division of Brigadier General Smith, two 
are at Aurangabad and one at Risooi 

These corps liaving only lately been put under the charge of 
officers from the Company’s service, to render them at all effiaent 
will still require several months of the most assiduous exertion and 
It was hoped that they would have been left for tliat desirable pur- 
pose at least till the dose of the rainy season 

There are four Rissalas of Reformed Horse amounting alto- 
gether to nearly four thousand Of tlicsc one Rissala is employed 
under you at Chanda, a second at the recommendation of Bngadier 
General Smith is posted at miles south of the Godavery 

and the others which have lately returned from Brigedier General 
Smith’s division are in so bad a state from the effects of hard march- 
ing dunng the campaign that they are considered at present entirely 
unfit for action duty In order that they may recruit both men and 
horses so as to be of any use the next cold season is essentially 
necessary that they should till after the monsoon One 

of the Rissalas is at Risoor and otlier m die villages m the neighbour- 
hood of Aurangabad 

The object of having a Battalion and a Rissala at Risoor has 
been with a view to overawe the Naicks who since Bajee Rao’s irrup- 
tion into that part of the country have been more formidable than 
ever and unless sufficient force is retained in that quarter the whole 
extent from Risoor to the Wardha (which m the direction of Chanda 
IS nearly 150 miles) will be subject to their depredations and no 
collecuons can be expected to be made m those districts by the 
Nizam’s Government 

The numerous strong holds of the Naicks have mvariably been 
used as places of refuge for the families of the disaffected not only 
amongst the subjects of the Nizam but also those of the Nagpur 
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ftate During the late campaign the famihcs of ecicral Mahratta 
Sardars were protected by Lachman and Nowrajee the two pnnapal 
of the Chiefs of the Naicks and I have received mformation that 
many of the followers of Bajee Rao remamed with them after the 
defeat of the latter by Colonel Adams 

Under these circumstance* it appears to me that the most essen 
nal aid that could be given to the Nagpur t-tatc by the troops of 
the Government of Berar would he to rwuce the country occupied 
^ the Naicks and conaguou* to the Nagpur frontier 
For this purpose I shall immediately propose to the Rcsi 
dent at Hyderabad be allowed as soon as the season 

will permit to form a Detachment of nvo Battahons of Risaala of 
reformed horse with a proportion of Artillery This four ought 
not only be employed against the Naicks but would be ready to 
act against any other enemy that might make his appearance bet 
ween Risoor and Chanda and I presume and hope that you wih 
agree with me on the cxpcndicncy of thus measure. 

At the time you did me the fevour to address me, you were not 
aware that Brigadier General Doveton had actually 
with tus whole force m the direction of LlUchpur by which means 
the Nizams N E fronner will have been fully protected and 
the necesai^ of senduig troop* to Amraou entirely done away If 
therefore Captam Doveton who commands at Risoor has under 
the of the emergency of the case, complied with the re 

quisiuon mcntioued m the latter part of your letter I hope you 
will, from what I have stated see me necessity of directme nun to 
return to that post as soon as pracooiblc, as I consider it or import 
ance to keep the Detachment at Risoor as complete as orcumstanccs 
may pcrmiL 

Should it hereafter be necessary to send a part of Capt 
Doveton 8 Detachment towards the > 4 rour frontier I shall dir^ 
that officer to hold eight compames ot Infantry and a bngade of 
Guns ready to proceed on your requisition ana will endeavour to 
supply their place either from Aurangabad or by the Battabon at

Camp at Multai the aoth August 1818. 
My letter of yesterday will have informed you that it was my 
Intention to appear before Multai this morning I hare accordingly 
am\cd here but I really find the enemy m such force and confidence 
that considtnng the ircak state of my detachment from \vant of 
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punishment is absolutely requisite to deter otlicrs from following 
the same line of condua and I hope m taking this authonty upon 
myself that I shall meet -nth your approbation. The weather u 
such that I do not think it will be possible for me to move from this 
for some days and my detachment u m the greatest distress for 
cattle and camp equipage. On the arrival of Captain Baker’s 
Detachment I propose to leave him here to await your instruc 
acms I know not however when to expect him as this weather 
will no doubt retard his progress

I do myself the honour to transmit to you the copy of a letter 
addressed to me by Major O'Bncn containing a report on the 
dismcn of Birgec, Scorn Chhapara and Mandla which hove been 
under his immediate charge. 

3 In oommumcatmg to you hereafter such information as 
I may be able to obtam and may thmk useful regardmg the 
flcqiuired districts, I shall perhaps consider it necessary to offer some 
remarks on this report at present there arc only a few pomts 
noticed in it to which I am desirous of requestmg your attention 
3. From the 33nd paragraph you will observe that on the 
capture of Mandla, a number of females of the family of Nizam 
Shah together with two grandsons m the female Imc, were found 
in confinement in the fort. The sum allowed by the Nagpur Gov 
emment for the subsistence of this family was stated to be Nagpur 
Rupees 300 per mensem, but I bebeve tne allowance was not paid 
mm much regularity I authorized the payment to them or an 
allowance to the same amount from the date of the capture till the 
pleasure of Government should be known and I trust that this will 
be approved The sum is certainly not more than suffiaent to 
afford a tolerably comfortable subsistence to the mdividuals who 
arc to be mamtamed by 11. 

4- As connected with this subject, 1 wish to take the present 
opportunity of bnngmg under your nonce an apphcaaon which has 
bcOT made to me by ohankar Shab the only sumvmg descendant 
of Rajah Nizam Shah in the male line, for a provision from the 
Bnti'h Got emment TRc history of ihc fate of that family after 
the death of Nizam Shah is probably known to you, but i£ may bo 
as well to state a few particulars in this place. 
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5 On Nizam Sah’s death tlie succession to the Raj ot Gairah 
Mandla was disputed between Narhar Shah his nephew and 
Soomer Shah his natural son The former havmg obtamed posses- 
sion, the latter called m the aid of the manager of Saugor to support 
his title The final result as is well known of this interference, was, 
that the Raj was entirely wrested fiom die family of its ancient 
possessors and usurped by die Jagirdar of Saugor Narhar Shah 
was confined in the fort of Kooiye, where he died, and Sumer Shah 
in diat of Jatashankar where he was kept durmg the whole period 
of die Saugor ascendancy 

5-A On die aquisition of tins piovmce by the Nagpui state, 
Sumer Shah i\as released from lestramt by Benaik Rao who gave 
him a village m Jagn toi his subsistence He attempted m the 
Sambat year i86i to recover die Raj through the assistance of 
Nagojee an officer of Holkar, and after bemg repulsed m advancmg 
towards Jubbulpore, he meditated an mvasion of the Dukhanteer, 
but was intercepted and put to death, by Smdhia’s officer at Deori, 
at the instance of the Rajah of Nagpur 

6 Shankar Shall, who is the only son of Sumer Shah, has 
smee his father’s death led a wandermg life, remaining generally 
m the camp of Meer Klian, on whose country he for a long time 
subsisted He accompamed Meer Klian on Ins invasions of this 
provmce m 1809, and received, it is said, an assurance of bemg 
reinstated by that Chief’s assistance m the Raj of his ancestors 
Indeed he was, I understand, formally proclaimed and placed on' 
the Gaddi at Jubbulpore 

7 Dunng the last two or duee years he has lesided I behevc 
on the small jagir assigned to his father m Saugor, the produce of 
which, amounting I am told to not moie than 2,500 Rupees, con- 
stituted his sole means of subsistence, with die exception of volun- 
tary contributions which he has received from several of the 
Bimdela Chiefs 

8 He came to Jubbulpore soon after my arrival, and express- 
ed a wish to remain here till mformed of the pleasure of Govern- 
ment To this I did not think it necessary to make any objeaon 
1 have merely told him that I would make his application known, 
and have not encouraged him to form any expectations of a fovour- 
able result 

9 Anodier pomt to which I wish to call your immediate 
attention is that- noticed m the 33rd paragraph of Major O’Brien’s 
report, lelative to the Mehals of Kumuidah and Pmenah 
(Piparia?) 

10 These Mehals are held by two Thakurs named Uju Smgh 
and Gmrore Smgh, under the common tenure of the payment of 
an Oobaree, which is the amoimt of the estimated produce of the 
Mehal, aftei deducting a fixed sum allowed for peisonal expenses 
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11 The TbaVurs very lately sent vakeels to Jubbulporc from 
vrhom and from other sources I have learnt the foUowmg para 
culars, 

12 The Mchals certainly were not dismembered from the Raj 
of Garrah Mandia while under the Gond Dynasty nor during the 
subsequent ascendancy of the Jagirdar of Saugor though during a 
a short time previous to the enure establishment of the power of 
the Nagpur state m this province, the Subah of Chattisgarh had 
compelled the Thakur* to pay Oobarcc to Nana Saheb 

13 On the complete acquisition however of the Provmcc, the 
Raia took possession of these Mchals with the rest, and they were 
indudcd in the Soobaship of the Dukhantecr to which jurisdiction 
they have ever since been considered as annexed The Oobarcc 
due from them was regularly paid to the Soobah of the Dukhantecr 
up to the Faali year 1224 inclimvc. 

14, In the year 1225 on the occasion as T understand of some 
attempts at exaction by Appa Sahib s officer m Chhattisgarh, the 
Thakura, whether jdistrustmg the power of Sadik K h a n , 

the Soobah of the Dukhantecr to protect them or from whatever 
cause (for I could not obtain a distinct cxplanauon on this pomt) 
placed themselves under the protccuon of Uhandojec Bhonsla, who 
commanded the troops on the Nerbudda and paid iheir Oobarcc, 
for that year to him, 

15 In the following year (1226) the revenue due fr o m them 
was assigned for the payment or troops to Maharaj Hazarec who 
had also I bejieve an assignment of the revenues of Lanjee, 

16 In the year {1327) theu’ Oobarcc was demanded, it is said, 
by Mohiuddin an agent of Ramebandra Wagb but was not paitL 

17 For the present year it has not been paid, though demand 
ed under your instructions by the Amil of Lanjj 

18 The object of the Thakurs m sending Vakeels to me was 
to represent that ihar Mchals had always consuruted part of the 
Ra] of Garrah Mandia their anaent dependence on which they arc 
anxious should continue. The vakeels further stated that 11 the 
Mchals should not be considered as included in the Company’s 
acquisitions the Thakurs still hope that they may be alldwcd to 
pay their Oobarcc to the Nagpur state, througn some other channel 
tl«n that of the Amil of Lanji to ivhos^ authority they are, for 
whatever reason very unwiUmg to be subjected. 

19. I told the Vakeels that I should state to you the circum* 
stances which they had represented and that the Thakurs must of 
course obey any orders which they might receive &om you. 

20 If the Miticulars aborr stated be corrccu which you will 
of course have die best means of ascertammg it may be made a 
^estjon 1 conceive, whether these Mchals should not be consider 
ed as included m the Company a acquisitions since they were never 
formally separated from the Subah^nip of the Dukhantecr all the 
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Other Mchals of \\hich ha\c come into oiii po'^scs'^ion The assign- 
ment of the ie\cmics for one year to Mihaiaj Hazarce tvas by no 
mcan<=. as I tnulei''ran(l con'^idctcd as an annexation of the Mchals 
to Laiiji 

ei They arc not I •^liould '^oppose parncnlarly desirable to 
nv on account of their local portion, foi li I am lightly infoimed 
ihcv arc ratlicr more distant fiom M.mcila than from Ruttunporc 
or Khyragaih It is houcter dc'^irahlc tliat they should be placed 
imdei the anihoiuy to nhich fioin .incicnt picjudicc, the Thakurs 
arc dispo'scd to att^uh themselves 

Z2 The amount of Ooharcc vhich has been annually demand- 
ed from the ino Mehals .is stated to me by the Vakils, is from 
Kumurdah Rujices 8635-5 As from Puieiiah Rupees 7727 The 
foiincr is said to compiisL. 168 (luo fh\is!ons of 84) villages, below 
the Ghats, and 50 abote The laitei 168 \illagcs bclon the Ghats 

23 As the Ooharcc for the past ic\cnuc year has not yet been 
paid It IS of course desirable that vour orders should be communi- 
cated to the riiakurs as soon as possible 

24 The only icmainmg pait of Majoi O’Brien's report to 
which I wish at present to diicct your notice is the concluding 
paragraph from which you will obseivc th.it he has never received 
any salary on account of the scpaiatc charge which w'as cntinsted 
to him of the districts of Scorn Chajipaia and Mandla, and that 
since the dissolution of the Provisional Government at Jubbulpore, 
he has not draw’n any civil allow'ances whatever

objects of his appomtmenL His Lordship m Council docs not 
think therefore mat the result of this experiment ivas decisive and 
he vould have been glad to have seen the attempt made to form an 
administration 6n a footmg which would have left the conduct 
and the responaibihty of the details of the Government m the hands 
of the native officers of the state, aided supported and in matters 
of great moment directed though unoatensibly by the counsels of 
the Bntiah Government and while deriving strength and confi 
dcncc from that support, soil mdulgmg a consaousness of its own 
stabihty and independency of action in all the ordinary functions 
of the ministry Our experience does not discourage the hope that 
such a system might answer the end m view and though obviously 
imperfect and anomalous it would His Lordship in Council doubts 
not have been found well adopted to the state of sccunty consonant 
to the feehngs and habits of the populauon in gcncnit free from 
any gross oppreamons and corruptions and capable of ^dual and 
ulnmate iraprovement. Such an admmutraaon would have pre 
served the just inffucnce and attached the minds of the pnnapal 
persons connected with the late Government who poasTbly if thus 
conciliated could have been rendered useful instruments for cany 
mg mto effect our new plans for the settlement and improvement 
of the country 

6. The arrangements adopted by you havmg however begun 
to operate it will not be advisable suddenly to check their pro- 
gress as such a procedure 'mthout due preparation would have a 
tendency to create confusion, especially while the country is parti 
ally disturbed by the parozans of Appa Saheb It would further 
give an impression of unstcadmess in our plans which it u ex 
tremeiy desirable to avoid at the outset of a new order of thmgs 

7 It IS not therefore His Lordship s wish that the officers, now 
deputed by you into the coimtr^ and charged with the different 
branches of the administration at the capital should be immediately 
withdrawn Now that the meaiuie has been adopted mdecd and 
the disadvantage incurred we must seek to denve as much benefit 
from It as possible and to obtam accurate and authentic mfonna 
tion of the resources population and maotunons of the country 
which cannot fail to be useful hereafter under any future arrange 
ment for the admmiitration of the state. His Lordship m Coimal 
is glad to observe that you ha\c direacd the particular attention of 
the several funenorumes to these objects and you are requested to 
desire them to methodize and rccora the information they obtain 
so os to render it easily accessible when rcquircik 
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8 The general tenor of your instructions to those officers is 
approved, and His Lordship in Council has observed, with great 
satisfaction, that you have pointedly enjoined them to abstain from 
great and sudden innovations and to make the existing institutions 
of the countr}’’ the basis of their pioccedmgs except in cases of flag- 
rant oppression and abuse This principle is not only just and 
'\isc in Itself, but is calculated to lender less embarrassing our even- 
mal relinquishment of the direct authority we at present exercise, 
and our transfer of the executive administration to the hands of 
the immediate officers of the Rajah’a Government 

9 The establishmem of a fixed and moderate assessment on 
the land, the abolition of arbitrary and vexatious imposts, and a 
liberal but not profuse or indisc-immate remission of the demands 
of Government in cases v/herc real expediency prompts the assign- 
ment of a fixed remuneration to the Aumils and Jagirdars, and the 
prohibition of unauthorized and corrujit sources of emolument, are 
all obvious and natuial impro\emcnts, and can be effected not only 
without injuring established and legitimate rights, but to the 
manifest advantage of every class The continuance of lands 
appropriated to the maintenance of Pagodas, Bramms and religious 
establishments is a just and proper measure and will of course be 
acceptable to the Rajahs Gmernmcnt Care must be taken to 
prevent the extension of such giants and the restraining this dis- 
position on the part of the Government when it shall come to be 
exercised by the Raja’s own ministeis w'lll be one of the most deli- 
cate, but at the same time most proper objects of interference, on 
the part of the British Resident 

10 The encouragement offered by your instructions to the re- 
presentatives of giievances and of acts of oppression and injustice 
committed by the subordinate officers, is highly approved and must 
tend to ^ve confidence and secure to the people and attach them to 
the Government The officers acting under your authority will 
not be unmindful of the requisite attentions for preventing this 
faahty from degenerating into an encouragement of false and 
htigious charges, or frivolous and msubstantial claims, and they will 
be particularly careful to ensure a prompt decision of the cases that 
come before them 

1 1 The establishment of an efficient police has justly been an 
object of your specific attention It is probable that the system of 
police m force in the country will be found equal to tins purpose 
Some additional precautions may be necessary at Nagpur and in 
other larger towns, but in general. His Lordship m Council enter- 
tains no doubt, that the local village estabhshment acting under 
the mofussil officers will form instruments of police, both more 
really efficient and more exempt from corrupt and abusive exercise 
of authority, than any body of officers which on the first view 
might seem to be more immediately dependent on tlie Govern- 
ment

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la. The injimcnona given by you to the local officers to cn 
courage the reference of ordinary ffisputes in avil cases to the 
arbitration of the principal officoB of the village or to panchayati 
composed of persons chosen by the parties according to establish 
ed usage, is very judicious Not less so is the provision for the 
investigation ana decision of cases of great magnitude by the local 
European authority assisted by the pnnapal native and a Moham 
medan or Hindu Law Officer according to arcumsianccs and 1 am 
desired to snggest whether it would not he proper in some cases 
mvolvmg questions of property of large amount to leave an appeal 
open to the Resident. 

13 In cnimnal eases you have ^try prowrly reserved the 
confirmation of capital sentences to the Rajah s Government under 
the advice (for the present) of the Resident. In all such cases and 
mdeed m cnminal eases of magnitude though not capital the 
local officer should keep a regular record of his proceedings and 
even m the inferior cases he s^ttld make a special report to you of 
all those of any consequence or attended with any peculiarities that 
you may have it m your power to revise the sentence and suggest to 
the Rajah a Government the remission of any portiona of the 
punishment, you may think proper Your remarks and instructions 
relative to peoimary compositions for crimes are perfectly judiacus 
It IS evidently desirable to leave unaltered the established custom 
of the country with regard to the exempDon of BrahminJ and 
women from capital punishment and your orders on this head are 
approved. 

14- The subsidiary reguiaoons presenbed by you with such 
modifications as arc sugEcated by the preceding remarks are con- 
sidered by the GovemorGeneral in Council to he expedient. 

15 These arc the only particular remarks which have been 
suggested by the perusal of your matrucuons to the officers whom 
you have deputed to the country It occurs however to HTs Lord- 
ship m Cotmdl that the employment of the designations of CoUcc 
tor and Magistrates rmght be advantageously changed to Supertn 
tendent and Agent or some appellatum to wmch the natives would 
not be so apt to attach the notion of the permanent establishment 
of the English ruie and the mtroduction of our institutions. 

16. The salary you have assigned to those officers seems fair 
and reasonable and is sanctioned ^ His Lordship m CounaJ 

17 The prcccdmg remarks apply especially to the instructions 
to the officers deputed in theu- duiraaer of collector and Magis- 
nates. I am direcaed however to add that the further powers and 
authonty which you have delegated to Captain Hamilton, as Com 
mmvoncr for effectmg the settlement of the Gonds m Deogaih 
above the Ghats are approved by the GovemorGeneral m Coimdl 
who trusts that when tne succesrful operations of the troops shall 
have checked the first outrages of those people instigated by Appa 
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23 The Governor General in Council has perused the amend 
ed tirtdt of a treaty traiumittcd with your dispatch now acknowl- 
edged, and concurs m the expediency of the alterations as bemg

23 The sopulations of the treaty arc already m course of 
operation under the implied engagements already formed with the 
Government of Nagpur 

34. You iviU be pleased to fix the date to which payment of 
the arreara of subsidy is claimable according to your view of the 
means of the Raja and the liberal considcratioa with which it is 
incumbent on us to treat Him m the eettlcment of all these 
questions*

The dwrcdations which have been lately committed or threaten^ 
cd by the Gonds in the districts to the Southward of the Nerbudda 
hare suggested to me the necessity of proposing that some means 
should be provided effectually to guard against mem m future. 

3 The boldness of the Goads in their late mcursions has no 
doubt been oinng m a great degree to the presence of Appa Sahib 
and his foUouen in the mils to the difficulties to which the several 
bodies collected there have been redut^d for procuring the means 
of subsistence, and to the active part taken by Cham Sah and 
others of the Gond chiefs in Appa Sahib s favour It is known 
lint m some instances the Gonds succeeded in mtimidating our 
scbunditt by propagatmg false reports that their parties were accom- 
panied by a proporuon of Arabs 
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3 In SO far as the evil is to be attnbutccl to these causes it 
may of comse be considcictl as mcicly temporal y I believe how- 
eNcr that the districts immediately bordering on the hills have 
always been subject to incursion from the Gonds Mr Hamilton 
will no doubt be able after the present distuibances shall have ceased, 
to make arrangements calculated to reclaim them from their preda- 
tory habits, but I appiehcnd that the complete attainment of this 
object can only be a work of time, and that we must in tlie first 
instance be jircpared to guard against occasional depredations 

4 With regard to the internal police of all the districts I am 
at present disposed to think that it will be best to rely principally 
on the responsibility of the Patels or Zammdars, having no estab- 
lishments exclusively for Police excepting in toiras on the great 
loads, and in some particular situations, as Ghats of the river and 
passes into the hills 

5 For prevenung the depredations of the Gonds agam it 
appears to me that mere Burkundauzes or such subundies as we 
have maintained, which are m fact no other than mere Burkun- 
dauzes, are likely to be always, as they have hitherto proved, quite 
inefficient The mcuisions of the Gonds being I believe generally 
made in considerable bodies it requires I conceive that there shoula 
be a force in some degree organized to resist them with effect 

6 Under this impression the suggestion which I would venture 
to offer is, that either the Nujeeb corps at present estabhshed in the 
Dukhanteer should be augmented or that an additional corps on 
the same scale should be raised, so as to provide for the duties of 
the whole of the districts The lattei plan would I imagine be pre 
terable, as under the foimei the men detached would be m some 
cases at an immense distance from the headquarters of the Corps 
If two Battalions were raised, one might be stationed at Jubbulpore 
for the duties of this district, of Seoni Chappara, of Burgee and of 
Mandla , the other at Hoshangabad, for the dunes of the Dukhan- 
teer, of the Hoshangabad, and of the Betul districts Without 
leference to the mcursions of the Gonds I apprehend that two Corps 
of this discnption tvill be hereafter necessary for ordinary Police 
duties 


7 The present^ establishment you ivill recollect, of the Corps 
in the Dukhanteer is one Rissala of lOO Sowars and 5 Companies of 
Nujeebs of 100 each, exclusive of Native officers The monthly 
expence is about Sicca Rupees 5500 I am disposed to think that 
It would be expedient to reduce the number of Sowars, and to in- 
crease that of Nujeebs, as the parts of the country in which the 
depredations of the Gonds are to be resisted, are for the most part, 
X believe, of such a Nature that horsemen can be of httle service 
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Letter No 79 —The letter refert to a correspondence between the 
rebel Chain Shah and Raja Kirat Smgh of Pntecra The 
gesdon IS that the cotrespondenco is for tome tort of a conipi 
racy which had to be enquired into and ascertained. The two 
enclosures are important.

In icply to youi letter of the 26th September just received, I 
beg leave to offei my opinion of the mexpediency of withdrawmg 
any pait of the local corps from the valley for the duties of the 
more western districts under any circumstances, short of an mcrease 
to the number of Regular troops now occupying it 

I have the honour to enclose a present state and disposition 
return of the corps, from which you will have a better opportumty 
of estimating the piopriety of my opinion on reference to the 
nature of the posts occupied by the Tomans and the madequacy 
even of their laigest detachments of a whole Toman, for the 
duties which may now be daily incidental to them 

X have been anxious to send up a reinforcement to the Toman 
on duty at Babye where ivithin these last 10 days 4 villages have 
been plundered and destroyed, and where the enemy is m 
greatest force, but I have been withheld by a conviction that as 
soon as any extensive line of the boundary shall be unoccupied by 
our small Detachments, the valley uill immediately suffer much 
mjury from irruptions of little parties of Gonds, where they have 
not tlie means of collectmg in numbers, and it has been proved to 
my entire satisfaction that nothing but the presence of armed 
parties, to whom the Rayats may look for protecuon, will ever 
induce the mhabitants to remam m the villages or cultivate the 
lands adjacent to the hills 

This subject has lately been brought before me m various 
ways and my anxiety for the whole has been proportionate with 
the proof of the (truth of the general assertion of those conversant 
with) the fears entertamed for the Gonds, afforded in the desertion 
of the villages m the Babye District 

Two viUages in the Futtehpore District have just been 
plundered and I am m hourly expectation of hearing that some- 
thmg smular has occurred m the Bachye Pergunna Indeed 
whenever the smallest party of Gonds may make its appearance 
the consequence must be the same The vdlagers have not even 
resolution sufficient to make the most trifhng resistance which 
might afford a hope of rehef, and you will judge of the portion of 
courage required for such a nsk when I teU you that, a Duffadar 
and 8 Sowars of Rohdla Cavalry patrolhng between Simana and 
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Sohaepur kept at bay about 250 of them who had come down in 
the way they generally pracnct of giving tnnely notice of thar 
approach by every noise at thar command and kept them there 
tSf a party reached them from Sohagpur which immediately dis- 
persed them causmg some loss

1 have the honour to acknowlcd^ the receipt of your favour 
of the 16th ultimo and in reply beg to express my opinion that 
upon the plan proposed by you, the aemecs of the Gonds regard 
mg whom I had wntten to Mr Jenkins may be found most useful, 
and be advantageously employed. 

The most clmblc posiaon for the Head Quarters of the 
Nerbudda local Corps appears to me to be Pannagarh or the 
Western Gurrurwarra and m the present state of the valley I 
would suggest that five addiaoaaJ Toomans should be raised 
each 100 strong mdndmg Sirdars Such reduction can hereafter 
take place as circumstances may call for and on their bang 
completed I think it would be advisable to discharge or pwhaps 
transfer the Rissala to the Rajahs contmgent. 

Three of these Toomans if not more, wiH I thmV , be readily 
furnished by the Gond Chiefo Nihal Smgb, Anup Singh and the 
Ram of Chandgarh. The opportunity it will afford of providing 
for their nearest relations as Toomandars and other under officers 
iTiih a subsistence, and livelihood to *0 great a number of their 
followers will be such a rebef upon their bmired and scanty 
resources that the proposition will no doubt be joyfully accCTten, 
The only pomt upon which I can annapatc opposition will m a 
wish to receive the amount of each Tooman collectively and dis- 
tnbutmg the pay to each Individual under their own arrange 
ments, but the objections against thu, if we wish them to be of 
any *cr\ice. arc too manifold for It to be m any way acceded to

T have the honour to acknowledge tlic receipt of your letter 
of the edth ultimo mentioning your having suggested to Mr 
Jenkins the expediency of raising a Nujcch Corps for service m 
the district under my charge, and requesting me to state my 
opinion as to the number of men that will be rcquiicd for the 
protection of those districts from the incursions of the Gonds and 
for garrisoning small forts m which it may be objectionable to 
place regulars Also desiring to know my opinion as to the 
practicability and expediency of forming the Corps partly of 
Gonds from the followers of such of the Gond Chiefs as hav^c 
entitled themselves to consideration, and further requesting to be 
informed whether I would think it desirable that a proportion of 
Suwars should he attached to the Corps 

In reply to the first paragraph I beg to state that I consider a 
Corps of from six to seven hundred strong necessary at least for 
some time to come, viz about 250 or 300 for the duties of the 
districts in the valley including the forts of Saoligarh and Seom 
and the Tallookas of Shahpur and Ranipui and the remainder for 
the parts of the ceded districts abov^e Ghats 

In leply to the second paragraph I beg to state tliat from the 
experience I have had of the Gonds who were entertained by us 
as sehundies, and from then general chaiacter as soldiers, I do not 
conceive it advisable that any part of this Corps should be formed 
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of thenL I would recommend that if practicable it should be 
formed exclusively of Hindustanccs who have no families m this 
coimtry 

In reply to the third paragraph I am of opimon that if the 
descnption of men forming our irrc^ar cavalry could be pro- 
cured they would be of mfimte scmcc m repellmg the mcursioni 
of the Gonds but the Maharatta Sowars procurable m this 
country of none whatever

A short ume a Patban by the Name of Busscit Khan was 
sent m to me by Lieutenant Ward Commanding at SohaOTur 
His uncle was formerly Rilledar of the fort but was displaced by 
Sadilc Ah Khan and the KiUedaiahip given to Shcr Khan smee 
which they have contmued to reside m Sohagpur 

Busscit Khnn stated his busmess to me m what I could not 
but consider very fair and candid terms he wished he said as 
there ivas a misunderstandmg bctvrecn his pmty and Sher Khan a 
now employed by us that a passport shoula be given for himself 
and the famihes of his dependants to go across tne Nerbudda and 
reside m the Bhopal country until matters were settled or as he 
could amongst his followers muster 100 Matchlock men he was 
willing he said to accept such scmcc as I would give him to ensure 
the peace and safety of their fanulics- 

Lieutenant Ward was desired to refer Busscit Khan to 
Captam Robert at Punnagarh and m a letter received from the 
latter officer this mormng he also speaks m very favourable terms 
of him. I cannot but be of opmion their services at the present 
moment will be found most useful m many pomts of views ist 
importance of detaching a body of Soldiers of fortune from 
the immediate necessity of talung service with the enemy and. 
The employment and prospect of future provision it will hold 
out to good conduct and 3rd The desirable effea it will have on 
the disafleacd m that neighbourhood from the knowledge wbldi 
Bus«it Khan and his followers must have of them from a long 
residence. I would therefore beg to recommend that Buss^ 
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Kiian and Ins followers should form one of the new Tomans in the 
Nerbudda local Corps on which I have alieady done myself the 
pleasure of addressing you, and I have accordingly requested 
Captain Robert to offei him tliese assiiiances pendmg your con- 
currence

I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your two 
letters of the 3rd mstant beg to repoit for the mformation of the 
Officer Commandmg that m anticipation of his orders, I have 
aheady estabhshed a Garnson m Bauagarh This I was enabled 
to do m conceit with and by the assistance of Cap tarn Saunders 
from whose Detachment I this mommg separated at that place 
I have estahhshed posts also at Guwardah, Gheelgaum and 
Dhanora, the former of which is a kind of outpost to prevent 
incursions into the Pownee, Brahmpun and the more cultivated 
parts of the Wyragarh and on the North East of the Chanda dis- 
trict Withm the last two days all depredations seem to have 
D-21 
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ceased and I hope Boon to find the Scbundies xn sufEaent protec 
non for those parts of the country such further aid as may be 
refjuued for the tcmcones of Chanda, I shall be happy to afford. 

I shall immediately acquaint Qiptain Saunders with the orders 
regarding him and his Detachment. He is however much recover 
from his mdisposition and I hope will not find it necessary to 
proceed to Nagpur on that account, rtapcctmg his Detachment I 
propose continuing it in its present position for a few days till the 
state of the Chanda district is ascertained as in the event of <A<r 
assistance being required there, it will be a situation to act m the 
small tract lymg to the East of the Wamranga whfle my Detach 
ment moves in concert on the West of nver In the mean 
tune I am proceeding to Brahmpun which I expect to reach 
tomorrow on matters connected with the permanent tranquiflity of 
this part of the country

Oincw Commanding the Nagpur Subsidiary Force, of my having 
day maithed from Paoni with the mtennon of proceedmg to 
Wnirararh in consequence of a commimicauon I have recaved 
from Ueutcmmt Crawford statmg that Indrashaw Nizamahaw 
and others had moved to Dhanoorce, with a large body of armed 
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men, including, it is said, two hundred Hoise Lieutenant Craw- 
ford mentions to me that he has made a requisition for the 
Subedars party of the ist Regiment N I, if I should meet them on 
the route, I shall consequently take them back with me to 
Wyragarh 

The Native Officers party that I dispatched to the Ambora 
Hills had not been fortunate enough to fall m with the enemy , 
I have ordered them to ie]om me, and expect they have returned 
to Paoni today, and tomorrow they will be able to overtake me at 
Brahmpun 

Lieutenant Don reached Wyragarh on the 4th and Lieutenant 
Crawfoid mentions m Ins letter to me, that they mtended to move 
after the enemy at Dhanooree (which is about 24 miles distant 
from Wyragarh) on the evenmg of the 5th I have not yet heard 
the result of their expedition

Various causes have hitheito prevented my brmgmg under 
your notice the circumstances of the district of Sohagpur, but as 
they would hardly afford a vahd excuse for the delay I shall not 
refer to them more particularly 

The territory comprehended m the cession of Sohagpur 
comprises, besides the Khalsa lands of Sohagpur proper, the fol- 
lowmg Zaimndary mehals paymg a fixed annual Oobaree or qmt 
rent, viz Chandeea, Kunroodehee, Koanreea, Chang, Nigawanee, 
Pata, Syrye, Jytepoor and Smgwara Of the Mehals enumerated 
m your dispatch to Mr Adam of the 1st June 1814, Anukpoor is 
mcluded m Sohagpur proper and Achalpoor m Pata I have 
excluded Ramgarh from the above enumeration as the revenue 
from It IS now paid along with that of the other Mehals held by 
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the same Zamindar and immediately dependant on the distnet of 
Garrah*

There are alio isfew Jaeir and Khyrat lands in Sohagpur 
proper which are not mduded m the above staicmeni. 


The Oobaree however from Chandeta and Kunroodehee is 
stated m the accounts as Lor rulbet, or only to be exacted by force. 
In pomt of fact no payment was ever realized from the Zammdars 
of those mehals except on the first occasion of their mvasion by 
the Nagpur troops and they cannot 1 conceive m any respect Nt 
consider^ as having been annexed to the domimons of the Nag 
pur state. 

The Oobaree realized from Singwara has also lately amounted 
to only 400 Rupees m consequence I beheve of that Zammdary 
bemg m a great measure dcpopulated. 

The actual revenue was therefore only Rupees 15 383 
annum to Raiah Govindjcct ihc son of the former Zammdar of 

And this was chargeable with a pension of Rs. 3,000 per 
Sohagpur proper 

The rcicnuc moreover is not all filely to be mcrcascd. for the 
whole tract forms I believe, one of the wildest and least improve 
able portions of India. 

With reference to the insigmfiaint revenue derivable from 
Soha^ur proper and its immense distance from any station at 
which an European officer is liLcIy to reside it will be advisable 
I conceive to restore it to Raja Govmd Ject stipulating for the 
pajTncnt of in Oobaree from him, as from the other Zamindais 
calculated so as to lca\c him something more thari bii pension of 
Rs 3 wa per annum

the Bntish Government , I believe, merely nominal, and 

they in point of fact, 1 understand, cntiiely in- 

dependent The immediate auihoiity over the Z.immdai of Chan- 
deea, if It could be asset ted on ihc giound of his connection with 
the Nagpur Government, oi oht.amcd by any arrangement vvitli the 
Raja oi Rewa, would, I am disposed to think, be a moie desirable 
acquisition than any of those which we have derived fiom the ces- 
sion of Solapur and its dependencies Chandeea, you aie aware, 
immediately adjoins the district of Gan.ah, and the depopulation 
which has taken place in the bordciing pergunnah of Koombhec 
is principally, I believe, to be attributed to depicdations from that 
quarter One instance has occiiired since the establishment of the 
authority at Jubbuljiur in which a few cattle were earned off, and 
tliough the Zammdar showed sufficient readiness to afford redress 
It appeared that he had no effectual control over the plunderers who 
were some members of his own family I have told him, of course, 
that he must in evKiy case be held lesponsible, and I beg to 
suggest that at all ev^ent I may be authorized to enfoice my deci- 
siv^e measures, if necessar}^ by icstitution of jilundeied property 
without any reference to the Rajah of Rewa 

If the Pergunnah of Sohagpui should be given up to Raja 
Govmd Jeet, it may still perhaps be a question whether the fort 
should be sui rendered to him in its present state^ as if it might 
possibly become a source of annoyance from the inability to defend 
It, though of his own peaceable disposition I enteitam no 

doubt. 
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On demanding the surrender of the fort and district, as it was 
]U3t the period of Appa Saheb s escape and there seemed 

reason to apprehend that t^t event might occasion considerable 
disturbance in Chatees^h. I thought it prudent not to discharge 
immediately any part of the Gamson When that ground of appre 
hension hai m great measure ceased I discharged the greatest pm, 
and I have now reduced the number to 59 foot Scbundies and 
17 Soivars. The expence of these is still very burthensome but 
I rbink It necessary to retain them oil the question regardmg the 
district be detennmed and the disposition of the neighbouring 
Zammdars be proved. There arc some Gonds immediately to the 
southward of Sohagpur who have been long habituated to plunder 
mg and I was mn hied lately by means of the gamson to recover 
some cattle that had been earned off from the Tnahoors of Kumur 
dch and Mundnah I am m hopes however that the Zanundan 
may be brought to effca of themselves the suppression of these 
habits, 

Havmg ascertamed that Rajah Govmdject had not received any 
part of his pension for the past year in consequence of the state of 
affairs having put a atop to the usual remittance from Chattisgarh, 
from which the charges of Sohagpur were defrayed 

bchevmg h im to be m considerable an consequence, I took 

upon myself to pay him 1,000 Rupees, pending the deasion of the 
Government regardmg the oononnanon of nis paiaion or the 
restoration of the Zamindaree. 

I must agam apologize for the delay which has occurred m 
makin g this reference and I can only plead that the occupaaon of 
my temper m duucs which pressed me more urgently contt 
nually prevented my takin g the subject into consideration.

I lament to say that notwithstanding the precautions I have taken 
to afford protection to the villages m this distnct against the meur 
Hons of the Gonds thev have proved to be insuffiacnt to guard them 
against the attacks of these marauders Neither do I sec Siy method 
of cffectuaUy putting a stop to this evil unless by of a large 

establishment of Sibundics to be distnbutcd through the different 
villages bordermg on the jungle. ® 
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It would, I conceive, considerably tend towards promoting the 
zeal and effiaency of sucli an establishment, if they were punctually 
paid, and placed under the command of an European officer, whose 
duty It would be to visit them frequently and by his to 

stimulate them to act with the duties expected from them 

At this moment I consider tliat would require the 

whole of present foice to be dispersed the difEerem 

villages, to afford the necessary secuiity against the ravages 

of the Gonds

I have the honour to acquaint you, for Colonel Scott’s informa- 
tion of the Detachment having quitted Cumbarah on tlie night of 
the nth instant -with the hope of surprising the enemy who were 
at this place We marched at eight p m and after proceedmg about 
six Coss, succeeded m coming midiscovered upon an advanced post 
of the enemy, which we had previously understood they had posted 
on the road, there was, however, only one man m it, at the time, 
who was secured by avoiding a village where we learnt there was 
. another party posted We came in sight of the fires of the enemy 
about 4 o’clock, they had, however taken too much precaution, to 
prevent our getting on them without being discovered, for, an alarm 
was given bSore we had sufficiently closed upon them, to give our 
fire with effect, and owmg to 'the proximity of a range of hills, and 
the jungles under which the village is situated, only three mounted 
men were found, many others, however, must have received shots 
m gomg off Their having been so much disconcerted in this 
mstance, they had assumed upon the strength of their numbers, 
and their addition of fifty only Horse which had lately jomed them 
from Chatteeesgarh. 

It "Will, I imagine, be necessary to remam m this provmce for 
some days, and our further operations will depend upon the infor- 
mation that may be obtamed of the direction taken by the enemy

I have the honour to report that the village of Danwa (about 
4 coss distant) was yesterday mornmg at daybreak attacked and 
partially burnt by a party of Gonds, 300 strong, three small villages 
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immediately under it were also burnt to tbe ground and the wbole 
of the cattle driven off The moment I ivns informed of the circum 
stance, about 9 o clocX (a ul ) 1 marched with a Havildar and 20 Rank 
and File of Infantry and a Havildar 8 party of Cavalry to the spot 
but foimd that the Gonda had dccamj^ however in the hopes of 
bemg able to recover the cattle I moved on m ilie direction the) 
took, but after marchmg about 9 miles m a very hilly country and 
jungle inhabited by Gonds and it being very late m the dav 
I deemed it advisable to return and reached Danawa just at dusK 
however one of the party who ivas m a state of mtoncation and 
had gone to sleep a shon distance from the road near the village of 
Sunuddy was secured and is now in confinement here, I shall feel 
obhged to your info r min g me, how the prisoner is to be disposed of, 
he was taken in arms besides havmg some suite about him, I hope 
in the course of a day or two to be able to gam some mtcUigcnce 
from him regarding the Gonds that inhabit the country to the 
North of Do^wa. Some part of it I passed through appears to be 
well cultivated, but not a soul or a bead of cattle m any of the vil 
lages the whole havmg taken to the jungle.

I have the honour to adtnowlcdge the receipt of your letter of 
this date, and to inform you that 1 dispatched the Officer Com 
mandmg at Multai at 12 o clock this day the particulars of the 
affairs at Dooawa and I have not the least hcaitanon in saying that 
had the Jemadar Commandmg a party there, or the headman of the 
village sent me timely mtclbgcncc that I could have overtaken the 
Gonds and recovered then cattle, mdependent of what other 
damage 1 might have done them instead of which I know nothing 
of the affair till 9 o dock (aan ) and that even was not through 
Cither of the above people, but through the Pattail of the village 
about 1 Coss on this side of Donawtu 

I left this the moment I received the information, and did not 
return till 9 (pan,) and I can safely say that not one of the troopers 
dismounted his horse for more than a minute nor did I hall any 
where m the road so that nodung was wantmg on par t, to over 
t^e the Banditu however even late as I was, 1 think that I 
should have stood a better chance, had the Jemadar at 
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Donawa taken me the exact road, they went instead of which he 
took me 2 Coss round, what could have been his motives I am at a 
loss to imagine 

As to gaming mformation regaidmg these Gonds, is one of the 
most difficult things imaginable, for those people who can give it 
will not do It, through fear and strangeis to the Gonds are presented 
from seeking it through the same cause as they are sure of 

being some way or other The Prisoner I have 

Goud I am m a great hopes, will point out their retreat 
although he at present says he knows nothing about them.

off all the cattle and taken post within 3 or 4 Coss of Donowa 

I beg leave to bring to your notice the conduct of the Aumildar, 
Meer Wuzeer Ah, as reported by Captain Agnew and to state that 
as there is a good Ghurry at Donowa and should be 30 Sebundies, 
the Aumildar possessed the means of defendmg the village from 
any insult from the Gonds and that all accounts state he behaved 
ill on the occasion

I have the honour to acquaint you for the mformation of the 
Commanding Officer of the Nagpur Subsidiary Force, that agreeable 
to the instructions I received, I proceeded on the evenmg of the 20th 
instant towards Donawa, whidi I reached early on me followmg 
mommg On my arrival at Donawa, I leamt from Meer Wazir Ah, 
the Aumildar, that a large body of Gonds had been there two days 
before had plundered and burnt several houses outside the Fort, 
D-22 
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tamed off several thousand heads of cattle from thence and the sur 
roundmg villages and had retreated m a Northeasterly direction 
towards Bomlca, to the Xanhan nver As the Baggage 

and ammunition of my Detachment were greatly in the rear on my 
rcachmg Donaiva, I considered it advisable to wait there until their 
amvaL I must here beg leave to bnn^ to notice the conduct of 
Mecr Wazir All who to a naughty and insolent behaviour imphea 
non made to him for assistance m what his village could 
afford Sepoy who entered his fort and made some request 

of him he to answer by a blow m the face. 

The Bagga^ and amraumtion having come up at eight o cloch 
I mardied m the direcnon of Boralea at halt past ten 
o dock about four miles from Bomlca, I sent on there 

two of the 6th Bengal Cavalry disguised, m order if pos- 

sible, to gam mtclhgcncc rcspectmg the enemy They returned 
after havmg proceed^ as far as the Khannan without havmg been 
able to discover or learn anything whatever 

About 5 0 dock p m and when I began to dispair of effecting 
the object on which I was sent some villagers who nad come along 
with us from a place called Pecprec, near to Donawa to try 
and their cattle, came and informed me, some Gonds were 

on a a few miles off I instantly proceeded as pointed out 

by them with the Infantry of my detachment, the country bemg 
too close logged and JungU to adimt of the semco of the Cavalry' 
and amvmg within a short distance of the Hill made the ne c e ssa ry 
arrangements for an attack We ascended m two parties and com 
mg on the enemy whose numbers I could net afterwards asetr 
tain which, 1 thmk, were very mconsidcrable, ive killed 

one The rest fled in every direction. 

As from the nature of the hill it bemg exceedingly and 

strong, and covered with thick jungle besides the m^t very 

dark, we could then do no more, returned to Lunady bum 

mg all the huts on the hill Early the following morning i e. 
(land), I dispatched a party back to the hill with all the to 

the amount of about a hundred to collea all they could They 
returned about ten o clock with a great quantity of cattle, 
one man and two or three women and children whom I thought it 
proper afterwards to release. 

Confidcnng the object of my rmssion now at least so 

far as regarded the recovery of the cattle of no other party 

of Gond* being m that part of the country I marched baca 

to this place.

I have the honour to enclose copies of two letters forwarded 
fiom Lieutenant Hutton, Commanding a detachment by Captain 
Pedlei, reporting his proceedings m two attempts to surprize the 
enemy and I have great pleasure in brmgmg to your notice the 
activity and spirit of enterprize displayed by Lieutenant Hutton on 
these occasions

Sir, 

I have the honour to report to you that I yesterday received 
information of Nagoo Thakur’s being posted at a village newly 
bmlt, about" 10 miles beyond Doosawany situated m a deep dale 
with about 60 followers of whom 25 or 30 were said to be armed 
with matchlocks, and the rest ^^ath swords and spears 

I deterimned to make a night’s march to the place, accordmgly 
I marched from Omrait at 7 p m with 50 men of the 1 1 th and two 
bullock-loads of ammunition, directmg Mirza Azen Beg to meet 
a party of 50 Horse under Shamshulbeg at Puchaira early this mom- 
mg, and thence to proceed and take possession of the Dhowlie 
Ghat that it might be open on my return I reached the Ghat 
about 1 1 and found it very difficult havmg been blocked up two 
months ago by trees felled across the road There were also several 
stockades but no one to defend them, we reached the top of the 
descent leading down to the village occupied by Nagoo Thakur’s 
people without being discovered Although we passed close under 
two chowkees, the descent about two miles long is the steepest and 
most rugged I ever descended we were about two hours m reaching 
the bottom, we arrived there without discovery about daybreak, un- 
fortunately we did not know the situation of Nagoo Thakur’s Chow- 
kee; It being changed every night, until we received a couple of shots 
from It, and the people ran off our men firmg a few shots after 
them, we found ten or eleven matchlocks and many swords and 
spears at the Chowkee, nothmg but women and children remaining 
m the village I left a guard there and proceeded to another vil- 
lage from which the inhabitants had fled, leaving about 300 head 
of cattle and gram of all sorts m abundance, I caused this village to 
be burnt along with all the gram, which was there and we drove-off 
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the cattle to the first village dcstxoymg on our route. We 

found Nagoo Thakurs stud consisting of two large marcs and 5 
Tattoos in a most wretched condmon and about 150 head of cattle, 
the gram m this village was lying m every great quantities, the 
whole was destroyed by fire. I hdicvc we destroyed upwards of 
150 Bullock loads m the three villages durmg my absence several 
BhotB have been fired at the Guard m the village, but without effect 
1 attempted to brmg off the whole of the cattle, but very much fear 
cd I should not succeed, as I saw a gi^t many people posted m the 
bill; between which our road lay ^me of them with matchlocks 
m their hands I conceive there were about on our nght and 

30 on our left and about oo matchlockmcn 

I sent a guard of a Naik and 10 in front of the cattle and the 
rest of the Detachment on the flanks and sides we had not advanced 
14 a mile when the advanced party received a very smart fire from 
the on both flanlc* which was returned with a great spirit 

immediately the whole Detachment was attacked 
on showers of stones were poured down from the pcipcndi 

cular on the right. I stationed a party on an eminence 

dear of which very soon reduced the firmg to an occasional 

shot the enemy posted on the left were speedily put to flight 
the bdls bang accessiole, but from the heavy finne on both odes 
the cattle havmg no one to look after them ran off like their 

village, we only succeeded m bimgmg off the on dcscendmg 

to the villages I had placed a Naik and 10 Sepoys with the ammu 
mtion, which could not be brought on Bullocks at the top 

of the Ghats this party was attacked by a party of Gonda durmg 
our absence and dispersed them kiUmg two The detachment 
advanced and soon obliged the party m the middle of the Ghat 
to .from whence they contmued to annoy us by a constant 

but weak and useless fire about ta or 14 of the enemy were slam 
besides those who were not seen to fall. A party of about 30 Gonds 
divided m small ones of 4 5 and 5 keepmg at a distance of of a 
mile contmued firing upon us the whole way to the top of the Dhou- 
be Ghat, a distance or 7 Koss ivithout our bemg able to come at 
them. Two were seen who had ventured a bttic nearer 

than the rest, not an acadent occurred amongst my men and I am 
iorry to think so feif of the enemy fell This was prmapally owmg 
to their firing from bchmd rocks and trees. 

The men of my party displayed the greatest fortitude and 
pcrscv'tnmcc throughout a harassmg march of 50 miles and up- 
\rarda, without having half an hour s rest the whole time or any 
thing to cat, bong twenty-one hours. The Dhoubc Ghat would have 
^ blodtcd up immediately if I had not ordered the party of 
Horse to take possession for we saw 8 or 10 men r unn ing across the 
country m that direction at a very great speed m which ease from 
the nature of the Ghat we should have lost many men m forcing 
a passage. The Puckally s Bullock was shot through the thigh thS 
was the only shot that took effect from the enrray s fire. Nsgo 
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Thakur’s post is about ii or 12 miles from Pachmarhi, the Mahadeo 
mountain and the perpendicular chain of hills about it are plainly 
visible flora tlie top of tlie Ghat 

As the Gonds may attempt to plunder and destroy the villages 
in the valley in revenge for the burning of their own, I shall send 
a party of 50 matchlock men fiom Omrait to piotect them until I 
hear further from you

Sir, 


I have the honour to report to you that having received mfor- 
mation that the villages of Oomraira and Belloivur situated 6 miles 
beyond the Joonoordeo Ghat were used as depots for the reception 
of stolen cattle and grain, brought up from the low country and 
that although the headmen had about a month ago come to Oom- 
lait professing themselves, subjects to Government, they were mti- 
mately connected with the Pachmarhi people, so much so„ that all 
parties going and returnmg on plundering excursions were accus- 
tomed to halt there and dispose of their plunder to the inhabitants 
and the latter were protected by a part of armed Gonds In con- 
sequence I marched last night from Oomrait about 9, mtendmg to 
surprise the Gond Post, with 50 men of the iith and 50 Hoise, but 
owing to the badness of the road did not reach the top of the Ghat 
before 7 this mommg and on bemg discovered by the Gonds they 
fled mto the jungle leavmg a good many spears m the Chowkee and 
also a knapsack of the Bengal 19th The place was set on fixe and 
burnt to the ground In the village of Oomraid a Knapsack of the 
Bengal 22nd being found also a sepoy’s clock, which the people 
could not account for I caused their cattle to be surrounded, and 
brought them away with me amounting to Bullocks, 9 Cows 
and Bufl^aloes mtendmg to keep them until I should hear from you 
regarding then disposal as also of three or four of the inhabitants, 
whom I brought prisoners, about a day Cattle were also brought 
from Bellounr, the others haimg been driven off to the jungles, I 
could not secure them, and the Headman escaped from an escort 
of Horse when going agreeably to promise, to dehver up the cattle 
until such times as he should prove himself to be a loyal subject. 
The villages of Oomrai belongs to the Gond Chief Ragojee and 
Bellowur to Newalshah. 
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I «V>al1 take care of all the cattle until I hear from you rcspcctmg 
thertL

Juggoo Bapoo surrendering themselves- Juggoo Bapoo is a son of 
Inara Shah, the Zamindar of Murumgaon and his rather is one of 
those now m confinement with Lieutenant Crawford. 

To enable Lieutenant Dore to settle with Futty Shah at Jarrah, 
I purpose sendmg a company of the 16th Light Infantry to that 
quarter which with the dispowblc force he could ncjvr from the fort 
of Wyragarh, I am m hop« will be suffiaent- 

The day before yesterday I received a communication from Lieu 
tenant Cratrtord mcnuoning that he was extremely unwell and that 
he should be obliged to return immediately to Chanda for the 
benefit of medical advice. He expressed to me at the same time a 
most earnest wish that an European offirer should m consequence 
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be sent to conduct the operations of the different parties that there 
are in the Chanda distiict, as Captain Sedhe the only officer in the 
Bcrar Battalion was under the necessity of remaining with the 
Head Quarters in Chanda The person who brought Mr Craw- 
ford’s letter informed me of and Boojimram havmg 

collected a considerable body in that quarter and had already 
plundered several villages I have in consequence demeed it but ro 
order a Detachment of 150 Rank and file of the i6th Light Infantry 
^under European officer to the Chanda district, which with the 
troops already there should be very ample to subdue there 
and effectually restore that part of the country to tranquillity 

Exclusive of the recruits, sick and of the two Corps 

I should then have upwards of 300 Rank and file, to go after Balia 
Mokasia, who is said to be still somewhere S W of this m the 
Brahmpuri pergunnah I purpose dividing into two parties and to 
proceed towards Booramah and the other m a Westerly direction to 
Nagbhir and afterwards furtlier separate and as from ar- 

cumstances may appear best These arrangements will I trust 
meet witli the approbation of Lieutenant Colonel Scott They 
appear to me to be the most salutary, towards effecting the desired* 
object, expressed in your letter of the 19th instant, viz to tranqui- 
lise the country before the commencement of the approachmg 
monsoon 

The detachment of the 16th Light Infantry who are destmed for 
the Chanda District arrived here tms morning and Lt Mackintosh 
with the remainder of his Detachment will arrive tomorrow On 
my quirting this I intend leaving the whole of the sick and Drills 
of the Corps behind under Lieut Stewart of the 2nd Bn, ist 
Regiment,

On your explanation of tlie nature of the fortress of Asirgarh 
and with your opinion that it may be mamtamed by a small garri- 
son of irregulars, I entirely concur with you that it should not be 
dismantled The present garrison consists of a Killadar, and 70 se- 
poys which numbei may be increased should it be deemed neces- 
sary Hoshangabad and Sohagpur must of course be retamed and 
should be kept in good repair 

The reasons for dismantling Seuleegarh and Chouragarh are 
mianswerable and as it appears that no advantage to compensate 
for the expense is to be expected from the retention of a garrison 
m service I beg to suggest that immediate measures should be taken 
to dismantle those three fortresses I take this opportunity of 
acknowledgmg the receipt of your letters, dated as per maigm 
with their respective enclosures

Notwithstandmg the positive assertion of the prisoner who was 
taken on a former occasion by Captain Ogilvie it appears that 
Balia Mokasscc himself was not in that direction but had proceeded 
with another party across the Wamganga towards the Amborah 
IBUs where he plundered two or three vfllagts He was driven 
from thence by the Sebundics etaaoned in mat Quarter when he 
entered the Pallandur and Sanghuny pergunnah mis soon cotnmg 
to the knowledge of Lieutenant Wi^nson the Assistant Collector 
of Deogarh he immediately ordered Lieutenant Thinther to that 
quarter A letter recaved yesterday from Lieutenant Thmther 
mcntioas hts arrival at Sanghurry on the lath instant where he 
learnt that Balia Mokassec has quitted that gu^er and was said 
to have taken up the directtoo. of Pownu The object in taking 
that route, being probably with the view of seeking refuge in the 
Donghur hiBs I deemed it expedient to detach Lieutc 

nant Palmer of the i6th Light Infantry there this morning An 
other party from Wyragarh is now moving up the left hank of the 
Wamganga, under Licutoiant Hanes of me ist Regiment towards 
Amb^h and I am in hopes this insurgent will not be able to 
dude much longer the different parties that arc after him. I re 
turned myself to Bcrhamporcc yesterday as bemg more cenmcally

escape that way On entermg the jungle and approachmg near 
the spot where the parties m question weie, they abused and fired 
which we returned immediately and endeavoured to advance upon 
them , but this, I am sorry to state could not effect, m consequence 
of the jungle in which they had taken up their abode bemg too 
thick and surrounded by hiUs which were covered with wood 
However I am happy to add that we completely succeeded m beatmg 
them out of their forest, as well as wounded several and

arms feU m our possession 

I conclude with acquamtmg you that I am at present at Nursee, 
where I ai rived at 8 unlock this morning

Sir, 

Colonel Scott C B having done me the honour to desire my 
opinion on the state of this pan of the country and the efficiency of 
the measures proposed to be adopted for the protection and defence 
during the nuns I trust I shall be excused in communicating it 
rather fully 

On the western side of the Wyne Ganga the Mohassa of 
Sackapoorc is the only Zemindar now in arms against our Govern 
ment but his influence is so great throughout the whole extent 
Ghurboarcc to Amhorah that he has hitherto beep^ enabled to elude 
eveiy attempt that has been made against hinn Until very lately 
his followers have been contented with ihc plunder of money gram, 
cattle and arrack but we have smcc had instance of their burning 
villages and torturing the inhabitants 

Subsequent to the arrival of the T L. L I laid out several 
Detachments to overlook his most favourite haunts and on some 
occasions parties of plunderers supposed to be connected with him 
were come up with, but from me impenetrabihcy of the jungle 
with but hole loss to them these skirmishes had however the effect 
of fnghtetung Balia from this pan of the counny and for a conti 
derablc omc we lose all traces of him although a vague and 
contradictory report of his havmg gone towards the Ambagarh 
hill was on arculaooa I however wrote to the Officer Command 
mg the Kamtha and I^anjec to be on the look out. 

I had marched to Ghurboory among the jungles m the vioiu 
ty of which place I had good rca^n to JBalla was 

lurking Captam Ogihve having lurpnzcd and 

Lieutenant Stewart come up with a second party of plunderers 
both said to belong to Balia. 

At this time Lieutenant Mackintosh was at Nagfahir and 
Lieutenant Palmer at Brahmapun and as Lieutenant Stewart from 
Nccrce had folio-wed the plimdcrtrs to Kiramghy I moved up to 
Chimmoore, ordermg Lieutenant Mckintosh to Ghurborcc as 
lucutenant Stewart could gam no further mtelhgcncc of the 
^underers and the report of Balia bemg North -was sent to me 
from Poirnec I returned towards Brahmpun and ordered Lieuten- 
ant Stewart back to Nccrce, 

On the march I received a letter from Lieutenant Thmther 
laying that Balia was positively m the Bhecmsmg jungles and that 
he had m consequence marched to Sanghurty I immediately 
ordered Lieutenant Hams from 'Wyraghur to march up the 
Eaitem bank of the nver with 6o men of the T L. L to co-operate 
with Lieutenant Thinlbcr 
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On my anival here I sent Lieutenant Palmer to Junapoore to 
intercept Balia’s ictieat towards either tlie Amborah or Donga 
Moonda jungles remaining here mysell: ready to act as circum- 
stances might require 

On the i5ih I lecencd a letter from Lieutenant Thmther 
icportmg Ins maich to Manglec and yesterday evening received 
his letter from Jamboory and am now anxiously waiting a further 
communication fiom him 

Lieutenant Mckmtosh arrived here this morning from 
Ghurboory and I expect Lieutenant Stewart from Neeree 
tomorrow I shall thcrctorc immediately relieve the Detachment 
end B , ist Regiment N I at Powni and stiengthen Lieutenant 
Palmers party to loo men m pin suit of Balia I say this under the 
impiession that m consequence of the withdramng tire Detach- 
ment of the end Battalion, ist Regt fiom Kamtha and Lanjee 
liieutenant Thmther will return there 

Li the part of the country where Balia now is, is another 
proclaimed rebel m aims against us, Deena Lodhi Jamadai of 
the Zemmdai of Rohanwarec Upon his inBaence and that of a 
son of India Shah who is with Balia I should suppose Balia must 
pimcipally depend while there, as I understand the Zammdar of 
Rohannarree has tendered his submission to Captain Gordon 
The accompanying lough plan will show you the situation of the 
places I hare referred to and also those of the Wayragarh District 

The Zammdars of Palabassur and Janna Popry are I believe 
the pimcipal people from whom any disturbances may be appre- 
hended ill that part of the country , the former has repeatedly 
pronnsed to come m but as after broken his word though he 
icmains quiet and I do not hear of any act of hostihty lately 
committed by the latter, which I attribute to the check of the 
viamty of oui troops imposes upon them 

In my last letter I mentioned the importance Capt Crawford 
attached to the Gurwarda Detachment, probably from the httle 
dependance to be placed on the assurance of these Zemmdars or 
on the dependants of those whom he has m confinement with him 
and the son of Indra Shah being with Balia might easily obtain 
for him assistance from the Murumgaon pergunnah 

The Paralkot man has hitherto declared m our favour but 
the proximity of his country affords immediate shelter for Futty 
Shah who is known to be ready to avail himself of it on the slightest 
alarm and it would be advisable to pomt for our mihtary to pass 
his frontier without special authority from the Supermtendent 

More to the Southward Captam Crawford has lately been 
forced to attack a party near Sheiry and expected to be necessitated 
to move agamst a large body collected at another Fort Rhoondoq, 
Bappoo IS now the head of the insurgents there. 
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Bhima ^vho ■was the man of the greatest consequence and 
influence m that part of the country has lately died and Goojtmd 
now his successor adopted a hnc of conduct 

tending to mim icnl. at this period I detached 

Lieutenant Baddcly s party which I bchevc 

had the effect to bring him and has promised to induce Khandoo 
also to tender his submission but I have not yet heard inth what 
success 

Under all the considerations I mention it as my senous 
upiniom 

I St That an officer and loo men be stationed at or between 
Amborah and Sanghurry to watch over Dhccna Lodhi to prevent 
Balia and his formmg any serious party 

an<L That a Nanve Officer and 50 men be kept at Pownce 
to keep up the commumcation and if necessary to send a small 
party towards Dongcr Monda. 

3rcL That an officer and 100 men be kept at Berhampun to 
prevent Balia returning to his own country and keep an eye over 
the Nagbbir Rajah. 

4th- That an European N Officer be stationed at Wahrora 
to watch the Pcerzah Ghur and Gburboorve jungle and keep the 
communicaaon towards GarhchiroU and the ^uthward open. 

5th. That a Nanve Officer and 50 men be kept at Gmvardee 
for the protccnon of that part of the country 

6th. That an European Officer and 100 men be stationed af 
Wyragarh to prevent any oombinaaon among the Zammdars 
wherobouti. 

In the forts Powni, Brahmpun and Wyraghur there are 
IkUtchcmes and other buildings winch with tnflmg repairs might 
be rendered suffiaent to cover the numbers proposed- 

At Amborah or Sanghurry at 'Wahronec and Gmvardee tern 
porary Barracks might be easily erected. 

This distribution would m my mind inspire the natives with 
confidence, convince them of the dctcnmnation of the British 
authorities to put a stop to the system of marauding, ensure the 
quiet ot the next y^r s cultivation and perhaps what js more 
would prevent the rebels from having any settled home in the 
country and thereby disperse their acmerenta who would never 
remain exposed in the jungles to the Monsoon and the link once 
broken between the Leader and his gang, bts consequence and 
influence will dec l i n e and the happiest results may be expected 
rom it. 

1 hope Colonel Scott O, B will pardon my having dwelt so 
luch upon the subject in giving my opinion although it is but 
ight to state the grounds on which I found it*

I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter 
of the 15th ultimo and to acquaint you that I shall be able without 
any additional funds to meet the w'holc of the demands on my 
treasur)^ up to the ist of August 

I take this opportunity to solicit instructions on a point of 
some importance namely the disposal of the Sohagpur Rupees 
collected in the ticasur)’^ at Narsingpur 

I stated m a former letter that the revenue m the Central and 
Western Pcigunnahs of the Duckunteer w'as assessed and collect- 
ed in the Sohagpur currency 

I observed at the same time that I thought it would be neces- 
sary notwithstanding the suppression of the mmt to continue to 
receive the Sohagpur Rupees in those Pergimnahs durmg the 
present year, but no longer 

I therefore directed IVIr to conclude 

the settlements in the pergunnahs in Nagpur 

Rupees however to receive the S^ohagpur Rupees m 

payment as the Batta before my arrival had 

-been established for the issue of_that currency, viz 1 per cent.

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Not knowing the, intrinsic value of the two 

cuTTcnacs I could not fix any other rare notwithstanding the 
dificrcncc between that assumed and the Batta in the market. 

This arrangement however will not occasion any material loss 
to Government, even if the Shohagpur Rupee should not be issued 
at the same rate, because the assessment must have been lower if 
payment had bem demanded m Nagpur Rupees exclusively or if 
a mghcr Batta had been fixed on S<^gpur rupees. 

The question now is what shall be done with the Sohagpu'’ 
Rupees If they be issued at the Batta at which they have been 
Issued heretofore it wall certainly be a considerable hardship to 
the Troops at Gununvara where the Batta is now as high as six 
per cenL 

On the other hand the loss to Government from the recoinage 
of the Sohagpur rupees would not I imagme be greater than that 
from issumg them at the market rates of Battau The result of 
some assays of the Sohagpur Rupees and of the Nagpur Rupees of 
recent comage leads to a conclusion that h would be conmdfrably 
less I have no confidence however in these tnali and I some 
mne ago transmitted to the Mint Committee and to the Superin 
tendent of Resources, specimens of each currency the assay of 
which at the Calcutta and Farukkabad mints may afiord a satis- 
factory conclusion 

At all events I presume it is desirable to withdraw the Sohag 
pur Rupees from circulation and therefore I shall not without 
orders urauc those which arc now collected in the treasury 1 
calculate that the amount m the treasury will be about two Lnes 
and that the total coinage at the Sohagpur mmt from its Esta 
blishmcnt to its suppression did not amoun to more than between 
ten and twelve lacs

5 The district of Multai w'ould m my opinion be the best 
calculated to settle the Gonds m, both on account of its situation, 
the soil being poor and the villages m general small To enable 
them to cultuate, it w'lll be how'cvcr ncccssaiy to make considera- 
ble advances for the purpose of proem mg cattle, buying giain for 
food and seed None of their Jagir villages yielded more than 
Rs 400 per annum 

6 With respect to the plan proposed by Mr Molony it 
certainly w'ould be the more acceptable to the Gonds, their vil- 
lages being all in the jungle and I aj^prehend it wall be with re- 
luctance they can be brought to quit them, but in my opinion it 
IS worthy of trial as the proposed aid of bringing them to settled 
habits and husbandry cannot be effected otherwase 

7 This proposal has been hinted to Gubbah who is one of 
the principal chiefs and he seems inclined to accede I therefore 
hope that the others will also follow his example

4 The Rajah of Khariar offered to make oath to the great 
inaccuracy of the statement of his balance and delivered m an 
account fiom which it appeared that Nagpur Rupees 6,000 of 20 
Dokanees weie due from him up to the end of 1,227 to the state of 
Nagpur, with reference theiefore to the harsh treatment he had 
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cxpcncnccd from the local aulhonties of Chhatiagarh to 
ihe jtate of his Zamindary and the other grounds 

btaicd m my letter to Mr Metcalfe I deemed it expedient to accept 
hifi statement condmonaJly and received from mm Sambalpur 
Rupees 5000 equal to Rs. of ao Dokanecs 3,000 Total Rupees of 
00 Dokanees 4717-4 on accoimt of the arrears of these two persons 
to the credit of state of Nagpur 

5 With regard to the item of Nagpur Rs. 321 ii stated to be 

due from Sersawa etc I do not imagine that any part of it wiH 
be realizable, the officers of Chhamsgarh formerly employed in 
these Talookfl came with their accounts and vouchers to collect the 
arrears claimed up to the end of 1007 and had assisted 

from the persons now m charge on the pan of the British Govern 
ment all equitable demands were I am confident satisfied but these

Noble the Governor-General m Coimab as contained in a letter

the permanent cantonment of the troop* composing the Nagpur 
Subsidiary Force I now do myself the honour to accjuaint the 
MiUtary Board for the information of His Lordship in Council, 
that, havmg carefully eTammed the site of the Madras Cantonment 
m the viamry of Nagpur and the Siiabuldi Hills it appears to 
me that the best possible line which can be obtained embracing 
h good military position with the health and comfort of the troops, 
IS that exhibited in the plan No i transmitted herewith. Tnc 
magnitude however of our Corps will not I am afraid admit of the 
whole of the force being brought mto these two lines and the 
Cavalry and Horse Arolicry wSl probably be obbgcd to canton on 
the banLs of the Kanhan unless they occupy the uncs of those of 
the same arm of the Madras establishment which havmg proved 
very unhealthy to those corps last year I should be cautious of 
tbrowmg them into the chance of meeting the same inconvemence. 

It havmg some tune ago occurred to me, that considerable 
adianrage might be denved from removing the cantonment to a 
more convenient distance from the ary I have accordmgly m com 
municauon with Mr Jenkms the Bntish Resident at Nagpur

Nos 6 and 7 Paim Sha and Chander Sha — ^Paim Sha has been 
sentenced to death and Chander Sha to confinement in 
uons for tluee years 

The sentence on Paim Sha cannot be confirmed as the proof 

of a murder havmg been committed is not complete The fact of 
the robbery havm^ been perpetrated by the pnsoner is considered 
established, you will therefore keep Paim Sha m confinement in 
irons and at hard labour for the space of 5 years And the sentence 
you have passed on Chander Sha is confirmed On the proceedmgs 
m this trii it is to be remaiked that the finding of the bodies, if they 
were found, has been neglected to he proven That neither Chukoo 
Bai nor any one of the persons who must have been engaged with 
him in tracmg out the supposed perpetrators of the murder were 
examined, and that the deposition of Nunund Ram the principal 
witness (and whose testimony the other wimess merely corroborate 
IS given m so loose and general a way as to render it impossible to 
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form a judgement of the degree of credit to which it is entitled or 
to distinguish what facta he beara cndcncc to from his own 
knowledge from those he asserts from hearing 

No 10 Ramchandra Chowdhan sentenced to death. 

No 1 1 Saoo Gond sentenced to death. 

No 13 Hurrcca Gond sentenced to death. 

No 33 Kiarec Gond sentenced to death but punishment 
remitted 

The sentence* are confirmed but that of Ramebahd Chowdhari 
commuted to five years impnsonmcnt. Those passed on Saoo and 
Ktir r e ea arc m hie manner commuted to 5 years and at hard labour 
and the pardon granted to Kisrec Gond ainfirmed 

On the proceedings on this trial your attention is tailed to the 
foUowmg observations — 

There is a total omission of a record of the proceedings which 
led to the apprehension of the pnsoners as the murderers of Asa 
Ram. Suspiaon must have fallen 00 them m consequence of some 
facts but It doe* not appear m evidence what these jfecti wcrc- 
Evidcnce ought to have t>ccn gone into to show under what arann- 
stance* the pnsoners were appreheoded and made tbnr first con- 
fcsaicms and the confessions themselves ought to have been record 
cd certified by the evidence of the person by whom they were 
taken. 

The proof aramst Ram Chand Cbowdhn rests solelv on the 
evidence of die toxir men who pcrpctratwl the enme ana who urge 
his order* m justification of themselves, it was therefore most dcsir 
able to brmg forward m evidence every corroboratmg circumstance. 

Paiku state* that his brother was sent for by Rnmehandra 
Cbowdry but his testimony is ahogcdiCT (except m regard to the 
finding of the body) too vague to prove the fact, and Hlndee 
Ahirgecr who is said to have brought the message together with 
two Rupees ilocs not appear to have been exaimncd nor any other 
ptr*on whose testimony would have established the fact- Paiku 
sates that when his brother was at Chichgaon Ramchand Chow 
dhari sent for him Tins arcumstance Paiku could not know from 
hu own observation he not being then at Cbichgaon and no other 
means to establish it, seems to have been resorted to 

It Is stated that Joogna the Partner of the deceased accom- 
panied him from Chichgaon to B^yc and that he was sent on In 
advance towards Chhmmvara by Ramchand Chowdhan. This was 
0 point of considerable importance to establish but Joogna was not 
exammed nor is any other evidence brought forward to corroborate 
what Paiku says on the subject rc^rdlng which he had no personal 
knowledge. 

Kcsni stares that Boodec Kotwal enmed the information of the 
completion of the murder 19 Ramcliand Qiowdhan. With refer 
cncc to the guilt of both Ramchand and the preparators of the 
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aime it was of importance that this man should have been 
examined 

Naram Kulal of Jutlapore to whose house the murderers went 
immediately after tlie commission of the crime ought to have been 
examined, as well as any other inhabitants of the place with whom 
they had then communication 

Paiku gives diiect evidence respectmg the finding of his 
brother’s body but it ought to have been confirmed by the testimony 
of one, or more of the three men who accompamed him and the 
marks of violence on the body when first seen ought to have been 
distmctly shoivn and proved by tlieir evidence 

No 13 Bhadoo Gond — ^Acquitted of murder 
No 14 Chaity Gond — Acqmtted of murder 
No 23 Bhadoo Koomra — Sentenced to death 

The acquittal of Bhadoo Gond and' Chaity Gond is approved, 
but the sentence of death passed on Bhadoo Koomra cannot be 
confirmed, his pumshment must have to be commuted to imprison- 
ment m irons at hard labour for five years There seems to be but 
httle reason to doubt that Bhadoo Koomra was a party concerned 
m the murder of Yar Mohammed, if he was murdered, but as there 
is no satisfactory proof on the fact of your proceedmgs of the man 
being dead sentence of death cannot be mflicted on Bhadoo Koomra 

The same omission regarding a record of the proceedmgs 
which led to the apprehension of the prisoners as noted m the re- 
marks on the trial of Ramchand Chowdhary, etc , has taken place 
m your proceedmgs m this tnal 

No deasion can be given on the sentences passed by you on the 
either cases referred to m your letter, until your proceedmgs m the 
different tnals shall be received you will therefore be pleased to 
forward them at your earhest convenience

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The belief that i* so universally ^vcn to the reality of sorcery 
by all dasaea of the inhabitants of this country renders it unadvis- 
able to promulgate general l e atn coona prohibitmg its exercise. 
The custom however of exordsts pomting out mdividuals as the 
authbrs of the misfortunes under which those arc labouring who 
apply to them for thar aid has a direct tendency to originate crime 
and in many instances has had that effect. It must therefore be 
suppressed You will accordingly be pleased to issue a proclama 
non declaring that any exorewts who in cxcrase of his art, shall 
pretend to pomt out tnc person who has caused the misfortune 
under which another may be suffering will be considered as guilty 
of a crime and amenable to pumshmenL 

A corporal punishment is probably well adopted to this crime, 
and may be inflicted to the amount of fifty stnpcs for the first 
offence and made more severe m cases of contumacy 

In regard to the perrons you have now m confinement as the 
act which they have committw his never hitherto been considered 
as a crime nor subjected to punishment, they may be released with 
a wammg tliat they wiH m future be bable to chastisement on a 
rcpcuuou of the offcnce- 


Lctter No 6 — This is a very important letter mentioiiing the 
steps taken hy the Bndsh to administer justice on a nimonn 
and fair bam. The Sopermtendents of district* are reqnir 
ed by this letter to record and report every month and year 
the criminal and avfl proceedings m the forms supplied to 
them. The specimen fo rmi are also given. Further they 
are reipured to entrust the native agents in distncts called 
Kamaisdars and Fanchayats in villages with certam judicial 
functions The letter tdio prescribes the t^rmi and nature 
of punishment for cranes, which are specified. Period of 
appeals from Fanchayats end Kamaisdars are mentioned. 
It IS laid down that *'no sentence extending to death or to 
imprisonment for a longer period than two years is to be 
considered vahd until confirmed by the Resident”

Extract from the proceedings of the Governor General in Council, 
_on the Territorial Department, undei date the Sth May 1823 

Note by the secretary 

The State of the currency m the different quarters where our 
troops are stationed, out of the British territories, seems urgently 
to call for attention It is the desire of Government to regulate 
the exchange at which the local coins are issued by the mtrmsic 
value But so long as that shall vary tlirough the cupidity, the 
caprice or the ignoiance of the Native Governments, or of the 
managers of their mmts, it seems to be quite impossible to act 
up to the prmciple For even supposing the value of the coins now 
current to be accurately ascertamed, it would be vam to adopt any 
fixed rates, without some security against future fluctuations 

It IS rather fortunate, that most of the Native Rupees are mfe- 
nor m value to the Farrukhabad com Even therefore where the 
troops have not obtained the full mtrmsic value of their establish- 
ed pay, they have gamed m tale, and in so far as many petty dis- 
bursements are concerned, may have been real gamers In the 
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Nerbudda temtory too where from difficulty of carnage, there is 
imforruuatcly a very lustiffiacnt demand for the agricultural pro- 
duce of the coontry the great cheapness of gram has to the Sepoy 
more than made up the difference. Still the state of things is, 
from Its uncertainty most unsatisfactory and there is not of course 
every where a cheapness of commodities to counterb alan ce the defi 
acDcy m the value of the com To the European officers the loss 
15 more senoua and their situation in these distant stations is 
assuredly such as to render it desirable, that their pecuniary means 
should be enlarged, not contractedL 

It IS, moreover clearly unequitable to issue any of the local 
cunrenacs to the Troops at a rate above their real value on any 
speculation as to pnccs To do so is deadcdlv inconsistent with the 
declared mtenaons of Government, and may scnouslv affect its 
crcdiL It IS thence very important, that no means should be omit 
ted to secure the observance of a ]ust and steady system. 

To such a system, it appears to be essential that there should 
be some reform m the currenacs of all the merits over which ^TC 
can exerase any control and if possible the issues from our Trea 
tunes should be confined to the currenacs that can be so reformed 
Nothing can be worse than the present state of things. Even the 
form of the rupees is. in many cases so rude as scarcely to exhibit 
complete impression Nay some exhibit so little of the die, that it 
is very difficult to say what the com really is-

Of all the currenaes the Nagpur exhibits the widest differ 
cncf' in so much that it appears to be quite impossible to attempt 
pvmg a determinate value to the com by stnkmg an arcragc. 
Hence it will be apparent how unsuitable this currency is, as a 
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medium for the payment of the troops, still more for the adjust- 
ment of the Government demand Yet the Nagpur force is, and 
apparently must be paid in the curiency coined at that place and 
m whatever cuiiency that force is paid, m the same it still be convc- 
ment, that the Revenue of the Neibudda territories should be 
collected The one at least should be readily convertible into the 
other and it must be obvious, that if we leave the value of the 
Nagpur Rupee unsettled, any reform m the currency of the Ner- 
budda territory, even, if successful, must be attended with partial 
advantage 


The Nerbudda collections, though made m the Furrukabad 
Rupee, or m any other com of well deterimned value, when remit- 
ted to a country, of which the cuirency is unsettled will share m the 
disorder In the market it will be but one among many sorts, and 
if more valuable intrinsically than the local currency, it will pro- 
bably suffer some depreciation Thus oui Sepoys if paid m the 
Fuirukabad Rupees the full value of their pay, would probably find 
themselves worse off than when paid m the debased currency of the 
country 


The 100 Fuiiukabad Rupees, though contammg 16,500 grains 
of pure metal will not probably go so far as the iioj 4 Nagpur 
Rupees, though the latter contain only about 15,435 grains For 
the Shroffs will always take advantage of the ignorance of the 
troops and tlie common Bania of the Bazar wiU ask a Rupee of 
whatevei value for a rupee’s woith m the common com 


Note — Such at least I should think will generally'! 
be the case, if any fixed local currency has been 
recognized But possibly the disordered state 
of things, or other causes may have mduced the 
necessity of more attention to the intrinsic 
value of tlie different Rupees circulated, than is 
given in Provinces where the coin of the country 
IS taken without cnquirv as the representative 
of a certam value 

Should it appear on enquirj' that Furrukabad - 
Rupees have usually passed at the real value 
relatively to the Nagpur Rupees, the objections 
I have urged to the immediate mtroduction of 
the former currency would lose much of their 
weight 

The great depreciation, which has occurred in tlie 
Nagpur Rupee, apparently since we virtually 
had the Government of the country requires 
special mvestigation and reports 

The rate of 1 0 J at which these rupees have been 
issued was somewhat too favourable, supposing 
the old rupee to have been current, but is 
quite madequate if the new rupee prevails 


The settlement of the Nerbudda 
territones is still made in 
Nagpur Rs and though that 
of Saugor and Hatta is made 
m Furrukabad Rupees, it 
would appear that few are 
collected It is plainly very 
undesirable to contmue the 
settlement in a com the value 
of which is uncertam, and 
over the coinage of which we 
exercise no check From 
whatever cause the Nagpur 
Rupee would appear to have 
been greatly debased, the old 
Rupee giving 1 53-366 of pure 
metal the new com from 
135 to 140 


Supposmg the Farrukabad Rupees to be introduced as the 
medium of Revenue demand m the new territory, it will probably 
be necessary to allow a considerable abatement to the Malgu2:ars or 
Revenue engagers. 
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In the first instance, the abatement should I think, (making 
allowance of course for any ciraimstanccs that would justify an 
mercased demand supposing no alteration m the currency) some 
what acecd the difference of mtnnsic value. For it shoula equal 
the batta which, after settlement m the reformed corns Government 
may propose to demand on payments m rupees of sorts and that 
should somewhat exceed the difference m vduc plus the charge ot 
coinage. Thus a demand will be immediately created for oui 
currency the Government transacaoos takmg of course the lead m 
all money matters and that demand will seoiie a supply either by 
the import of com or by the tenor of the local Rupees for rccom 
age. 

The Malguzars receiving a propomonate abatement wiH not 
suffer by the change but on the contrary they will rather gam It 
would appear mdeed that those of Saugor and Hatta do erumble 
at the batta demanded of them on payments m the Ba la s h a h ce 
Rupees regardmg it Mr Molony h^ informed me, as an extra 
cess and yet scarcely any Famikafaad Rupees are collected from 
them, and it is probable, that the Batta docs not equal the difercnce 
of mtnnsic value. 

In this ease, however I suspect that the settlements were made 
m the Furrukabad Rupee without any proporoonaie abatement, as 
mdeed the Jama would appear to have bem enbanr^H. 

If such be the case the MaJguzars have certainly just cause of 
complaint unless the value of their lands dearly authorized an 
mcrcase and what is not likely an unif orm increase m the Govern 
meat demand. The Batta will in its extent operate, as an addition- 
al tax and this may be very burthensome, jhough the amount be 
still so low as to give an arofiaal value to the local com compared 
with the Fumikarad Rupees and thus to mamtam the currency 
we should seek to put down. In such a country it is of course vam 
to think of callmg m the local currcnacs by rcceivmg them on 
favourable terms. Our call will mdeed be answered, and our melt 
mg pots wiH be well supplied, but the coinage will keep pace with 
the supply so long as it shall be profitable to com Make it 
profitable to com or import Furndcabad Rupees, and the Rupees 
of sorts will before long disappear Thus there have been I sus- 

C two errors committed at ist the demand of Fumikabad 

ics from the Malguzars without an adequate abatement and 
and the adjustment oi the Batta on too low a scale. The first may 
have been remedied through the improvement of the country if 
the culnvaton have found a market for their gram The last 
may readily be corrected by a fresh r^ulation of the Batta. 

With respect to the Kerbudda Temtones m which the cxistmg 
settlement arc made m the Nagpur Rupee, the first question is in 
what com they should be made ncrcaftcr 

If the old Namur Rupee, contaimng grs. 153366 pure silver 
formed the general currency the difference between it and the 
Fumikabad Rupee would not appear to be suffiaent to oppose any 
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serious obstacle to the substitution on the one for the other, the 
difference being little moie than 7 P c But, if the new Rupee 
predominates, the change lesulting fiom the intioduction of the 
Furrukabad Rupee would be so great, that I should question the 
expediency of the measure 

As already observed, tlic assays of a few coins scarcely afford 
any sufficient grounds for a conclusive judgment Before finally 
determining the point, I should like to have some thousand Rupees 
melted together and the mass assayed 

Mr Molony some time ago informed me, that the recomage 
of about 70,000 Nagpur Rupees sent from Saugor to Farrukabad 
showed the difference of the two currencies to he between 12 to 13 
per cent But tins having occurred before the matter was regularly 
under discussion, the resullt cannot probably be assumed, as 
sufficient ground for any general measure Moreover, as I have 
already observed, the money more recently coined at Nagpur has 
apparently been considerably depreciated, and the old com will 
have probably disappeared Further trials should be made In 
the mean time as the constiuction of a new mint at Saugor is in 
progress, and it will probably be in operation m less than a year, it 
seems to be advisable that the Resident at Nagpur and Mr Molony 
should fully consider and report their sentiments on the measures 
to be adopted for reforming the currency of that part of the coun- 
try That the reform should be undertaken m both places at once 
appears to me to be clear But, whether the same, or different 
Rupees should be coined at Saugor, and at Nagpur is a point, on 
which I am not at all prepaied to give any decided opinion I will 
add only a few remarks, that may help ultimately to a decision 

If the Furrukabad Rupee be introduced at both places, both 
Governments must be prepared to adjust their demand on the 
principle above noticed The immediate effect will be a consider- 
able reduction of Revenue, and it is probable a temporary inconve- 
nience to the troops, who will of course when paid in Furrukabad 
Rupees receive them as Sonats In so far as the reduction of Reve- 
nue operates, and it probably wiU operate to a considerable extent 
m hghtemng the rates of Revenue Government would not lose aU 
that it resigns, even were the reduction real For, m every case 
of over-assessment thus corrected, the gam would be tenfold the 
sacrifice The mconvemence to the troops could be but temporary 
For in the long run prices must, other thmgs bemg equal, follow 
the value of the currency 

The weight of the Furrukabad Rupee is 180-234 grs the pure 
metal bemg 165-215 and the alloy 15-079 Now, there is an obvious 
convenience in so regulating the value of several currenaes, that 
their differences shall equal the fi actional parts into which the 
coins are ordinarily divided, that is, m this countiy, that the excess 
of one Rupee over the other may be expressed by annas or Pysas. 
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In the present ease the pay of the troops bong expressed m the 
more valuaWc com (the Furmkobad which passes at par with 
Sonats) and the conversion from one to the other bemg therefore 
chiefly necessary when payments arc made m the infcnor currency 
It will be convenient that it should be so regulated as that hy the 
addiaon of one, or more of its fractional parts it may be rendered 
equal to the superior currency But if tnc rntrinsic value of the 
Nagpur currency he adjusted so that i Rupee i anna shall equal a 
Fumitabad Rupee, then the former will equal r6/i7th of the 
latter that la the Nagpur Rupee will be equal to tnc Fumikabad 
Rupee mmus r/i7th the wemht of the Fumikabad Rupee bemg 
180314 that of the Nagpur Rupee should be 169^31 the pure 
me^ bemg 155 496 and the alloy 14 136. 

Now as the old Nagpur Rupee weight accordmg to Mr Wilson 1 
table 168-650 and had of pure metal 153366 the adoption of the 
wei^t and standard above indicated would appear to do little more, 
than restore the currency to its anaent state. 


Every Furrukabad Rup« would then be worth 17 annas Nag 
pur and 100 Furrukabad Rupees consequently would equal 106-4 
Nagpur Rupees 

Nothing could therefore be simpler thart the conversion of one 
mto the other and under such a system, I should not thmk it 
impossible to cause the rate of exchange to be recognized even, in 
the Bazars 


Probably the same system might be extended to other quarters 
and ccrtamly it would be a great advantage to commence, ix all the 
native states poMcssmg the nght of coinage would (as they scarcely 
might be induced to do) enter mto some agreement, for the rcgula 
tion of their mints 

The Indore and Uijam Rupees might apparently without diffi 
culty be rendered equal m value to the Furrukabad Rupee or regu- 
^tca so as to admit of a ready convcrsiom But until somehmg w 
dctcmimed on the general question of controlling or rcgulatmg the 
Native Mints with which we arc more immediately concerned it 
would be useless to go mto further detai] 

I will only therefore remark, that supposmg it to be finally 
detemuned that the Calcutta Sicca Rupee cannot expediently be 
i^dcred tbe general currency and it would not I think, be expe 
dient to make the charge unless it were at the same time resolved 
to My the troops in the Western Provinces without any deduction 
of batta. It may deserve considcraoon whether some change might 
not M advantageously made m the Furrukabad, Madras and Bom- 
bay Rupees,

The Governor-General m Council havmg taken mto considera- 
tion your letter dated 'i4th December last, with former correspond- 
ence on the subject of the claims of the Raia of Bustar to recovery 
of possession of the distncts called Kotcpaul and its dependenaes, I 
am directed to communicate the foUowmg orders and observations 
thereupon. 

The information contamed m your letteiB is not considered 
sufEaently full and complete to admit of any conclusive opinion 
bemg formed on the ments of the above case. 

Before pronounemg a final deosion Government must, of 
course, wish to have Emitted to its consideration the Raja of 
Jaipur t statement of his claim m answer to the arguments advanced 
by the Chief of Bustar The former has doubtless had an opportu- 
mty of explainmg his title to the disputed distncia, but no statement 
on hij part is to oe found amongst the paper forwarded with your 
several dispatches. 

It would be satisfactory also to the Govcmor-General m Coimcil 
to Icam distinctly your opinion as to the force and authority which 
should be held to attach to the proceedings of Ramachandra Wagh 
protested against by the Bustar Raja and to be apprized of the y^Ar 
in which they took place, and of the ronditions on which the Dis- 
tricts were reassigned by him to the Raja of Jaipur 

As far as the Govcmor-GencTal m Council ran at present form 
a judgment from the materials before him, that opinion is not 
faiourablc to the claims of Raja Mohipal Deo at least m regard to 
Kotcpaul and Choorchoonda. They were granted by his ancestor* 
as a reward for services performed out subject to certam conditions 
nearly 40 years ago and uiuntcmiptcd possession ever since that 
period would seem to convey a very tolerable title to the Raja of 
J^pur Under such circumitanccs it might reasonably he urged, 
that all the chief of Bustar can claim is me due fulfilment of the 
conditions of the grant and the interference of the Bntish Govern 
ment to settle this point might very expediently be exerted With 
Raigar ^lagarh and Amarkotta much will of course. 
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depend on the circumstances of their temporary resumption by 
Bustar and tlie view whicli is to be taken of the proceedings of 
Ramachandra Wagh in again restoring them to Jaipur, and the 
powers with which he was vested by the Nagpur Government 

The Zammdaii of Jaipur being subject to the authority of the 
Government of Fort Si George, a reference will be made from 
hence to that aj.ithority soliciting a communication of the sentiments 
of the Hon’ble the Governor m Council on the claims of the parties, 
and requesting, that the Raja may be called on through the Collec- 
tor of Vizagapatam to furnish a statement of his case, in reply to 
the Raja of Bustar, should he not already have had an oppormnity 
of domg so You will be pleased also to report further on the pomts 
above referred to, and to furnish copies of any material parts of your 
correspondence with the Government of Fort St George which may 
serve to elucidate the subject 

In the mean time the parties should be duly warned, that any 
acts of violence committed pending the final decision of the ques- 
tion, will subject the aggressor to the/eventual forfeiture of all right 
and title -whatever m the disputed districts, as the Raja of Bustar 
enjoys a remission of tribute on account of the separation of Kote- 
pal, he can have reasonable pretext for complammg of the delay 
which has taken place m the adjustment of the affair

In your letter under date the 8th Mav 1822, it is stated that 
the child's ornaments were dehvered up by Raussee to the Mahajan, 
this important fact is not established by the evidence adduced '' ' 
the trial It is true that the guilt of the Prisoner is proved by o 
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arcumstances but m proceedings m a case of this nature it is always 
desirable that every inadcnt materially affecting the proof should 
be brought forward and sulMtantmtcd if possible.

Lachman Bania and her nvo eWdren 

The sentence of death pronounced by you on the Prisoner ii 
approved. No miugatmg arcumstances seem to have attended the 
perpetration of this barharous act which was at the same tune 
most wanton and unprovoked, and had the trial been submitted at 
an early period after the Commission of the crime, the sentence 
would nave been earned into effect but so long a time has now 
elapsed smcc the perpetration of the murder that the Resident is 
of opmuHi the object of example docs not require the execution of 
the Pnsouer and his punishment is therefore, commuted to impn 
sonment m irons for life, 

5rd — Niyamac Khan found guilty of the murder of his wife 
Chanda. The sentence of Lmpnsonmcnf for life is approved but in 
consequence of the peculiar arcumstances of the cose commuted to 
impnsonmcnc in irons for five years. 

4th. — ^Fool Shah, Dull Shah and Chunder Sah found guilty of 
the murder of Shukoo Goad 

The sentence of death on these men is not confirmed from a 
consideration of the umc which has elapsed smcc the crime was 
committed and that there is no evidence against them hut their 
own confession, the other witnesses seeming to go entirely on hear 
•ay and conjecture. 

You will be pleased to confine m irons Chander Sah for fi3Ui 
teen years and Fool Sah and Dul Sah for seven years each 

5th. — Perose Sah Thakur and Gorkce Goad tried for the mur* 
dcr of Phagro Good, his wife and children. 

The sentence of acquital of Gorkec is approved and confirmed 
In respect of Perose Sah as some weight may be allowed to his 
having thought himself authorized to aa as he did and smcc he 
appeared to have been confined since 1230 the sentence passed on 
him 18 approved hut mitigated to one year s confinement and re- 
•umption of his Thalka which however is to be restored to him 
on ms release. 

6th. — Pan ebam Madhojcc and Mahadco tried for the murder 
of Lalloo Goad 

The »cntcnce8 passed by you on the prisoners arc approved, but 
aa the enme ivas commitirf previously to the proclamation 
dcnounanc heavy punishment on persons perpetrating murder

lions foi seven years and that of Madhojee and Mahadeo to a con- 
finement m irons for thiee years each 

With refeience to the case of Raussee it may be proper to 
mention that in the original mstiuctions furnished to Superinten- 
dents, It IS prescribed that capital pimishment shall not be awarded 
to women, it being at variance with the practice of the country and 
repulsive to the feelings of the inhabitants 

In conclusion, I have been diiected to press on your notice the 
great importance of avoiding delay m bringing to trial and punish- 
ment, peipetrators of acts of the nature which have given rise to 
the present judicial proceedings Whether we look to the effect it 
IS desiiable to produce on the people by example or to the confi- 
dence with which we wish to mspiie them m our administration 
of justice It IS equally of consequence that crime should be promptly 
followed by punishment

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If the annual consumption in the Districts, under Fort St 
Geoige, appioachcs tins quantity, we think it deserves consideration, 
whetliei die internal sale of die diug ought not to be subjected to 
some such Rules as aie piesciibed by Regulation at this Presidency

Mr Swinton has suggested (and we think the measure would 
piove advantageous) diat, with a view to meet the wants of the 
several districts under Madias, he should be authorized to supply 
at once for retail sale about double die quantity (or St Mds 1200) 
winch die Collectors report to be now imported into those terntones, 
and that this should be disposed of at different Depots, to be estab- 
hslied for the purpose, at as low a late as possible, widi reference 
to what the article cost m Malwa 

There can be no question, we conceive, that such a plan would 
have the effect of checking to a great degree any clandestme trafi&c

The supplies could perhaps be more conveniently f 01 warded by 
die Agent through Bombay than by this route, though the 
audiorities at Madias would but be able to settle dns, as well as to

The suggestion of Mr Swinton that some ariangement should

Pilgrims arc in the habit of conveying it as a convement way of 
carrying the means of subsistence m their progress to the several 
ahnnes denying considerable profit by the retail of ir to the con 
sumers in their journies through IndiL All this is mere hearsay 
and conjecture, as no one here or at Congtm can speak from their 
own knowledge, except with regard to what is earned by pilgrims 
which 18 undoubtedly the case.

It js there 
fore both neocssaiy and probable, the Board may consider it ex 
pcdicnt to establish depots m every prinapaJ district xmder Fort 
St. George, with a quantity fully equal to the consumpoon to be 
sold at as low a rate as possible, with reference to the cost in Malwn 
as this must of itsell tend to check dandestme trade, and in som** 
small degree the culavanon 

6 As *it IS not probable the Sowkais will buy with a vievr of 
trymg a market where the pnee is such as barely to cover the prime 
cost enhanced by expence of transportation and risk, and it is 
evident the Agent here can always by attention buy as cheap as the 
Sowkara while his expenses most ever be less, mcrcased as theirs is 
by msurance, proportioned to the nsk of scirurc, and there is no 
p^ of India where gambling insurances arc earned on to the extent 
they are m Malwa, every nsk, however great, can be insured. 

7 The Board will perceive from what I have stated above, that 
to me it appears advisable to supply the distnets under the Govern 
ment of Madras with a quantity of opium even far beyond what 
the several Collectors report as the quantity now imported. 

8 The aggregate amount would appear to be under ^oo 
Bengal Maunds or 6oo Surat maunds probably with a view to meet 
the object I have stated and under an impression that more is con 
sumed than can be wcD asc erta ined it mi^ be advisable to supply 
at once for retail fully double that quantity say 1,200 maunds. 
This could be sent to Calcutta, and thence forwarded to Madras or 
via Bombay that Government sending a part of what I may con 
sign there.

the Kucha Sadnook, by this means the charge under this head 'will 
be altogether abolished 

In regard to the deductions from the Kacha Sadnook, as exhi- 
bited m the statement accompanying your letter now under acknow- 
ledgment, the Resident is happy to find that no part of the pay 
of the Pharnavis, Burar Pandia, and Peshkars is m future to be 
included amongst them, but although the Patel’s Enam as well as 
Roosoom Zemmdaree and probably the Hak of the Havildars, 
Bhomaks and Kotwars may m one point of view be considered as 
expenses of management, still as the practice throughout this part 
of the country and indeed the whole of generally is to 

deduct these charges, as well as the Gaon Kharch from the Kucha 
Sadnook and bring the balance only to account, it is not considered 
necessary to introduce any charge, but of course the existmg prac- 
tice m no degree lessens the necessity of scrupulously ascertammg 
every alienation of this nature from the Public Revenue, of mvesti- 
gatmg Its value and the authority upon which it rests, and of care- 
fully recording such as may be sanctioned of abrogating those that 
may have been fraudulently made, as also establishing checks to 
guard against any surreptitious conveyance to individual of any 
part of idle public rights 01 property m future made, and your 
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attention la accordingly particularly directed to those important 
pomta in concluding tne settlcmcntB in which you are now about 
to engage, and the information which it appears from your letter 
of the aSth May last, you have already duwed the Pergunnah 
of&ccrs to procure on the subject will doubtless greatly faahtatc 
your mvcstigations, 

I enclose a form in which to insert information required regard 
mg the settlcmcntB m each Pcigmmah and which you will have 
the goodness to forward as they arc respectively concluded 

The mvcstiganon of the Warshastm claims m the other Per 
gunnahs the Resident would wish to be undertaken as soon as 
possible, but he apprehends that some delay must necessarily take 
place m consequence of your bemg now engaged m makmg settle 
ments

Agency m lieu m Nagpur Rupees lao m all payments on account of 
the land revenue. 

0. When this measure was adopted the season of collections 
was too far advanced to admit of an expectation that much advan 
tage would be taken of the permission thus granted to the Malgu 
zars of bringing the Saugor Sicca Rupee to the treasury About 
a.ao,ooo Sicca Rupees have however been paid in to the three 
treasuries of Jubbulpore Najsmgpur and Hoshangabad, which arc 
situated nearest to the mint ana m the ensuing season there can 
be little doubt that by far the greater part of tlM revenue in those 
distncti will be paid m the New com I do not think the circula 
don will extend so rapidly to Scorn and BetuL 

y. I propose to carry into effect the umruedonf contamed m 
the 15th paragraph of your letter on the ist November next and 
to prohibit from that date the issue from our Nerbudda temtones 
of any com m payment of salar c* pensions etc but that of Saugor 
at the rate of 14 annas Tor every rupee Nagpur 
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4 The immediate enforcement of that rate or any other rate 
as apphcable to private transacuons, is I think unnecessary and 
would be prejudiaal The meat busmess of the country is the sale 
of agricultural produce for the payment of revenue to Government, 
and while the Government takes the new sicca rupee at the rate of 
5 for 6 Nagpur Rupees the bazar batta must, durmg the period of 
collections, which compnsGvat least half the year, approach very 
nearly to the Government rate, and it would depreciate our own 
rupee below both its entrmsic value and its nommal value m the 
market, to declare it convertible m the mferior com at the rate of 
7 for S For the present I should prefer lettmg the two coins cir-

5 The classification of the chfferent sorts of Nagpur Rupees, 
directed m the resolution of the 2ist December 1826, has not yet 
been adopted as the necessity of it was almost superseded by the 
permission to receive 100 Saugor Siccas m lieu of 120 Nagpur 
Rupees, granted by Government on the 22nd February 1827, and 
the utihty of it compared to the confusion it would occasion may 
I think be doubted, if the measures I propose to recommend for 
acceleratmg the mtroduction of our new Rupee mto circulation, 
are approved by Government 

6 But if a graduated scale of value were to be apphed to the 
various kinds of Nagpur Rupees as the rate at which we would 
receive each kind mto the treasury, it would be next to impossible, 
I conceive to fix an unvarying rate which they should all bear to 
Saugor Sicca m private transactions I have therefore suspended 
the immediate enfoi cement of this part of the nde, the operation 
of which has better at least defen ed till the necessity of it shall be

94 Thence it appears that the Malguzars have reaped but a 
small share of the advantage offered to them and that of tac 
difference hetweeu the former rate of cxdiangc, about 14 per cent 
and that sanctioned by Government of 20 per cent, the greater por 
non become the profft of the Soucars and Mahajan* who 
imported the New Rupee from Saugor and elsewhere, to meet the 
demand of the Malguzars for that com 

10 The measure however though it may fad of affordmg 
relief to overassessed malguzars must succeed m bnngmg enough 
of the new com into aradation for the payments of revenue which 
It IS desired to have made m that rupee That this is not the only 
object of Government you have pointed out to me m your letter 
of the land February and I confess that I had been in error on 
that pomt. But if almost all the money m a country circulates 
through the treasury of the Government and the entire currency 
docs not exceed one or two years revenue payable to the Govern 
ment it follows that if one com is encouraged by a premium on its 
receipt at the Government s treasury so as to lead to the exclusion 
of all other cams from revenue payments the people will vc^ soon 
be provided with suffiacntly of it for their pn\ate dealings if they 
prefer It to the com which it has been encouraged to displace 

11 If all other coma are nearly expelled from the circulation 
by the mducement held out to the Malguzars to bring a particular 
rupee to the treasury the people, it is true, will not prefer the com 
which they for their own benefit force into arcula ion through the 
public treasury but for want of other money current in the country 
ir mutt become the medium of their traffic And so it tnll be with 
Q 14 ttnuas piece on any new com with which they arc not familiar 
But I do not iraa^c that the 14 annas piece any more than the 
Sicca Rupee would worb its way into circulation through the prefer 
cnee gi\cn to it be the people above the Nagpur Rupee. They 
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appear perfectly satisfied with the currency they have got, which 
we shall nevei be able to displace either partially or entirely but 
through the public receipts and expenditure which engross almost 
the iraole of it 

12 We have provided already for the receipt of the Saugor 
Rupee and have abundant security that it will become the prmcipal 
medium of revenue payments, and that Nagpur Rupee will be sent 
to the mint by the money dealers of the country to procure the New 
Com It remains to consider how it is to be brought into general 
circulation so as to supersede the Nagpur Rupee ^n the private tran- 
sactions of the country 

13 If our local expenditure equalled or exceeded our mcome 
and a cuirency on the small scale which I have described above con- 
tinued to suffice for the use of the people, the disbuisements from 
our treasuries would opeiate at once to expel every other com, but 
that issued by us But m the Nerbudda territories properly so call 
ed, we have no large Mditary establishments, public works of ex- 
2Dense or investments be purchased on the part of the Government, 
and oil! surplus revenue is consequently remitted to other places 
Avhose demands of this sort exist and as we thus export a consider- 
able poition of the revenue raised in the country m cash or a corres- 
ponding reimpoitation of com must be made to fill up die deficiency 
in the local currency 

14 In such a state of things it must depend not only on the 
description of com which we think pioper to issue m the payment 
of our current expenses, but on the description of com also which 
comes in to fill up the vacuum which our cash remittances to other 
places have occasioned, what die General Currency shall consist of, 
and if the people already have a preference to the Nagpur Rupee, 
as that m which their public and private dealings have been carried 
on for years, they will manage to supply themselves with that com, 
if the balance of trade ivill possibly admit of thus procuring it 

15 To judge of the probability of their bemg able to do so, 
and thus, to fiustrate the endeavours of Government to improve 
the currency permanently, our first attention must be given to the 
state of trade, and the agricultural surplus produce of that country 
Now here it may be observed, that our exports of produce all tend 
towards the Ganges, and m whatever direction Noithwaid they go, 
are paid for by merchandize from Mirzapore Of this we consume 
but a httle portion The Great Mail is Nagpur The merchant at 
Mirzapore, therefore, makes his agent at Nagpur pay for the cotton 
or other produce which he purchases m the Nerbudda territories 
The Bundelkhand trader who comes to the Nerbudda for gram pays 
for It also with the Merchandize of Mirzapore, for he has demands 
on the latter place as it is a great emporium for the cotton of Bun- 
delkhand, and he brmgs bills from his correspondents at Mirzapore 
to pay for his gram, and these bills can only be paid out of the ex- 
ports from Muzapore to Nagpur 
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i6 This being the ease it is dear ^at there must be a constant 
influx of money from Nagpur mto these territories and as our local 
expenditure is less than our income, we remit our surplus revenue 
to Nagpur or elsewhere. It would ccrtamly be most convcmeni 
that the whole surplus if required there, should be sent to Nagpur 
and the question follows whether vre can arrange our public and 
private pecuniary dcalmgs with that capital so as to keep our own 
currency distinct from tmt of Nagpur We must either make re- 
mittances m Cash to the Resident wnereby we should get nd of the 
Nagpur Rupees as fart as they were collected or the Resident must 
draw bills on our treasuries to be sold to the Merchants of Nagpur 
for cash paid mto his treasury Iw them. By the first plan we may 
dram the temtory of Nagpur Rupees for a time but they would 
ultuoately find their way Mck to the Nerbudda to purchase pro- 
duce for the Mirzaporc market and as our receipts of revenue m 
Nagpur Rupees dimmish we should have to make a part of our cash 
remittances to the Resident m the new Sicca Rupee of Saugor 
These would be sure to come back to us durmg the penod of our 
revenue collections while we receive them at a more mvourablc ex 
change than they would bear at Nagpur But the Resident would 
have difficulty in fiiang and preserving an established rate at which 
they should issue from his treasury and could not, I think, ri^Istc 
it according to then supenonty m intrinsic value over the Naepur 
Rupee, and if they were depreciated there they would be m^ted 
down whenever they were not m demand to purchase the produce 
of the Nerbudda temtones^ But if it is not expedient to remit our 
own com to Nagpur the only plan then wiH remain for supplying 
the Resident with funds out of our surplus mcomc will be by paying 
bis drafts on our trcasuncs, Tn die present state of trade as des- 
cribed above It iviU unquestionably be desirable that this should be 
the case rather than that we should carry bullion to Nagpur to be 
imported agam m the course, of trade, and if the merchants of 
Nagpur can without difficulty or delay obtain money they require, 
at our treasunes thereby accordmg the expense of cash remittances 
they will cease of course, to import Nagpur Rupees mto the Ncr 
budda temtones The season of the year at which they arc m the 
habit of importmg money for the purchase of our produce corres- 
ponds with that of our revenue collections when the New Sicca 
Rupee will be m greatest demand. At that season therefore, it is 
probable that the resident at Nagpur could sell his bills on our 
treasunes payable m Sicca Rupees for thar full mtnnsic value as 
compared to Nagpur Rupees It would only be ne c e ssa ry therefore, 
so to time his orders on the Nerbudda treasunes that they might be 
payable at a particular season of the year m order for time to obtain 
cash on the most favourable terms equal m amount to the present 
annual remittances by the merchants of Nagpur mto our distncti 
To us the advantage of this mode of proceeding with a view to the 
reform of our currency would be diat we should he able to throw 
a much greater quantity of the New Com mto arculation than we 
can do by any other process and should stop the mam channel if 
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not the only one, by which die Nagpur Rupees flows m, and if this 
operation persisted for about two years it would so fill the circula- 
tion with a com which cannot be expoited without loss wlule we 
leceive it on the present favouiable terms, that there would be no 
room foi the Nagpui Rupee to lemain m any considerable quan- 
tities along with it, and people would be obliged to conduct their 
busmess and keep their accounts m the only currency procurable m 
the market 

17 This is die result at which Government wishes to arrive 
and I have no doubt it may be attained if the measures I have des- 
cribed above to prevent the mfluence of the Nagpur Rupee iare 
adopted 

18 But we shall still for a time have a considerable number 
of Nagpur Rupees collected m our treasuries which must be dis- 
posed of Respecting diem the plan I piopose to adopt is this To 
keep the Nagpur Rupees collected m oui treasuries and to reissue 
none of that com till the season of our collections is passed In the 
meantime the Resident at Nagpur, not perhaps havmg been able to 
sell his bills on the Nerbudda districts at a favourable rate m such 
quantities as to have raised funds equal to his wants, would at the 
end of the season require a cash remittance and we might then 
send him a part or the whole of our Nagpur Rupees without any= 
nsk of their bemg re-imported into our territory, and if the Resi- 
dent did not require a part or the whole of them they might be 
sent to the mmt for recomage which may always be done without 
loss Seeing that the option we have given to the malguzars of 
paying 100 Siccas for 120 Nagpur Rupees makes it a matter of m- 
difference to us which com is paid m as long as 120 Nagpur Rupees 
will on recomage produce 100 Sicca Rupees and they always pro- 
duce on an average rather more 

19 If the above plan of makmg the substitution of bills for 
cash remittances to Nagpur subservient to the mtroduction of the 
New Coinage into the Nerbudda territories, and of reserving the 
Nagpur Rupees collected till the end of each season, that is, tiU the 
month of June each year for renussion to Nagpur or the mmt, is 
conformable to the ideas and wishes of Government, I will immedi- 
ately make arrangements with Mi Wilder for facihtatmg its opera- 
tion and I confidently believe that it would supersede the necessity 
of coining any other rupee than the Fd Sicca and of fixmg a dis- 
tinct valuation on each of the many coins more circulating as 
Nagpur Rupees 

20 In submittmg my opmion on this subject for the considera- 
tion of Government I feel that I may be absolved of presumption m 
bimgmg again under discussion a mattei which had apparently 
been deaded, but my own conviction bemg strong m favour of the 
plans I have advocated, I should feel that I had not performed my 
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duty 03 a public officer if I did not freely communicate to Govern 
meut the ideas which local cxpcncncc and lon^ attention to the 
subject have led me to entertain concerning it flie success of the 
measure I have proposed may be consider^ as a matter of cxpexi 
ment and as the adoption though they fail will not m the slightest 
degree impede the operation of any future plan for changing the 
currency I am m hopes that His Lordship m Council will authorise 
their tml and suspend for a tune the issue of any but the new 
rupee and allow the receipts of all Nagpur Rupees as heretofore 
without distincuon.

Lordship m Council that the highest allowance to be drawn by any

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Rupees 50,000 or Sonat Rupees 51200 The arcurrutances of the 
Resident and Commissioner at Delhi and the Residents at Hyder 
abad Lucknow Nagpur and Indore and Gwalior arc such as to 
subject them to some expenses from which other officers are exempt 
Those expenses appear likely to be greatest at the four first men 
uoned places. But as the functions of all must m respect to impor 
tance and responsibility be ranked \71lh the highest under the 
Govemment, His Lordship in Council deems it proper to assign to 
them m consideration of the peculiar expenccs to which they arc 
subject, a certam allowance b^ond the gencril maximum.

Resolution. — ^The Right Hon’ble the Governor-General in Coun- 
cil having resolved to abohsh the custom, which prevails generally 
throughout the Piovinces subject to this Presidency, of Natives pre- 
senting Nuzzers in money, and trays of fruit, and other articles, on 
the occasion of their paying official or complimentary visits to Pub- 
hc Functionaries m the Service of the Hon’ble Company, it is hereby 
notified for the general mformation of all Pubhc Officers under this 
Presidency that the custom m question is strictly prohibited from 
the date of the pubhcation of this notice, and that it is the expecta- 
tion of Government that all Public Functionanes will adopt eT'ery 
measure within tlieir power to make this prohibition generally 
knoivn and obeyed by all Natives of whatever rank or degree with 
whom they may have official or private mtercourse 

In directmg the abohnon of the custom above referred to, the 
Governor-General in Councd deems it due to the servants of the 
Hon’ble Company generally to declare that the measure has not 
been adopted by Government on the ground that it has been per- 
verted to improper purposes by any public officer under Govern- 
ment, but from the conviction that it subjects Natives to useless, 
and frequently vexatious expense, and to extortion on the part of 
memal servants and Dependants His Lordship m Council is 
mdeed fully persuaded that the abohtion of a practice open to such 
serious objections will be viewed with satisfaction by every officer 
m the Hon’ble Company’s service 

Ordered, that a copy of the above Resolution and Notification 
be transmitted to the several Departments under Government for 
the purposes speafied underneath, viz., — 

That in the Pohtical and Persian Departments the Resolu- 
tion be communicated to the several officers subordi- 
nate thereto ivith such special orders as may be con- 
sidered necessary.

From your reply 
dated a5th ultimo it is evident that the Raja considers the project 
highly benefiaal to his mtercsts and is anxious to enter ufxin the 
formal discussion of it and I am now therefore, directed to com- 
municate the followmg instruaions for your guidance in negotiating 
^ith the Raia of Nagpur a modification of the Treaty of 13th 
December 18 6. j 
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2 The first proposition to be tendered to His Highness’s 
acceptance, is the commutation of his obhgation under the S^th and 
9th articles of the existmg Treaty, for a money payment or subsidy, 
of Sonaut Rupees Eight Lakhs per annum, to be hqmdated by 
quarterly instalments, m consideration whereof the Reserved Dis- 
iiicts will be transferred to His Highness’s management, and the 
Army made over entirely to his own authority and disposal, the 
British officers employed m the Nagpui service bemg at the same 
time withdrawn 

3 For the reasons stated by you, the Governor-General m 
Council IS of opimon that the transfer of the territory should be 
postponed until the close of the current Fussilee year 01 the month 
of June next, but His Lordship m Council sees no sufficient ground 
for deferring the execution of the pioposed arrangement until the 
expiration of the existmg quinquennial settlement The measure 
of disbandmg the auxihary force, as at present constituted, should 
be at once m tram, in view to affordmg the earhest practicable re- 
lief to the finances of the State of Nagpur it bemg, of course, under- 
stood that the Raja is expected, like every Native Ruler, to provide 
m their 100m and from his own funds, a National Force adequate

4 The Raja of Nagpur must, of course, pledge himself to 
respect and abide by the conditions of the quinquennial lease grant- 
ed to the Patels, Ryots, and others, by the British authonties m His 
Highness’s name, foi the remainder of the period during which 
they have to run His Highness must similarly bind himself to 
adhere to the engagements and settlements (the nature of them 
should be specifically reported) which have been concluded by our 
officers with tlie inbiitaiy chiefs and Zammdars of the Nagpur 
territory, but that provision of the Treaty which declares that m the 
event even of the lestoration of the reserved districts to the Native 
Government, the British authonties shall continue to be the 
medium of conductmg all affairs with tliose chiefs, is no longer to 
remain m force 

5 In concurrence with His Highness’s wishes, and as an essen- 
tial part of the pioposed change of relations, which has for its 
object to place the Raja of Nagpur on a footing more consistent 
with his rank and dignity, as one of the substantive powers of 
India and to remove all engagements unnecessarily fettermg his 
freedom of action and independence, the Right Hon’ble the Gover- 
nor-General m Council is quite prepared to consent to a very con- 
siderable modification of the 10th article of the existing Treaty, 
although It will stiU be necessary to retain the right of advising the 
Raja and his successors, on all impoitant and material questions, 
whether relating to internal or external concerns, as also the means 
of rendering that advice effectual and enforcing attention to it, m 
case of continued and determined disregard His Lordship in

of his household expenditure, the scfcction of his ministers and 
officers and their conduct m their several departments With res- 
pect to the power of eventual resumption it is manifestly designed 
to be brought mto exercise m extreme eases only such as His Lord 
ship m Counal confidently trusts, can never occur during His High- 
ness 8 ragn.

Draft of Revised Engagement between the Hon’hle Company 

and the Raja of Nagpur 

Whereas, m view of the promotion of the welfare, dignity and 
mdependence of the Raja of Nagpur, and to the 'mutual benefit 
and convenience of the Hon’ble Company and His Highness’s Gov- 
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cmmcnt, it has been deemed expedient to alter and modify certain 
articles of the Treaty of 13th December 1836 the followmg provi 
lions have accordingly been arranged and concluded on the one

Article 1 st. — Articles 8 and 9 of the existing treaty arc hereby

The transfer of temtory 
is to take cSect from the dose of the present Nagpur Fush year on 
the 6th June 1830 Arrangcroents for gradually mshursmg me auxi 
Uary force as at present constituted will be immediately put m 
tr am, It being of course the duty of the Raja to provide m their 
room and from his own funds a national force adequate to the 
ordinary piotecaon of his subjects and the pcrfonnancc of mtemal 
duties 

Article and-— The Raja agrees to rcsjwt and abide by the con 
diaons of the Qiunqucmual settlement, conduded with tne Patels, 
Ryots, and other* by the Bntish authontie* m bis name, during the 
penod for which the several leases were contracted- Hia Highness 
also bmds himself to mamtam mviolatc all agre e menta and engage 
ment formed with the Good and other tnbutary Chiefs and Zamin 
dars by Bntish officers under the sanction and authonty of the 
Resident. 

Article 3 rd. — Artides 10 12 and 13 of the exiatmg Treaty arc 
hereby cancelled and the following modified provisions substituted 
m Ucu thereof. It shall be competent to the Bnnab Government, 
through its local representative, to offer advice to the Maha Raja 
hu hars and successors, on ail important matter* whether rclatmg 
to the mtemal administration of the Nagpur temtory or to external 
concerns and His Highness shall be bound to act m conformity 
thereto If, which G^ forbid gross and systematic opp r ess ion 
anarchy and misrule should hcreartcr at any time prevail m neglect 
of reputed advice and reraonsmmcc, seriously endangenng the 
public tranquillity and plaang m jeopardy the stability of the re 
sources whence His Highness discharges his obligations to the 
HonTile Company the Bntish Government reserves to itself the 
nght of rcappomung its own officers to the management of such 
district or district^ of the Nagpur territory m His Highness s name. 
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and for so long a period, as it may deem necessary, the surplus re- 
ceipts m such case, after defraymg charges, to he paid mto the 
Rajah’s treasury 

Article 4th — Article 1 1 of the existing treaty is hereby declared 
subject to the followmg modification In heu of the obligation it 
imposes, the Raja agrees to maintain at all times m a state of effi- 
ciency a body of not less than one thousand of the best description 
of Irregular Horse, organized and disciplined after the Native 
fashion commanded by his own Native officers, and subject to His 
Highness’s exclusive authority In the event of war this force shall 
be hable to serve with the British Army in the field, leceivmg Batta 
from tlie Hon’ble Company, m compensation of the extra expense 
of their mamtenance, whenever employed beyond the Nagpur 
frontier 

Article 5th. — Article 15 of the existing Treaty is hereby abro- 
gated 

Article 6th— All the other provisions and conditions of the 
Treaty concluded at Nagpur on the 13th December 1826, which 
are not affected by the above convention, are to remain m fuU force 
and effect

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a The Go\emor-Gcncral in Council can have no hcsiiauon 
whatever in complying ivith the ist rcqiicit viz that when the Bn 
gade 18 disband^ the Guns should be made over to His Highness 
as Mr \Vilder states that they arc his property or in other words 
It 18 presumed paid for from Raja s treasury whilst the temtory 
was under our management. In hkc manner ^ arms of every dcs- 
cnption and MiUtary stores which have been purchased from the 
same source wUl be transferred to the Raja on the dissolution of the 
Force. 

3 The Governor-General m Council agrees also to the and 
request, viz. that the 6th arncle of the Treaty should he abrogated, 
as the utihty of retaining it is not very ^parent and the Raja is 
anxious that it should x expunged The Article m question is 
accordingly hereby declared to be cancelled. 

4- "With regard to the 3rd request His Lordship in Council 
concurs with the late Resident in Opimon that on the withdrawal 
of the Aimhary Force, it cannot be necessary for us to retain so 
large a tract of ground as we at present hold, and that a new boim 
dary should be arranged which will be convetuent to all paioes 
Before passmg final orders on the pomt. Government would wish

I have had tlic pleasure to leccivc your Highness’s letter, con- 
veying tlie expression of your satisfaction on the conclusion of the 
new treaty, between tlie British Government and the state of 
Nagpur, with otlier matters, and m reply beg to state as follows . *— 

The sentiments expressed by your Highness, on this occasion, 
are consistent with tlie opinion I had previously formed of your 
good sense and discernment, and afford me peculiar gratification 
Relying on the possession of tlie above quahties by your Highness, 
and on your knowledge of business, and habits of devoting your 
time and attention to tlie discharge of public affairs, I feel confident, 
that under your administration, the provisions of the new treaty 
ivill be faidifully observed, and produce results beneficial to ail 
parties I need scarcely remind your Highness that to protect and 
cherish the subject, to administer justice impartially, to abstam 
from undue exactions, to respect engagements entered mto tvith the 
Ryots and Zammdars and to study the promotion of their ease and 
happmess are amongst the most solemn and sacred duties of a 
Sovereign ruler So long as you adhere to this course and are 
guided by such maxims, the tranquillity, good order, and prosperity 
mtroduced by the British officers who have long been employed in 
supenntendmg the affairs of die Nagpur territories, will be main- 
tained and augmented, and your Highness may rest assured that it 
will ever be the anxious wish of die British Government to aid and

Nagpur Residency the 18th June 1830 

You will have learnt from my several dispatches addressed to 
the late Mr Secretary Stirlmg the measures that have been adopted 
from time to time for the gradual reduction of the Auxiliary 
Force. In contmuation of these reports I have now the honour to 
state for your mformatioa that the two Rissalahs of Horse and the 
Sillcdars were transferred to the authon^ of His Highness the 
Raja on the ooih and a5th of May His Pughncsi havmg signified 
a wish to receive them on those days The whole of the Auxiliary 
Horse with the exception of a fen scattered detachments m the dis- 
tricts which have tnus been delivered over to His Highness are 
now assembled at Paldec (Pardi), a village close to the aty which 
has been selected as their permanent cantonment. 

3 The instructions for the final dissolution of the force and 
for delivering over to His Highness the re mainin g Mihtary Stores, 
Arms and Equipments of the Army as well as the Pubhc buildmgs 
at Nagpur and the other stations were issued m an order under 
date the 17th ultimo copy of which I beg to transmit. All the nece*- 
t&rj arrangements havmg thus been previously made, the troops with 
a few exceptions were paid up their arrears and donations and dis- 
charged on the lit instant and the Mihtary stores dehvered over on 
that and the following day to the officers deputed on the part of 
His Highness to receive charge of them All these measures both 
atNagpur and the other stations have been conducted with perfect 
order and regularity and m a manner which appears lo me to be 
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very creditable to tlic ollkcrs and men The exceptions above 
adverted to are those men uho wcie picscnt at the Battle of: 
Sitabuldi and to whom the Goveinoi-Goncral was pleased to extend 
a fiirlhci donation of three months’ pay These men have now de- 
muircd about recenmg then donation, and have preferred a peti- 
tion praying that m heu of it liicy may be admitted on the Pension 
Establishment of the Nagpur Government or received into the Com- 
pany’s Aimy as Supernumeraries 

3 TIic medicines and surgical instruments belonging to the 
Provincial Corps have not yet arrived at Nagpur They will be 
hereafter deliveicd over to His Highness as well as those 
deposited m the Medical Stoics at this place 

4 The Raja had previously detached a party of men to 
Bhandara to receive charge of tlic Jail and Treasuries at that place, 
but up to the ist instant none of his troops had arrived in Chattis- 
garh, Chanda or Dcogaili In these districts, however, thcie are 
stationed small bodies of Hoi sc which with the Local Sibandies 
and some extra troops of a similar description which the Superin- 
tendents had been diiected to laisc, will stifTicc to guard the Jail 
and Treasuries m the mean time, or until the arrival in the distncts 
ot His Highness s levies Although it would have been desirable 
tliat these levies should have at rived in the districts previously to 
tlie withdrawal of our own Regular troops, yet as the country is m 
such a state of trancjuilhty I do not anticipate any serious mcon- 
venicnce from their immediate absence 

5„ Almost the whole of the European officeis have quitted 
Nagpur in piogress to rejoin their respective establishments It 
would be presumption in me to advert to the individual character 
and services of Lieutenant-Colonel Jenkins and tlie officers belong- 
ing under his command, but I trust I may be allowed to bear my 
humble testimony to the zeal and merits of so respectable a body 
of Gentlemen and to the estimation m which they were held collec- 
tively and individually by the Resident under whom they have 
served 

7 In conformity with the stipulations of the New Treaty, 
the districts of Chanda, Bhandara, Chhattisgarh and Deogarh were 
formally transferred to the authoiity of His Highness the Raja on 
the 6 th of June on which day the Bnnsh Supenntendents ceased 
to exercise further interference m the affairs of the country The 
Jails, Treasuries and establishments were also at the same time deh- 
vered over to the ZiUehdars who had previously been deputed from 
Nagpur to receive charge of the country 

8 In my lettei of the i 8 th January to the address of Mr Secre- 
tary Stiilmg, I had the honour of reporting to Government that 
It was the intention of the Raja to depute ZiUehdars lor the purpose 
of receiving charge of the districts at the expiration of the current 
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Fuali year and of remaining until that penod with the different 
ZiUehdara with a view of making themselves acquomted with our 
mode of conducting business and with the General state of the dis- 
tneu. These officers accordingly repaired to the different distncts 
m the begmmng of February last smee which rune they have con 
stantly attended m the Cutcncmcs have been m daily communica 
Don with the Supermtendents who have imdcrtaken no measure 
of importance wthout consulting them. They have also sent regu- 
lar reports to the Raja of the proceedings or the Supermtendents 
and of what has taken place m the distncts. 

9 The Zillchdars deputed were Ashraf Ah to Chhmdwam. 
Yadoo Rao to Bhandaxa, Amn t Rao to Chanda and Knshan Rao 
Appa to Chhattisgarh They arc all represented by the Supenn 
tendents with one exception to be qmte well disposed men but not 
possessed of much knowledge or experience m Revenue a&rrs 
Knshan Rao Appa, the ZUlchdar or Chhattisgarh is represented 
by Captam Crawford to be a clever intelhgcnt man, well versed m 
accounts but unsteady and defiaent m rcspcctabdiry of character 
He was formerly Suddar Pbamaveese at Na^ur or Supenntendent 
of the Department of Revenue Accounts but he has never 'bccii 
employed in any important situation at a distance from the Court. 
As Chhattisgarh is so distant from Nagpur and surrounded by the 
Zammdars it no doubt would have been desirable to have sect 
there a man of reputaaon and who would have been looked up to 
by the Zammdars 

10 I have herewi^ the honour to annex copy of arculai 
letter addressed to the SupcnntcDdents, dated 23rd ultimo deiirmg 
them to deliver over charge to His Highness s officers so as to com 
plctc the arrangement on me 6th of June or the last day of the Fusli 
year 


1 1 All these distncts are m cxtxDcnt order and the Revenues 
for many years past have usually been collected with the utmost 
faahty exceptmg m Chhattisgarh the arrears of Revenue arc likely 
to be tnflmg but m this distnct owmg to a failure in the Ondec 
Crops the precedmg year losses from Hail-stonn and a failure m 
the Saer Contract, I have reason to believe that the arrears of 
Revenue will be considerable at the end of the year I am, however 
unable to state their amount not havmg yet received a final report 
on die subject from Captam Crawford. 

12 Mr Wilder \n his report to Mr Secretary Swmton under 
date the 30th September 18 8 has desenbed m general terms the 
state of these districts and dwelt at ength on the merits and qualifi- 
cation of the Gentlemen under whose management they have been 
placed. It may be suffiaent m a short report like the present to 
state that I fully conair m the sentiments expressed by that Gentle- 
man of the mentonous semces of those omcers. 
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13 The Reserved District Tieasuiy at Nagpur in which is 
deposited the donation to he paid to the Eiiiopean Officers and cash 
to answer claims not yet adjusted remains under our management, 
and must continue until these claims are settled and the General 
Account of the Nagpur Government shall he proposed It will also 
be necessary, I should imagine, to retain in employ the small estab- 
lishment of writers and Moottusuddics hitherto attached to this 
office for the purpose of aiding m the settlement of the General 
Accounts.

Nagpur Residency, 21st June 1830 

In consequence of your having expressed a particular wish that 
I should funiish you with a short account of the service of the 
officers, Civil and Military, lately m the employ of His Highness 
tlie Raja vnth a view of enabling you to bring their merits under 
the notice of Government, I have accordmgly the honour to sub- 
mit the follomng statement 

2 I beg m the first instance to draw ygur attention to the 
Military Branch of His Highness’s service This was organized 
chiefiy under the superintendence of Lieutenant-Colonel Agnew of 
the Madras Army but dated its commencement m 1817 when a 
Battahon was raised by the late Captain B Jenkins m the time to 
take a part m the hard-fought Battle of Sitabuldi The Battalion 
above mentioned, foimed the groundwoik of tlie Auxiliary Brigade, 
this Corps recruited m Hindustan of an excellent material, arid 
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clothed, armed and disaplmcd as well as our own Regular Batta 
lions, was fully equal to taking a place witli them in Imc. The 
Provmaal Corps three m number differed only m name and numen 
cal strength from the Bngadc — their cfBacncy was complete. 

3. At the penod above adverted to or after the war m 1817 
a selection was made of 3 000 of the Rajas horse which were 
placed under the orders of European officers to whom was entrusted 
the arduous and dehcate task of introduang amongst them a degree 
of reform and disaplmc suited to their peculiar haoits and character 
and such as would render them safe and useful Auxiliaries This 
task was most successfully accomplished, and the Corps of Horse 
which has just been transterred to His Highness the Raja m a state 
of complete effiacncy has frequently been pronounced by well 
qualified judges to be equal to any crops of the kind that can be 
named elsewhere. 

4. The European officers arc now proceeding to join their rcs- 
peenve Regiments their conduct during the twelve years they have 
served His Highness has been excellent and presents the gratifying 
retrospea of a pure active and zealous performance of the respon 
Bible duties dcvolvmg on them m the exerasc of which they have 
acquired for themselves the approbatton of their Biipenors and the 
esteem and goodwill of their men The feelmg of mutual regard 
subsisting between the officers and men alike honourable to both 
was strongly exemplified m the regret shown by the latter at their 
separation from their European officers on the abolition of the ser 
vice, a feelmg which could only have arisen from a strong connec- 
tion of the kmdness with which they had uniformly been treated. 

5 With these sentiments I perforra a pleasing duty m bnim 
mg to your nonce the conduct 01 such a mentonous body of om 
cers and men and although in g ene r a l report like that now sub- 
mitted It would be impossible to mention the services of each mdi- 
vidual, I with propnety advert to the tiamca and services of 
Lieutenant-Colonel Jenkins Commandmg the force, of Lieutenant 
Colonel Hunter the Adjutant-General and of Majors Dal and 
Cameron commandmg the Bngadc and Horse. These officers 
claim particular notice from the responsible nature of the situations 
which they held and from the abic manner in which they filled 
them It would aUo be wrong to omit officers commanding Batta 
lions Rissalahs and Provmaal Corps who^ zeal and merits have 
been so conspicuous. 

6. On the whole, it may be asserted that the Auxiliary Force 
was remarkable for its high state of disaplmc and that ii possessed 
in an eminent degree all the most essential qualities of an effiaent 
hfilitary body 

7 I must also take the present opportunity of bringing to your 
notice the long scr^ ices and merits of Major tssacks who Im been 
■employed as an Assistant at this Rcsldoicy for upwards of ten yean. 
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111 addition to the oidmary duties of this appointment, Major Isacks 
president for many years on the sudder court in the city, the labori- 
ous and complicated duties of winch he conducted with great dih- 
gcncc and ability and m a mannei to obtain foi him the approba- 
tion of Ml Jenkins and the goodwill and confidence of the inhabi- 
tants of Nagpur 

8 Majoi Isacks as Assistant m the Territorial Department 
has usually had under his exclusive management all the detailed 
accounts of the districts involving the task of maintaining a con- 
stant watch and check over levenuc expenditure of every kind as 
well as superintending and con ti oiling the disbursements of the 
Government m all its branches Major Isacks has also held the 
situation of Pay Master to the Raja’s forces for seveial years and 
m addition to his regular appointments he has frequently had the 
duties of the other Assistants to perform on occasions of tlieir 
absence, from sickness In every situation m which he has been 
placed Major Isacke’s zeal, diligence and general capacity for busi- 
ness, have gamed for him the unqualified approbation of his 
superiors 

9 The meiits and services of the different superintendents 
have already been brought to the notice of Government m the 
different despatches of Mr Jenkins and Mr Wilder, and I have no 
hesitation m saying that I cordially concur m the praises which have 
been bestowed on their excitions by those Gentlemen The present 
highly flourished state of the country, the regularity and facility 
with which the revenues aie collected, and the raie occurrence of 
Robberies and enmes of magnitude within the Raja’s territories 
speak more forcibly than any testimony of mine could of the zeal 
and ability with which the civil administration of these territories 
has been conducted The kind and conciliatory demeanour of the 
superintendents, their regular habits of busmess, and above all, the 
character they have acquired for readiness m listening to and re- 
dressing complaints have secured to them the attachment of the 
people at large who, it is not to he doubted, will deeply regret their 
absence 

10 In adverting to the general success which has attended 
our exertions m the civil administration of the country, I consider 
It a duty to mention the name of Major Cameron who was superin- 
tendent for several years of the extensive and valuable territory in 
the neighbourhood of Nagpur transferred to the direct authority 
of His Highness m June 1827 The system established and matured 
by that officei for the collection of the Revenues and for the 
administration of justice and Police continues unimpaired under the 
Native authorities, the assessments fixed by him have suffered no 
dimunition and the revenues continue to be collected with facihty 
and regularity These successful results must be mamly attributed 
to the able and judicious measures adopted by Major Cameron 
whilst superintendent of the district and to the sound principles on 
which he acted

I have the honour to forward two depositions of a man named 
Imamec, dctailmg the operations of two gangs of Thugs whom he 
accompanied m nvo cxp^itions through the Hyderabad temtones 
The mformation they contain may be useful if the public autho- 
rltlei under that Government should be disposed to avail themselves 
of It 
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Imamee’s deposition of the igth August 1831. 

In the month of Poos (Dcccmbei), near five years ago, Roshan 
Jemadai with six followers left their houses m the village of Dhorra 
in Jhansi on a Thug expedition to the South and I jomed the gang

Two boys adopted of Roshan’s 

We proceeded to Chandwaha m Berar where we fell in with 
two Mohammedan travellers on their way from Hyderabad to 
Lucknow They were persuaded to jom us and we rested with 
them at a small village on the bank of a nala one Coss from 
Chandwaha About ten at night they were both strangled under 
the tamarind tree where we encamped, it was about five hundred 
paces from the village We took the bodies to the Nala to bury 
them but while pulling them m the grave, a man of the Dhere cast 
came up, and we all ran off leavmg the bodies exposed I, Pan 
Khan, Khumali, and Roshan’s two boys were employed m burying 
the bodies and Jamal and Khumali strangled, aided by Paun Khan 
and Roshan 

We found a pony, sword, gun, brass plate, a Lota, clothes, and 
gold weighmg ten rupees, but when we ran off we left all but the 
gold behind us and many of our own thmgs We proceeded on to 
EUichpur where I was t^en ill, and my friends left me, and pro- 
ceeded on towards Gujrat When I recovered from my fever I 
went to Ingoh, to visit an old acquamtance Shaikh Imamee Havddar 
who is the son of a Thug, and has himself followed the trade He 
has now got promoted, and gets Certificates from gentlemen for his 
old friends the Thugs who visit Ingoh, and receives money for 
them I remained with him four days, after which I proceeded to 
Malegaon where I fell m with Shadi Khan Jemadar and his gang — 
Futte Khan his son, Himmat Khan, Gorha his sister’s son, Dorah 
Khan. Baz Khan, Nathoo Khan, Peearie Khan, Joneyt Khan, 
Shaikh Burhoo, father-m-law of Fateh Khan, all residents of the 
Dukun I jomed this gang, and came with them to the village of 
Basim, wheie we encamped near a temple on the border of a tank 
We here met foui Hindu travellers from the Cantonments on the 
Koree Nuddee. Sadee Khan persuaded them to jom our party and 
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provided them with wood for cookmg their dinners. They ate and 
m the cvenmg Sheikh Gurhoo was sent to search for a Bcle or place 
to murder or bury them and came back and reported that he had 
found a nala m a lungle about a coss m advance on the road We 
all started about Miornght and on reaching the Bcle the four 
travellers were strangled by — 

Dorab Khan, Pecarce Khan, Baz Khan, Futch Khan Shaikh 
Gurhoo Himmat Khan, aided by Gorha, his sisters 
son and Sadi Khan. 

The bodies were buned near the spot and got from them four 
hundred KaJdar Rupees four turbans, four Dupattas two Chadders 
of red broad doth, tour bras* plates four lotahs and two swords. 

We returned to the village of Basim but did not rest we went 
on to Jalna and after restmg started for Jalgaon, which is about 
seven cosa from Jalna. We fell m with two men belonging to mcr 
chants of Jalna proccedmg towards Aurangabad with cloths upon a 
pony We travelled tog^er and on reaching Jalgaon they took 
up their lodgings m the Bazar and wc halted outside the village. 
Shadi Khan lomed them m the Bazar and on his report we deter 
mmed to follow zind murder them Wc joined them the next 
mommg and rested with them at a village with a fon about six 
coss from Jalgaon In the evening Sh alh Gurhoo ^vas sent to 
search for ^e and on his return reported that he had found a good 
place at a naln on the road about one coss and a quarter from the 
viUage. Wc all started together about three m the mommg and 
on reachmg the Nala they were strangled by Gorha and Baz IQian 
aided by ^cikh Gurhoo and Shadi Khnn. Wc buned the bodies 
m the hfala, and on opemng the packages found eighty Turbans, 
one hundred Sehlas with gold borders. After this affzur wc dis- 
persed for the season those who resided m the Dulnm went to their 
respective homes and Shakh Gurhoo and myself cam e to Amraoti 
where wc met Sahib Khan Jemadar Gulab Khan Jemadar and 
Hmgan Khan Jemadar with seventeen followers, all residents of the 
vicimty of Hyderabad. Wc here fell m with two travellers one a 
Kurmi and the other an Ahir who had come from a distance to see 
thar relations who wer e Scpahccs. Sahib Khan mvcigled them to 
jom him at his lodgmgs and at 3 in the mommg wc all started 
wth them and kiUra them in a Nala about two coss from Amra oti 
m a jungle, we buned the bodies and found fifty rupees upon them 
and returning to Amraoti divided the money I left that gang 
on my way home and came to Nandgaon when Lai Khan Jemadar 
and a great many of his Thug folloivcn reside. They w er e old 
acquaintances of mine after which I left them with a ivoman called 
Gnnga, a resident of Nadua Khcra one coss from Jalna to which 
place I went with her She is herself one of the most notonous 
and expert Thugs of the country and keeps a good many of Thugs in 
her service and she wanted to entertain me but I wished to return 
home and refused. I was absent on this expedition a year 
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Deposition of Imamee on igth August 1831 

About four years ago I left my home m the village of Sajan- 
pore m Jhansi with Noor Klian Jemadar and a small gang of seven 
Thugs to proceed on an expedition to the south, we were —

Lack and Parsu aided hy Dhaimoo and Moti Ahir 

They were buned in the giave and we got from tliem 15 Rupees 
of Nagpur coinage and nothing else except Hoondies which were 
thrown away 

From Boregaon we went to Dewalgaon, where we fell m with 
one hundred Thugs under Kuporee Kdian Jemadar and Ganga 
Jemadarm (female Jemadai) We prevailed upon a Munshi and tus 
three servants on their way from Aurangabad to Unterbede (the 
Dooab) to join our encampment m the giove outside the village 
and treated them with civdity but at mght they were strangled by —

aided by otheis whose names I forgot We got a poney of a bay 
colour that tlie Munshi rode upon, 3 brass plates, 3 brass jugs, 
I Degcha, 2 Swords, some cloths and one hundred rupees of 
Shumsheiee coinage and some Hundies which we threw away 

Thence we all proceeded together to Aurangabad, where we 
fell m with four travellers with whom a party of thirty started the 
next morning and halted at the village of Saugmere about 7 coss

Sadt and Danyao of our gang aided m burying the bodici, 
and we found on them 40 Rupees weight of gold and one hundred 
rupees m coul We returned to Aurangabad and lomcd the rest 
of our ^ng Here a man by name Hormat Khan afion Mungulcea 
formerly by caste Gururcca and a Thug by trade but now a Mussai 
man and a Sipahcc m a Regiment at MaJegaon but then on duty 
at Aurangabad He recognized us as old acquaintances, and 
threatenme; to have us all seized made us give up property to the 
amount 01 five hundred rupees before be would let us go 


We separated after this and Ganga and Kupore Khan with 
their gang went towards Amraon and we proceeded towards Nagar 
On amvine at Someree four coss from Nagar we halted close to a 
chowkee of Bheels about a quarter of a coss from the village and 
at night this guard joined by their Bheel friends plunder^ our 
camp and wounded me on the nght shoulder Noor Khan on the 
right temple and Danyao on the calf of his leg We all fled icaving 
our property on the ground and dispersed but having previously 
a g r eed to reassemble at Amraoti m case we should be dispersed 
I proceeded to that aty where I found my companions. Here were 
17 and fell m with Chotec Jemadar at the head of a gang of twenty 
thugs.

The following memoiandum is drawn out at your desire 

Yesterday at youi request I proceeded to the palace m conse- 
quence of the leported dangerous illness of His Highness the 
Raja’s infant son, to afford medical aid if agreeable to the parties 
On arriving there about a quarter past eleven O’clock ami was 
immediately admitted and found the child in a high fever with 
great oppression of breathing I was mfoimed he had been m 
tins state, since eleven O’clock of the precedmg night with frequent 
attacks of strong convulsions, one of which, I had m a few minuted 
an opportunity of observmg, at this period also he had a copious 
evacuation of an unhealthy appearance and his attendants said he 
had several of the same kmd during the night and at the commence- 
ment of this alarming disorder he vomitted once or twice From 
the severity of the convulsions and great heat of skin I determmed 
at once on having recourse to a Hot Bath and the use of calomel 
and urged the necessity of the former bemg prepared mstahtly 
Orders were given for it, hut, consultations among themselves took 
place and I was told the Baka Baee’s consent was necessary, delay 
was the consequence, notwithstanding my earnest entreaties 
Remedies had been administered by the native physicians and it 
was evident there was an aversion to my doing any thing This 
we learned more fully after your aiiival, when you endeavoured 
by persuation and argument to prevail on His Highness the Raja 
to follow my recommendation Even .after this half an hour elapsed 
before consent was given When I first arrived the infant was 
sensible to external objects and when I examined his mouth, he 
sucked my finger — now his eyes had become fixed and feet cold, 
but no dimmution of heat of body, his breathing was laborious witb 
a tendency to stertor, all mdicatmg a fatal termination At this 
juncture it was hinted to me, if I had no hopes, it would be advis- 
able not to interfere but as consent had been granted I still deemed 
it proper to give the lemedies alluded to a trial — accordingly the 
inrant about ^ to one O’clock p m was immersed m a hot bath, 
for two minutes, and after being taken out and weU dried three 
grams of calomel were given, which were partly swallowed with 
difficulty He then drank a little milk and with the exception of 
the breathing appeared better, masmuch as, the skin was more 
romfortable to the feel, the feet became of a natural warmth, and 
the excessive heat of body was considerably lessened In another 
hour I administered a similar doze of medicme, which I imagine 
remained in the inouth, as the infant did not show any signs' of 
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swallowing it The skin at this time felt soft and moist, but he was 
evidently becoming exhausted from the state of his breathmg 
which was more dcadedly of a stenorous character about a quar 
ler before 3 pm- he expired Immediately before this we were 
not permitted to be present nor after 

The mfant appears to have had slight fever two days previous 
to the first attadt of convulsion but m. other respects had been in 
good health since his birth m May lasL There were no signs of 
tcethmg and I conclude the convulsions etc. m all probability 
originated from irritation m the boivcls.

mention that in conformity to yom mstructions regaidmg the m- 
ci eased rewaid foi die apprehension of the late Rajah, as detailed 
m the above lettei, I have oidered pioclamation thereof to be made 
and shall for di with ciiculate copies to all pimcipal peisons through 
out the valley, as well as to the Gond chiefs withm the southern 
hiUs^ and it would be miieasonable to suppose, that so magmficient 
and permanent a lewaid would not have the fullest effect on any 
person or persons ivithin the above range, who may have the power 
of appiehendmg Appa Salub, but you aie aheady apprized that my 
intelligence goes to place him out of our leach m this quarter, and 
that Major Richards’s difficult movement only tended to make that 
pomt more certain, as well as piove the impiactabihty at this late 
time of the season to carry on combined operauons to effect the 
seizure of the ex-Rajah, even if he still remained m the interior of 
the Gond count! y, but being convmced he has not, I shaU therefore 
move tomorrow for our cantonments 

Should it become necessaiy at the proper season to undertake 
a hill campaign, either for gettmg possession of the person of die 
late Rajah, or to punish any of die Gond Chiefs who may have 
afforded him protecdon or otherwise become enemies to the British 
Government it would be essentially necessary, after obtammg the 
fiiUest information to frame and well digest a plan for the co-opera- 
tion of small detachments to close in on all sides by every accessible 
padi, howevei as it must at any season be an arduous task to pene- 
trate so wild a country foimed of lockey hills coveied with wood 
and jungle, without valley or table-land, and unfit for the residence 
ol men, it may therefoie appear advisable rather to concihate those 
Chiefs by every leasonable means You already know that the 
DiUem Rajah, the only Gond entided to diat appelation, was on the 
cession of the valley die first to come mto me to claim protection of 
the British Government and has ever since mamtamed the same 
friendly disposition, all the other Gond Chiefs m the valley and 
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joining the hills followed the Rajah & example, though some tardily 
and mth apparent reluctance lu the fear of vcngencc from Chmc 
Shah of Harrai who with the KiUedai of Chouragarh threatened 
to ravage the country of all who did not adhere to their party but 
the position I took up and the activity of our troops prevented and 
also punished them on every actempu 

Cham Shah, the Dewan of Joswant Smgh the Chief of Harrai 
has you know been our deaded enemy throughout, and on the late 
evacuation of Chouragarh he earned o 2 the KiUedar on account of 
what he demanded as due for hi* service* and it appear* both have 
followed the fortune* of the fugitive Appa Sahib After my gettmg 
possession of Chouragarh Jaswant Smgh the Chief of Harrai who 
had come to me to daim our protccnon, returned to hi* little Gume 
of Hume and be opened the gate to Major Cameron when he went 
there to mtcrccpt Appa Sahib m his flight but a* Cham Shah his 
uncle and Dewan la not only an enemy to us but a rebel to his 
Chief might not a couaidcrable reward he offered for his scmirc, or 
himself a pardon for past offence, on condition of delivenn? up the 
ex Rajah and something might also be offered for apprAendmg the 
faithless Sepoys. 

Your goodness will I am sure pardon the liberty of those sugges- 
nous on the hope they may prove of some 

and as you will have the opportunity or personal interview with

I sent Hirkarrahs a shon tune ago to Teiteira, 
which is at the western extremity of this (hstncL They were 
informed that Kirat Smgh had not been there for a conflidcrable 
time and they could not Icara that any measure# had been taken 
for collecting armed men. m that neighbourhood. On the 
northern ba^ of the Nerbudda as far as this district extends all 
the ghats arc watched, and if the people employed for this 
purpose can be depended on no armed men even mdinduals can 
cross without ray knowledge. Mr Montgomenc has taken 
similar measures for guarding the southern Nmk of the nver in 
Its course beyond the limits of this district I do not apprehend 
therefore that any considerable numbers can pass over to the 
enemy At all events the utmost extent of Kccrat Smgh s means 
IS very limited, and I think it still doubtful whether he has ever 
entertamed the designs impute to him. You arc aware that 
information lately Stained by Mr Montgomenc imphcatcs

Neemma Patra Khalaul of Boordei states, that he went m 
search of his bullocks 15 days before tlie Dussera, that he followed 
them to Paclimarhi, from tlience he went to Raukeire where he 
was detained for three months, being of bemg m the ser- 

vice of the Fermgies, that Appa Saheb was brought from Patakol 
near Harrai, by Mohan Singh who wrote to Laula Takoor of Kiery 
near Futtypoor who together with the three Rajahs of the latter 
place, continued to send supphes of gram for three months by 
mght laden on BuUocks, tliat Futty Shah, Amaun Smgh of 
Futtypoor and Laula Takoor, professed their friendship and had 
meetmg with Captain Roberts at Bunkene near Futtypoor whilst 
the third Rajah, Lachman Smgh, had a meetmg with Appa Sahib 
and that he contmued to send them supphes of gram at the persua- 
sion of Mohan Smgh and that there continued to arrive 20, 50 and 
100 Bullocks loads every eighth or tenth night by the Futtypoor 
and Sohagpur roads 

He states that he obtained his hberty about 20 days ago, at

even clothed waa scUmg at an average of about 5 seers 

per rupee at that pnee could not always be procured. He 

says also that at Pachmartu where the cxRa]a resides no 
are stationed 4 or 5 Deserters from the Company reside in the 
village with Appa Sahib the remamder about 15 arc with the army 
whi< 5 i assembled between the Pagara Ghat and .and near 

the Dunwah River 

He states that Dajec a Brahmm has the chief control of the 
Army which is by no means m a mutmuous state, that occasionally 
birdairs go to Appa Sahib and make their complamt of want of 
food, etc. That is issued to his adherents.

Shaikh Ahmed Ah, states that he served as a Horseman under 
Chain Shah for a period of three years pi 101 to the arrival of Appa 
Sahib into die Mahadco Hills That he was strongly recommend- 
ed by his master Cham Shah to die Ex-Rajah as a faidiful person 
and received his favour accordingly That he was frequently 
employed by Appa Sahib to proceed with valuables into Bhopal 
for the purpose of levying troops for the service of the Ex-Rajah 
That in five trips, he brought into the hills not less than five or 
six hundred atturs to flock to Appa Salnb’s standard 

That m consequence of the defect and loss sustamed at 
Chauragarh and Futtehpur together with the condition 

they were in from want of pay and scarcity and high price of gram 
desertions became so numerous that the followers of Appa Sahib 
were latterly reduced to 2, 000 men, who at length becommg tur- 
bulent and unruly pay (particularly the Arabs) and fore- 

seeing also the approach of the Enghsh from every side. Shaikh 
Ahmed All was the cause of the Ex-Rajah resolution to 

attempt his escape, which he effected as follows — 

He descended from Pachmarhi to the Paggara where

Translation of a Proclamation issued by Brigadier General Sir John 

Malcolm, KCB and KLS. 

The English Government have long bcfoie bad to be displeased 
with Jeswant Rao Lar Killcdai of Asscci Garh because he gave pio- 
tection to their enemy and to plunderers but a rcgaid for the Maha- 
raja Dowlat Rao Suidhia prevented his being pumshed. That prince 
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however promiicd to call Jeswant Kao Lar to Gwalior and for that 
purpose requested and obtained a paMpon from the British Rcsid 
cut. This Jeawant Rao Lar has haa some time in his possession and 
when he saw the British Armies advancing in pursuit of their 
enemy Appa Sahib (formerly the Raja of Nagpur) Scctoo Pindan 
and other disturbers of the public peace. He at the same moment 
NTTOtc to General I>o\cton that he meant to proceed towards Gwahor 
on the i8th of February and applied to nun for a Passport and 
Chappr^see which he obtained for the General thought him smccre, 
and 1 thought so also as he wrote me he ivas coromg on that day and 
meant to visit me, but he had no such intcndon He wrote in reply 
a fcKjlish pretext for delay about some cloths which he said he had 
ordered for the Maharaja Dawlnt Rao Smdhia not bang ready 
when this foolish excaise came I informed him that Howlat Kao 
Smdhia had on the 3rd of February told the English Resident at 
hia Court that he had that day sent a posmve order for him to 
come to Gwahor which if he did not attend to he wished the 
English Government to coerce his obedience.

4 Dunng the progre ss of these transactions any communlca 
non of the Governor General s opinion and instructions cxccptmg 
m such general terms os should apprize you of the pnnaples by 
which it was desired that your proceedmgs should be regulated and 
tfic objects to which they should be directed* were manifestly un 
necessary In the constantly changing state of a ffair s the trans- 
mission of preasc instructions on each particular circumstance 
would have only tended to embarrass your proceedings and ob- 
struct the excrasc of your judgment on the spot, even if the dist 
ance of the Governor Gcncrala position from the scene of opera 
tions and the great difficulties of communication owing to the 
disturbed state of the county had not presented msurmountable 
obstacles to any such plan.

ion of an imprcs’iion highly honourable to the national charactci 
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8. Hie operations just referred to abundantly justified the 
confidence reposed in our Sepoys, and displayed the incorruptible 
integrity with which they had resisted all the arts employed to 
assail their fidelity The Governor General perceived with great 
satisfaction the manner m which the exemplary conduct of 
Jamadar Shaikh Hussain and private Han Bhai were marked, and 
rewarded by the Government of Bombay, and the just applause 
conferred on the nhole body. 

9 It IS not necessary to follow your narrative through the 
subsequent pursuit of the Peshwa’s army, the obstacles which 
opposed the adoption of the plan of forming one division for pur- 
suit and another for the reduction of Forts and the occupation of 
tlie countr}^ the indirect attempts to negotiate made by the Peshwa 
and repelled by you during this piuiod, and the subsequent junction 
of the Dnisions of Brigadier-General Smith and Pritzler m the 
vicinity of Satara, uhere the new distribution of the force was 
finally effected 

10 The determination to occupy the time necessarily allotted 
to the formation of this plan, and to the refreshment of the troops 
after their long pursuit m the reduction of Satara, was most judi- 
ciously conceived and successfully executed The result was of 
essential importance to the general success of our measures by the 
consequence attached to the place, and the opportunity its Captain 
afforded of declaring the resolutions of the Governor-General 
relative to the future condition of die Rajah and his family 

1 1 While engaged m the pursuit of the Peshwa’s Army, you 
have received my dispatch of the 15th of December, prescribing the 
principles and outlines of the system which His Lordship had on 
mature deliberation resolved to substitute for the ancient Govern- 
ment of the territories forming the Poona State, that plan had been 
judiciously kept secret by you till some serious impression should 
be made on the Peshwa’s power, and the general feeling of the 
country and the conduct likely to be pursued by the Chiefs 
should be ascertained The period for disclosing our views and 
for carrying them into effect was now fast approaching, and the 
capture of Satara afforded favourable opportunity of promulgatmg 
our intentions in connection with the declared establishment of a 
new state for the Rajah, which formed an impo;:tant feature of the 
plan 

12 The public declaration made by you at Satara of the 
intention of formmg a state for the Rajah, of which that place was 
to be the capital, and your discourse to the principal relations and 
titular officers of the Raja who could be assembled on the spot, was 
entirely approved The partial promulgation of the proclamation 
of the nth of February, and the more extended circulauon which 
you afterwards gave it, when before Smgarh, were considered by 
His Lordship to be very judicious and well timed The document 
Itself exhibits a distmct view of the falsehood, ingratitude, and 
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treachery of Baji Rao ably di*playing the irrefragable grounds of 
justice and policy which led the Governor-General to detenmne on 
deposing him on abolishing the olEcc and name of the Peshwa, 
and on annexing his temtoncs, with certain excepnons, to the 
dominions of the Bnoab Government. The assurances held out of 
sccunty of property to all holders of Enaums or other lands of 
protecoon to r^giom establishments and toleration of every sect 
of a moderate and equitable assessment of the lands the abobtion 
of the farming system and of the other abuses in the old practice, 
arc eminently judiaoua and proper m themselves nor were they 
less deserving of praise as calculated to create a just impression of 
our prmaples of Government, smd to reconcile the inhabitants to 
the change of rule. The pams you have taicn to confirm these 
impressions and your wise and succcssftU efforts to conciliate the 
pnnapal Bramins and other persons of weight and c^iscquencc 
duxmg your visit to Poona and Wai, are highly approv^ by the 
Governor-General who has perceived wiih gr^ sansfaetjon the 
beneficial consequences of this procedure. The promise of pardon 
and protection neld out m the prodajnauon to all persons who 
should quit the standard of Bajcc^o within two montns from that 
date, and the daumaation of forfatuxe and punishment to all such 
as shall not come m withm the prcsaibed period, are also highly 
approved The subsequent extension of the terms, and the general 
amnesty afterwards proclaimed by you for all those who left the 
Peshwa, even at the latest penod on the condition of their remain- 
mg at home and not disturbing the peace of the country were 
equally humane and pohtic 

13 The effect of the measures now referred to was most 
matcnally and opportunely promoted by the success of Brigadier 
General Smith s spmtcd attacl. on the P^hwa s Army on the aoth 
of February at Ashta and the consequent release of the Rajah of 
Satara, whom you were thus enabled to bnng forward personally 
as the recognized head of the new state. Your Lmd and soothing 
attentions to the Ra^a and his ferafly and your consideration for 
thdr comfort and dignity as well as the corresponding conduct 
towards them of Bngadier-General Smith could not but receive the 
approbation of the GoTemor-Gcncral "iour reasons for mvirmg 
the Rajah to accompany you with General Pntzler s force instead 
of shutting hirascir up m Satani, ivcrc perfectly conclusive. I shall 
m a tubs^uent part of this dispatch adi-crt to your provisional 
arrangements r^^mg the Government of the new state of Satara 
and communicate to you His Lordship 1 sentiments and resolutions 
on the sevcril questions connected with this important and 
interesting branch of the new settlement. 

14. The successful commencement of the new plan of opera 
tions by the defeat of the Peshwa in the field the liberation ot the 
Raja of Sanra and the death of GoKhla whose energy and vigor 
lumulatcd by the certainty that his case vrai desperate, had been a 
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main source of the confidence and perseverance of the enemy, were 
now followed by the successive reduction of the forts m the vicinity 
of Poona, and subsequently by tlie capture of the important fortress 
of Wassota, marked by the iclcase of the families of the Ra]a of 
Satara and his brothers and Lieutenant Morrison and Hunter, who 
had been faithlessly attacked and made prisoners at the commence- 
ment of hostilities These events afforded the fairest ground for 
hope of the early accomplishment of the objects of the war 

15 It was witli a high degree of satisfaction that the Governor- 
General obseri^ed the intermediate surrender to detachment, sent 
by Brigadier-General Pntzler of die several forts m the vicmity of 
Wai and the subsequent occupation of most of those m the direc- 
tion of Satara, which speedily placed the whole of that part of the 
country in our hands, and allowed of the greater part of Brigadier- 
General Pntzler’s from being united with diat of Brigadier-General 
Munro, thus enabling the latter officer to prosecute with augmented 
means, the remaining operations confided to him 

16 The Governor-General had marked with equal pleasure 
and admiration the success of Brigadier-General Munro’s measures 
for expelling the Marhatta Government from the country to the 
south of the Kisma, and the occupation with his very inadequate 
means of the whole of the possessions of the Peshwa and of Gokhla 
to the southward of that river His Lordship highly approved of 
the manner m which you availed yourself of the authority conveyed 
to you m my dispatch of the 15th of December to invite the 
assistance of Bngadier-General Munro m the execution of any part 
of the general plan m which you might desire to avail yourself of 
his experience, abilities and reputation The reasons assigned by 
Brigather-General Munro, and assented to by you, for postponmg 
the seige of Nepamy till after the reduction of Sholapore, and the 
defeat and capture of the Peshwa’s infantry and Guns, appeared to 
be conclusive The performance, m a manner so honourable to 
our arms, of the latter service, having enabled Bngadier-General 
Munro to return to the Southward of the Kistna, His Lordship 
trusts that notwithstandmg the arcurastances which compelled 
him to solicit conditional permission to withdraw, he may be able 
to complete his plans for the settlement of that country and of the 
affairs of the Southern Jagirdars It is at all events. His Lordship’s 
hope that he will be able to put both those arrangements m such a 
tram as shall greatly facilitate their ultimate accomphshment, 
should the Government unfortunately be depnved of his services 
before they are completed The reduction of Nepamy wiU, of 
course, under the circumstances of Appa Desai’s return and receipt 
of your permission to repair thither, have been abandoned 
altogether 

17 You have been apprized of the sentiments entertamed and 
expressed by the Governor-General regarding the refusal of the 
Government of Fort St George to reinforce Bngadier-General 
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Munro and even actually recalling the troops which the officer com- 
manding m the ceded distnca had ordered to jom him. No 
further remarts on the subject arc necessary m this place, than that 
your urgent and repeated appheauonfl to the Government of Fort 
St. George to afford that aid were perfectly justified by the orcum 
stances of the ease, and by the nature of the powers you held from 
the Governor-General and were entirely approved and sancticined 
by His L/ordship 


i8 The operations of the separate detachments commanded 
^ Lieutenant-Colonel Deacon Lieutenant-Colonel Eldndge, anci 
Captam Baston m redueme forts to the Northward of Poona and 
estabhshmg our authority throughout those parts of the country m 
which they acted, ivere viewed with much satisfacoon and approba ^ 
non by the Governor-General, as were the judiaous commimica 
Dons held by Captam Baston with certam BhU Chiefs and with the 
people of the countries m the neighbourhood of the operaQons of 
ms detachment 


19. The contmued pursuit of Bmi Raos Army Bngadier 
General Smith and the advance of Ihs Excellency oir Inomas 
Hislop from the Northward, havmg compelled him to maie a rapid 1 
movement to the Eastward beyond the frontier of his former 
possessions and the expectation of profiting by the union of his 
lorces with those of the late Rajah of Nagpur with whom a plan 
of jomt operations had been concerted, havmg led Bap Rao to a 
great distance the juncture was pccubarly favourable for the active 
prosecution of arrangemenrs for rc-cstablishmg our authority 
throughout the countty and was promptly and judiaoualy cm 
ployed by you. It very soon became apparent, that Baji Rao had 
ceased to possess and hold on the coimtry and that hoivcvcr the 
complete settlement of it might be deferred or mteirupted while 
he could yet keep the field there was LttJc probability of his bemg 
able to offer any senous resistance to our plans, while the great 
body of the people ivas formed to acknowledge our rule, and almost 
all me pnnapal fcudatoncs of the state had declared in our favour 

20 . The ffubsctjucnt defeat of Baji Rao by Lieurcnant-Col , 
Adams disasters which followed it and the dispersion of his army 
the defccaon of his brother and the pnnapal Chiefs who had still 
adhered to him, ivith one or two exceptions speedily realized these 
d tpectations and proved that every prospect of recovering his , 
domimons had bcoi abandoned by Baji Kao and by those most 
closely umted to him. It may hoped that his subsequent 
surrender and removal from the Deccan hnK finally and completely 
broken all connection between him and his former sub|ecti and 
possessions. 

21 The mstnicuons issued by you to Bngadier-Gcneral 
Doveton and to Bngadicr-Gcncral Smith for the guidance of their 
conduct durmg this latter penod are highly approved by the 
GoTcmor-Gcncral- Your dinxnons to Bngadicr-G^cral Doveton 
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to lose no lime m beseigmg Asiigarb, should Ba]i Rao have retired 
to that foiticss with an army or lendcicd his icception theie m any 
mannei the means of piolonging the war, was cntiicly consonant 
with the views and wishes of the Governoi -General with i elation to- 
the supposed case On the other hand your reserving for tlie deci- 
sion of the Go\crnor-Gencral the question of attacking Asir in any 
arciimstanccs admitting of delay and referring exclusively to His 
Lordship’s policy with rcgaid to Sindhia as distinct from the prose- 
cution of the war against Baji Rao, was extiemely well judged 

22 The pill suit by Brigadier-General Smith, and by detach- 
ments of his force, of the retiring parties of the Peshwa’s Army was 
perfectly judicious, and the conduct of Captain Davis, who com- 
manded one of those Detachments, on the occasion of his coming 
up with Chimnajce and Appa Desai, as well as the discipline and 
forbearance ciinccd by the troops, is highly creditable to that officer 
and to the Detachment under his command 

23 The successful progress of our arms in die Konkan, under 
the immediate orders of the Right Hon’ble the Governor in Council 
of Bombay, is a feature of the late opeiations, which cannot be 
overlooked by His L-ordship without injustice both to the eneigy 
and vigor of the measures pursued by the Right Hon’ble the 
Governor in Council and to the judgment, activity, gallantry and 
professional skill of Lieutenant-Colonel Prothei and the Officers 
employed in that branch of the service These will be duly noticed 
by His Lordship m public ordeis, and His Lordship will have the 
satisfaction of expressing, in a direct address to the Right Hon’ble 
die Governor m Council, the high sense he entertains of the exer- 
tions made by the Government of Bombay from the commence- 
ment of the war to afford you the most effectual assistance in its 
power, and of the energy and vigor mth ivhich the reduction of 
the Konkan was effected under its orders The merit is the more 
conspicuous from the very inadequate force at the disposal of the 
Government of Bombay for these objects, especially at the outset 
of the war 

24 The energy and success of our operations m Gungterree 
and in Khandesh has been no less distinguished than m other 
quarters, and the conduct of Captain Briggs and of Lieutenant- 
Colonel Macdowall, and the whole of the officers and troops of the 
small detachment employed m that quarter, by which the whole of 
the country on both sides of the Godavery has been reduced, and 
the conquest of Khandesh nearly achieved, demands the warmest 
expressions of the Governor-General’s admiration The successive 
reduction of the strong and hitherto deemed impregnable fortress 
of Unkey Kajdher and Tnmbak by so small a body reflects the 
highest credit on the skill, energy and intrepidity of the officers 
and men The cheerfulness with which the troops endured the 
labour and privations to which, from the smallness of their num-

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bcT tUey were unavoidably exposed during these operations, 
deserves the highest praise. The check which our operauons before 
MaUtgory received through the extraordinary pertinaaty of the 
Garrison, and the inadequacy of our means for the success of the 
renewed operations which, according to pnvatc but apparently 
authentic advices, have terminated in the reduction of the fort. 
While the Governor-General laments the severe loss of brave officers 
and men sustained m the sciot of that fortress, His Lordship has 
the satisfaction of expressmg his unqualified admiration of the con- 
dua of the troops even when their efforts were not crowned with 
success. I am licwisc desired by His Lordship to state that, not 
withstandmg the want of success which attended our early opera 
nons agamst Malhgory His Lordship is satisfied that the considera 
nons which weighed with Captam Bnggs and Lieutenant-Colonel 
Macdowall to undertake the scigc of that place, at the time when it 
was determined on, were such as fully to jnstify the rcsolution- 
The exploits of the separate detachment employed m Khnndesh 
which have been brought to the Govcmor-Gaeral s nonce, have 
also received His Lordship s approbation 

25 The occupanon of that part of Khandesh which was ceded 
to the Bnosh Government by Holkar bavmg been connected with 
the conquest of the Peshwas possessions m that province, I am 
desired to take this opportunity of signifymg Hia Lordship s appro- 
banon of the measures pursued by Captain Bngw for that purpose 
after the conduct of Political Affairs m KhandSn devolved on him 
on the departure of His Excellency Sn Thomas Hislop 

26 The Governor-General desires me to convey to you his 
perfect approbation of the clear and pidiaous instructiona given by 
you to Captam Bnggs for his guidance m the occupation and settle 
ment of Khandesh the importance of the early removal from that 
province of the Arab soldiery was justly appreciated by you both 
uith respea to the obstacles to the easy occupation of tnc provmce, 
which their ivarlikc habits and turbulent spmt presented, and to 
the mfluence on the minds and dispositions of the inhabitants, 
which c a nn ot fail to be created by their bemg reheved from the 
odious and oppressive control exercised over uicra by a foreign 
soldiery You bavmg antiapatcd the Governor-Generals opimon 
on this point, and hanng authorized Captam Bnggs m all eases 
compatible with the objea of diffusing throughout the provmce a 
just impression of the Mwer of the Bnosh Government, to consent 
to their being conveyed with ihcir arms and property to Arabia at 
the expense of the British Government has met with His Lord 
•hip B cnorc approbauon The proclamation addressed by Captain 
Bnggs to the Arabs is m every respea m consonance with the 
Governor-General s views and although from unforeseen arcum 
stances the success of the measure* conneaed with it has not yet 
been complae, the justice of the ground on which they were deter 
mined on Is by no means shaken 
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27 Your directions to Captain Briggs legaiding the line o£ 
pioceedmgs to be obseived towards the Bhils are considered to be 
peifectly judicious His Lordship has remarked with much satis- 
faction, throughout tlie whole of your coriespondence with the 
ofhceis placed by you in charge of positions of oui newly acqmred 
teriitory The great importance you attach to the most unremit- 
tmg exertions for the conciliation of tlie inhabitants, and for lead- 
ing them to legal d the change of Government as a source of benefit 
and immediate leliet, as well as of future secuiity from the evil of 
anarchy to winch m Khandesh especially, the country has long 
been exposed 

38 The plan of operations proposed by Captam Briggs for 
the estabhshment of our authority throughout Khandesh and the 
movement of troops by which it was to be supported aie regarded 
by tlie Governoi-Geneial as being highly judicious, and Phs Lord- 
ship regrets, tliat cucumstances pi evented them from being carried 
into execution It is His Loidship’s hope, that the force which has 
now been allotted to the service of Khandesh, coupled with the 
1 eduction of Malhgory and its probable consequences, will enable 
Captam Briggs to enter on a legular and systematic plan for the 
subjugation of that pait of tlie piovmce which still resists our 
powei, and the settlement of the whole The arrangements made 
for sendmg succours to Kliandesh in conceit witli the Government 
of Bombay and Brigadier -Geneial Smith and latteily with Briga- 
diei -General Doveion, aie legaided by the Goiemoi -General vnth 
much approbation 

29 The general scope of your instructions to Captain Bnggs 
with regal d to the fumre Government of Khandesh is considered 
by the Go vemoi -General to be m all respects judicious, and adopted 
to the state of the country, and to the nature and novelty of our 
connection with it The judgment, abihty and prudence displayed 
by Captam Biiggs throughout the late seivices, justify the most 
confident expectation of the success of your views under his 
management 

30 His Lordship has been pleased to confirm the salary of 
Rupees 2,000 per mensem assigned by you to Captam Briggs and 
the authority you gave him to charge his expenses to an amount 
not exceedmg Rupees 1,500 per mensem Captam Briggs will of 
course have ceased to diaw his foimer salary from the date on 
which the piesent arrangement took ejffect The salary of 
800 Rupees per mensem assigned to the Assistant to Captam Briggs, 
is also sanctioned, and the Governor-Geneial has been pleased to 
confijrm the nomination of Captain Hodges to that duty 

31 The arrangements made by you for the provisional 
admmistration of the conquered territory between Khandesh and 
the Nevia, tlie foimation of the separate jurisdictions of Poona 
and Ahmednagar, the selecuon of ofiicers to mtroduce and admm- 
ister our authority mto those teintones, and the spirit and tenor 
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of the mstmcaons which you gave those officers for their gmdancy 
m the execution of the trust committed to them rcspcctivdy are 
all viewed by His Lordship 'with scntimcntfl of unqualified apprO' 
bation. 

3a The wisdom and justice of takmg for the basis of the new 
system of administration the existing mstitutions of the coimtrv 
except where they are mconsistcnt with reason and equity and of 
avoiomg any innovationB not indispensable for the removal of gross 
corruptions and abuses arc incontestable and the earnest desire 
ehoun for the conciliation of all classes of inhabitants the preset 
v'ation of their lust rights and the security of their persons and 
property the abolition of the fanmng system and all the mtolcr 
able grievances resultmg from it, and the mtroduction of a mode 
rate and eqmtable assessment, the abolition of odious and imjust 
taxes and the cstabhshment of the ready means of access to 
redress through the medium of institutions formed on models 
knoim to and respected by the people, together with the vigorous 
admini Stratton of the police through the same channels as vmc 
employed by the anaent Government, all these objects arc provided 
for by your mstructioiis to the provisional collectors and are calcu 
latcd to render the Bnush Government equally popular powerful 
and just 

33 I shall have the honour m a separate letter of acknowledg 
mg the receipt of your dispatches transmirtmg the reports of 
Captain Potimger and Captain Robertson the. Provisional CoUectors 
of Ahmcdnagar and Poona, and of conveying Ilis Lordships seise 
of their mentonous execution of the duties of their respective sta 
uons and his sentiments on any part of the proceedings of those 
officers on which the commumcanon of them may seem to be 
necessary 

34, The alloivanccs and establubmcnts authorized by you for 
the Proiunonal Collectors viz^ Rupees 3,000 per mensem with an 
addition of 500 Rupees when traveWig, arc entirely approved and 
sanctioned by the Governor-General. 

35 Those gentlemen will contmue to act m the capaaty you 
ha\c assigned to them until further orders and will proce^ without 
delay to make a settlement of the Revenue for the ensumg year 
and to ascertain the real resources of the country inth a ^ew to 
future and more permanent arran^nnentt 

36. His Lordship deems it cspcaally incumbent on him to 
nonce with approbation the conduct of Mr Coats, whose zeal 
him to offer nis services to you on th** first establishment of our 
authority in the atv of Poona and whose knowledge of the place 
and the confidence, reposed m him by the people rendered his 
assuiancc of great x'aluc in the infancy of our administration 
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37 His Lordship has particularly remarked, the attention 
paid by you to the suppression of plunderers m every pait of our 
newly acquired possessions, and tiie protected territory of the 
Rajah of Satara You justly attach the greatest importance to 
tins object, and tlie ample means you have placed at the disposal 
of the local authouties, and the vigour and judgment with which 
they appear to have been applied, will His Lordship hopes, leave 
die effect of completely subduing that spirit, which has naturally 
been fostered and encouraged by the events of die last season 
Your plans for the gradual conversion of the Mihtaiy classes from 
their present habits to diose of peaceful industry, for giving em- 
ployment to them m the mteival, and for sending back to their 
former occupations diose who, not strictly belongmg to the 
Militaiy class, have been encouraged to embrace that mode of 
life by the raeasuics pursued by die Peshwa before the war, and 
by die events diat have followed, are emmendy judicious, and will 
His Lordship doubts not, be attended with success in due time 
In the mean while the conduct of this part of the population will 
demand your vigilant attention You appear to have it m con- 
templation to reqmre or encourage the Raja of Satara, as weU as 
die great Jagirdars, to maintain, at least for a time, a stipulated 
quota of Horse as one means of effecting dns object, and His 
LiOrdship entirely concurs m youi opinion of the advantage of 
that measure 

38 His Lordship is happy to observe the reduction of 
Pritchutgarh in a manner highly creditable to Major Cunningham 
and the officers and troops under his command, and the partial 
successs that has already attended the operations undertaken by 
Captam Pottmger against Dharmaji Prataprao, which •will no 
doubt conduce to the attainment of the desirable object of sup- 
pressing systematic and organized plunder 

39 The settlement of the Konkan will have been under- 
taken by die Governor m Council of Bombay, under whose im- 
mediate orders it has been reduced It will be expedient to annex 
the northern portion at least of that conquest to that Presidency 
and possibly this may be the most advantageous mode of dispos- 
mg of the whole of the late Peshwa’s territories below the Ghats 
You will be pleased to take this question mto your considara- 
tion, and communicate your sentiments to the Governor m 
Council of Bombay who will be authorized to estabhsh the authori- 
ty of that Government m the Konkan to the extent you may re- 
commend The rest wiU remain under your management 
Should you be of opmion, that the whole of the Konkan should be 
placed under the authority of the Government of Bombay, then 
you are requested to correspond •with the Governor m Council 
relative to the most expedient Ime of boundary to be established 
between that district and the terntones which will remain under 
your management and those of the Rajah of Satara in any points 
m which the Ghats may not form a proper and natural boundary 
With the eventual exception of the Konkan, it is the mtention of 
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the Governor General that the whole of the temtory acquired 
from the Pcshwa, together with the ccssiona obtamed from HoDcar 
m Khan deah, shoula for the present be retamed imdcr your ci 
duaive management. Probably this will continue to be the 
arrangement imnl the final orders of the HonTilc the Court of 
Directors can be received on the whole question. Indeed, as Hia 
Lordship now contemplates the subject he will be mdined to re 
commend, that this system should contmue for at least two or 
three years but it is unnecessary to antiapatc, m this place, all 
the considerations which suggest themselvca to His lordships 
mind on this important quesnon 

40 The temtoncs to the South of the Kistna. have been 
under the entire management of Bngadicr General Munro and 
though His Lordship h^ not rcOTvcd any account of the details 
of that officer a operaaons for the settlement of the Civil adminis- 
tration of the distncta occupied by him, His Lordship s entire con 
fidcnce m the talents experience and discretion of Brigadier 
General Munro leave him no room for doubt or apprehension on 
the subject Should Brigadier General Munro be compelled to 
withdraw from the choxge, you will probably deem it advisable 
to eierase more direct control over the admimscration of those 
provinces, and will especially take the management of the South 
cm Jagirdars into your own hands aided to such extent, os you 
may 6nd convement and expedient, by Political Agent at Satara. 

41 The Governor General has given his particular attention 
to your correspondence with Bngadicr General Munro relative to 
the Southern Jagirdars and cnniely approve the prmaplcs on 
which you recommended that our policy towards them s^uld be 
regulated The justice of your views and expectations have 
al^dantly venfi^ by the early relinqmahmcnt of the cause of 
Bap Rao by the whole body of the Southern Jagirdars with the 
exception of Appa Desai and Rastiah and the raations of some 
of the others 01 inferior note, who appear to have been detained 
by compulsion. The active semens of those Chiefs against the 
Peshwa, was not to be expeded and thdr declaration m our 
favour and remammg qmet, was justly regarded by you as con 
shtuong such a claim to the bcncot of your declaration as to make 
11 highly expedient to admit it subject only to the right to require 
their assent to such modifications as we rmght desire not at van 
ance with the prmaplcs of the artidcs of I^dharpur 

A2 His Lordship concludes that Bngadicr General Munro 
will have proceeded to settle with the Jagirdars who come within 
the above description on this pnnaplc. Until the details of thnt 
officers proceedings shall be toown to the Governor General it 
VTOuld be premature to state any pamcular observations m addi 
non to the sanction now given to the general prinaplc of the ar 
nmgcraenL The foUowmg remarks, however will serve to show 
the general colour of His Lordship $ views vnth regard to these 
chiefs 
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43 The knowledge possessed by you, and Brigadier General 
Munro, of tlie mteiests and dispositions of the Jagirdars with 
relation to the Government and to each other, and the manner m 
winch their relations with us as well as among themselves can best 
be simplified and mipioved foi the benefit of all parties, will have 
enabled you to introduce the modifications that may be most con- 
duave to those objects The articles of Pandharpur and the 
Tynaut Zabitas to which the former have reference, seem sufBaent- 
ly to define tlie relations between the Government and the Jagir- 
dars and It IS not the mtention, or the wish, of the Governor 
General to extend over them any authority not countenanced by 
those engagements, while tliey shall continue faithful and obedient 
Above all, his Lordship has no design of mtroducmg mto the 
territories of the Jagirdars our system of admimstration m any 
of Its branches His Lordship conceives the British Government 
to be entitled, however, to require the establishment by the Jagir- 
dars tliemselves of such an mternal course of management as by 
mamtaimng the peace of their own districts shall prevent them 
from becoimng dangerous to the tranquillity of the neighbourmg 
possessions of the Government Some sapulations for preventing 
their lands from bemg converted into harbour for offenders en- 
deavourmg to escape the vigilance of our pohce will also be ex- 
pedient, and may justly be demanded 

44 His Lordship thinks it essential that the quota of Horse 
which the Jagirdars are bound to mamtam by the existing engage- 
ments shoidd be reduced to a standard, which will enable them 
really to keep them up His Lordship is aware, that this subject 
has received your attention When the quotas are once fixed on 
this improved principle, the Jagudars should be required to keep 
up the stipulated number with punctuahty, some regulations with 
regard to Muster and to the quahty of men and Horses will pro 
bably be necessary, but on all other points the Jagirdars will not 
be under any other restrictions than they were heretofore 

45 The case of Appa Desai, and of the other Chiefs who 
adhered to Baji Rao after the period mdicated m the proclama- 
tions and letters circulated by you, must be separately considered 
Appa Desai must, of course, forfeit Mohouly and Chidiory, which 
are to be transferred to the Raja of Kolhapur, whose fidelity and 
general good conduct has given him a strong claim to our con- 
sideration These districts must be relinqmshed by Appa Desai 
without eqmvalent, and mdeed Hrs Lordship apprehends, that 
he has justly subjected himself to the forfeiture of all his Saran- 
jarm lands It is a question, of which His Lordship will be de- 
sirous to receive the opmion of you and Brigadier General Munro, 
how far this measure should be enforced, and you wiU have con- 
sidered yourselves at liberty, under yom general powers, to deter- 
mme it on the spot His L.ordship thinks that, m no view of the 
case, ought A.jipa Desai to leceive back any part of the land tliat 
weie re'^umed by the Peshwa before the war, and that he should 
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also be deprived of the Chout aasigned to him m the temtonc* 
of the Nizam You will conndcr jrouTBclf at liberty however to 
relax the stnemess of this ptovision, if you deem it expedient on 
grounds of policy 

46 None of the Jagirdars appear to have merited the boon 
of an addiUQti to their former soranjamy held out as the reward 
of early and unequivocal declaration m our favour and active sup- 
port or our cause, and the Governor General sees no reason for 
diminishing the proper resources of the Govemment by such 
liberality to any of them. The Dcsai of Kittoor whose conduct 
appears to have given satisfaction to Brigadier General Munro 
from the beginmng may be an cicepaon and if you and Bn 
radicr Genci^ Munro should regard mm m this light. His Lord 
ship will be prepared to conhnn any grant you may make to bim. 

47 The Governor General is not prepared to state anything 
regardmg Rasn a, and the other Chicfe who have retired, until he 
shall revave a further commumcation of your views. The sm 
gular ingrautude and mcontistcncy of Rasua s conduct entitle him 
to DO conaidcrauon beyond what our motive of humanity may 
suggest 

4fl The Vinchoorkar having adhered to Baji Rao to the 
last houever creditable such conduct may be to lus fidelity to- 
wards his master he can have no claim to the kindness or the 
Bnnsh Government You arc aware that his former possessions 
in Hmdustan have been already alienated and that Oattcar has 
been represented by the Government of Bombay as consntoting 
80 valuable an accession to that country to render it highly m 
expedient to rclmqmsh u Anythmg that may be retained by 
the Vinchoorkar beyond his Enain lands which it is your purpose 
to leave c\cn to those who adhered to Baji Rao to the last, must 
be regarded as purely gratuitous. His Lordship is, mdecd, not 
\ct prepared to say whether any sudi favour will be expediently 
extendi to that Chief He has determmed to attend BaJi Rao 
to Hindustan and his conduct dunng the journey may perhaps 
in some degree affect the decision on his case. This is a pomt on 
which His Lxirdship %Ti 8 hes you to excrasc your judgment with 
reference to the influence, our conduct towards this chief and 
others similarly situated may have, on the mtcrcsts spcaally en- 
trusted to your charge. 

49. All the Jagirdars will be fcudatoncs of the Bntish Gov 
emment, with the exception of two or three, whom it may be 
expedient to place m that rebaon to the Rajah of Satara either 
on account of their conncctipn with that princes family the 
situation of thar bnds. or other considerations. It is an object 
to uphold his dignity by giving him this spcacs of supremacy 
over a certain number of Chias but His Lordship apprAcnds 
that a general transfer to him of the obligationi of the Jagirdaif 
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would be raisirlg him to an influence and autliority beyond what 
good policy would enjom, and it is moreover to be borne m mmd 
diat tile consent of the Jagirdars, generally, would be necessary 
to warrant such an arrangement witli reference to their mterest. 

50 The Jagirdars whom it is proposed to attach to the Raja 
are the Pratimdlii, tlie Pant Suchiv Jam Rao Nimbalkar, and the 
Rajali of Aukulkot. The condition of the Rajah of Akalkot may 
possibly be affected by the mterchanges for territory which it may 
be necessary to make with the Nizam for the improvement of the 
common frontier. 

51 I now proceed to state to yoti the sentiments of the 
Governor General on the arrangements you have made relative 
to the new state to be founded for the Rajah of Satara, and Ehs 
Lordship’s mstructions on such pomts connected with this subject 
as appear to require them 

52 His Lordship has perused with great satisfaction your 
instructions to Captain Grant, whose provisional appointment to 
conduct those arrangements and the affairs of the Raja is qmte 
approved by His Lordslup Your supposition, that His Lordship 
would VT-sh tlie extent and value of the territories to be assigned 
to the Rajah of Satara to be calculated to render that state the 
means of providmg for a portion of tlie soldiery of the country, 
and likewise of mamtammg some of the civil and religious orders 
whom It might be difficult to dispose of under our Government 
m addition to the objects speaally stated m my dispatch of the 15th 
of December, was perfectly correct 

53 The limits proposed by you for the state of Satara are 
entuely consistent with the views of the Governor General who 
does not conceive, that the objects of its estabhshment could well 
be answered if it were placed on an inferior scale. His Lordship 
would propose to carry it to the full extent of the ancient 
territory of the Peshwa Eastward, subject to such cessions and 
mterchanges of territories as it may be convenient to adjust with 
the Nizam It will be necessary. His Lordship imagmes, that th'e 
heads of the Ghats to the Westward should be possessed by the 
British Government In other respects, the whole territory, 
formerly belongmg to the Peshwa, between the Niera to the 
North of the Kistna and the Wama to the South of the Nizam’s 
possessions on the East and the Ghats on the West, will belong 
to the Raja of Satara, subject to the reservation above stated 
regarding the Jagirdars whom it wiU not be expedient to 'make 
dependent on the Rajah, although some of then temtones he* 
within the general hmits above described AU resumed lands 
withm these hmits wiU be annexed to the territories of the state 
of Satara The suggestions regardmg the lands of the Pm^inidhi 
and others contained m your mstructions are entirely cohcuifed 
m by the Governor General. 

D— 50 
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54. The course pointed out m your mstrucnona to Captain 
Grant of taking possession, in the fim instance, of the whole 
country in the name of the Bnoah Government, and the other 
measures directed to the assumption and maintenance of the 
tu|)rcinacy of that Government, arc entirely approved. Thu 
object must be kept m mmd m all the arrangements connected 
with the establishment of this state, and the Rajah must be 
taught to understand the true nature of his relations with the 
British Government, The General tenor of your mstruenons to 
Captam Grant on this pomt appear to be extremely well calculat 
cd for the purpose. T^ object must however be carefully k»t 
distmct from an habitual and systematic mtcrfcxcncc ■mtn the 
mtcmal adnunistranon of the country after it shall have begun 
to be conducted by the Rajah and ms immediate mmistcra. It 
appears to the Governor G^eral to be essential to the respect 
anihty of the Raj^ s Government, to its efficiency as a subordi 
natc ally of the Bnosh Government, and to the success of the 
whole arrangement, that while he is pohncally controlled by 
the Bntish power he should feel himself in his mtcnial Govern 
ment and the cxcrase of his authonty over bis own subjects free 
and independent. 


55 The arcumstances that may tend to fadhtatc or obstruct 
the compIcQon of the present arrangement arc correctly stated 
^ you, and the measures enjomed m your initnicoonB to Captain 
Grant for improving the one and countcractiDg the other are m 
aH rcfp<^ judiaous. The necessity for the general details of 
the amninistration bemg conducted by Captatm Grant, m the 
present mcxpencncc of the Rajah and his ministers is obvious, 
and the mid you have presenoed for his guidance m the 
fonnance of this important duty are perfectly approved. The 
pnnapld of Government on which they are lounaw should be 
carefully mculcatcd m the mmd of the Raiah and his ministerB, 
and should become then rule of action when the Raja shall 
assume the adminlttratioa of his own affiurs and it will be a matter 
of great satisfaction of the Governor General, to wimess the 
amral of the period when thu authonty may safely be r^ioscd in 
the Raja. With a view to fcalitatc it, and to secure as far as 
possible the success of the Rnias administration it seems ex 
pcdient that Captam Grant should endeavour to employ m the 
details of the Government those persons who would naturally be 
the instruments of the Rajah and who will thus acquire ex 
pcncncc and habits of busmcsi and a knowledge of those prma 
of Government by which the administratian of their native 
nince should be guided. 


56. The Ihie of conduct which you have directed Captain 
Grant to pursue toirards the Rajah and the members of his 
family is perfectly proper and considerate, being visibly calculated 
to wm his confidence and secure his nttachmenL Your opinion 
of the personal charaacr and disposition of the Raja, os as 
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it has yet developed itself is very encouraging, and His Lordship 
IS happy to perceive from one of your later dispatches, No. 76, 
the Captain Grant was gradually getting the better of the defects 
observed by you in the Court of Satara. 

57. Captam Grant’s success in reducing Forts and in brmg- 
mg the country generally into order, as reported in his dispatches 
to you, of which copies have been transrmtted to the Governor 
General, and the general aspect of affairs m that quarter, have 
afforded the Governor General mucli satisfaction 

58. The restraints to be imposed on the Rajah’s foreign 
correspondence are a'necessaiy result of the relation m which he 
stands towards the British Government They ivill, of course, 
not be enforced in a manner to wound his feelmgs and if the 
object and nature of them be skilfully rendered tamihar to his 
mind. It IS not probable, that tliey will be regarded as in any 
degree irksome 

59 It does not appear necessary to touch on any other points 
of your instructions to Captain Grant, which appear throughout 
to partake of the same correct and enlightened views of humanityj 
and pohey which have characterized your general admmistration. 

60 When the boundaries are settled, and the extent of the 
Rajah’s territories and tliat to remam m Jagir dependent on him 
IS defined, it will be expedient to reduce the conditions of the 
grant, and the several provisions with which it is accompamed, 
to the form of a treaty, with a specification of the lands forming 
his possessions It will be necessary also to settle the amount and 
description of the Rajah’s mihtary estabhshments, with a view 
both to the general efficiency of his Government, and to the 
object of providmg for a posmon of the Marhatta Sirdars and 
soldiery whose habits will render them [unfit for employment 
under our Government These definitive engagements may, hovr- 
cver, be expediently postponed till the practical success of the 
arrangement has been m some measure ascertamed 

61 The salary of 2,000 rupees per mensem assigned by you 
to Captam Grant, with permission to charge his expenses to the 
extent of Rs 1,500 per mensem, is sanctioned, as well as the 
authonty to charge his office establishment separately His Lord- 
ship also sanctions the allowance of rupees 500 per mensem 
assigned by you to Balaji Pant Nathoo exclusive of his pension. 

62 I shall have the honour m a separate dispatch to com- 
municate to you His Lordship’s views and mstructions relative 
to the most expedient exchanges of territory with His Highness 
the Nizam, for the purpose of improvmg the frontier or the 
possessions of the two states The plan will include the cession pro- 
posed to be made to the Nizam from the territories acquired by th^ 
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Bntuh Govemmcait from the state of Narour and the eqmvalcntf 
It may seem reasonable to require from the Nizam Si Govemincnii 
m return for those cesmonfl, and the relinquishment of the 
Pcahwas claims which have devolved on the hnush Government, 
after providmg a smtable remimcratian to His Highness for the 
zealous and liberal co-operatioQ afforded by his Government 
durmg the late operations Correspondmg instructions will be 
issued at the same tunc to the Residents at Hyderabad andi 
Nagpur 

63. The Governor General directs me to signify to you his 
perfect probation of your rcccpnon of Chemnajee Appa, after his 
separation from his brothers mterests, of your prompt and 
humane attcntian to hia distresses and the means you took to 
relieve th em. 

64- Hia Lordship perceives by your correspondence with the 
Government of Bombay enclosed m your letter to me of the lath 
of June, the only dispatch on the subject that has yet been 
received! that Bassecn has been fixed on for the residence of 
Chimnaicc, and that you do not consider his vicmiiy to the 
scene 01 hu brothers late power to be likely to produce any 
inconvenience. You will have infcned smcc the conclusion of 
the arrangement imdcr which Bap Rao will probably reside at 
Benares, mat the removal of Chimnajee to that aty mi^t have 
been objectionable on that special ground His Loiwhip is sans* 
fied thzt your assent would not have been given to any arranra 
meat for Chimnajee likely to create embarrassment and As 
Lordship is disposed to believe that the quiet character andi 
moderate talents and influence of Chimnajee, will preclude any 
such consequence from his residence at Msseem You will of 
coursej obe^c his conduct with vigilance, and be prepared r on 
the first appearance of any suspiaons proccedmg on his pan to 
mterfere efiecuvcly for the preventjon of his designs. You will, 
of course, have rqwrted the nature and amount of provisionsjyou; 
propose to assign to him. No letter on this subject, however has 
yet reached headquarters. 

65. The arrangements you may propose to make m favour 
of any of the late PeshwaV ministers, ns well as the mode 
and extent of reward to be conferred on persons who have 
adhered to lu through the late contest, ivill also; doubtless form 
the subject of an early report, so that Government may know 
the amount of deduction on this head from the resources of the 
newly acquired tcmtoiy 

66 The attention shown by yon to the wife of Baji Hao 
and your aniaew to conmblite to her comfort, were higHy ap- 
prove by the Governor General, as was tlie humane and libcrm 
treatment she cxpcnenced from Lieutenant Colonel Prothcr on 
the surrender of Raigarii/ 
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67 The foregoing paragraphs comprehend all the observa- 
tions which have appeared to the Governor General to be requir- 
ed on the material points detailed m your dispatches and to 
convey to you a su&aent exposition of His Lordship's views and 
sentiments relative to the measures actually m progiess, or remain- 
mg to be executed m order to complete the settlement of the late 
Peshwa’s country I shall have the honour to address you, 
separately on several subsidiary and minor questions on winch 
communications have been received from you 

68 The character of the war and the natural consequences 
of so complete a revolution m the Government, must naturally 
preclude tne expectation of any material accession of Revenue 
from tliese territories durmg the current season Considerable 
remission, mdeed, would seem to be essential both for the rehef 
of the people and to avoid at the outset of our Government the 
odium of pressmg them too hard It is the hope of His Lord- 
ship, however, that the value of these acquisitions ivill soon begm 
to be felt and the measures taken by the collectors under your 
orders, are calculated to effect the realization of the revenue m 
a manner ci editable to our name, and little burthensome to the 
country fr will be satisfactory to His Lordship to receive at an 
early peiiod as may be practicable an account of the collections 
and expenditure of the present season, and you are requested to 
forward to the Accountant-General at Fort William, monthly 
statements m abstract of the collections, disbursements, and 
balance of the precedmg month You iviU be pleased also to 
correspond with the Accountant-General respectmg the appropria- 
tion of the surplus revenue, after payment of the current charges 

69 The mihtary provisions that will be requisite for the 
service of those provinces is another pomt on which His Lord- 
ship, is desirous of-ieceiving an early report from you, after 
consulting with Brigadier General Smith The arrangement and 
dispositions actually m force must probably continue for tlic 
present, but after some months of peace, and when the remams 
of msurrection shall be subdued, and the province of Khandesh 
tranquilized and settled, it will be necessary to consider the 
question, with reference to tliat supposed state of circumstances 
It will also be necessary to consider and determine what garrisons 
are to he permanently formed of regular tioops, and to place tlie 
Forts m a proper state of security In all these arrangements the 
utmost attention will be paid by you to economy, as far as that 
object may be consistent with our real strength and safety 

70 As the auxiliary force must still be maintained for a 
time hotli with a view to the object, adverted to in a preceding 
paragraph, of finding employment for a portion of the Native 
Soldiery, and as furnishing a description of troops very useful 
for tlic service on vhich they arc likely to be required at the com- 
mencement of the new Go\ernment, His Lordship is disposed to 
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hope, that some early reduction of the regular troops now in the 
province, under your charge may be practicable, even though a 
permanent aHocment of the force to be stationed m them may 
soil be postponed Your attention will be directed to this object 
at your earliest leisure from more presamg duties 

71 The Governor General havmg taken mto consideration 
the nature and extent of the dunes assigned to you under the 
mstruenons of the 1 5th of December and those contamed m this 
“^dispatch, far exceeding m variety difficulty and responsibility 
those of a Resident, or mdecd almost any other dass of fmcnonaiy 
m India, it has appeared to Hu Lordship no more than eqmtahlc 
to place your allowance on. a correspondmg footing His Lord 
ship has accordingly been pleased to determme, that from the 
1 5m of December the date of your appomtment to be sole 
( -ommissioner you shall draw a personal salary of rupee* fifty 
thousand per annum tvith authority to charge your expenses to 
the public.

Sir, 

The Governor General m Counal has received f ro m Brigadier 
General Sir John Malcolm a <»py of his instructions to you, for 
your guidance in the cxecunon of the important trust confided 
to you of conductmg Bajee Rao to Hindustan. 
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1 The Governor General in Council has received a very 
favourable impression of your temper, talents, and qualifications, 
from an observation of the higlily satisfactory manner m which 
you have discharged your public duty since you have acted m 
the capacity of assistant to Sir Jolm Malcolm, and His Lordship 
in Council entirely approves of that officer’s selection of you for 
the present service, both for the reasons stated on account of the 
degree in which you have acquired the confidence of Baji Rao 
and his principal adherents, and a knowledge of the peculanties 
of his character and his ordmary prmciples of action The tenor 
of Sir John Malcolm’s instructions to you is also approved, as 
well as the nomination of Lieutenant Low to act as your Assist- 
ant with a salary of rupees 300 per mensem which is confirmed 

3 Advertmg to the nature and extent of the duties assigned 
to you, their pecuhar dehcacy and importance, and the unremit- 
tmg vigilance, their due execution iviU require, the Governor 
General m Counal deems it proper that you should receive a 
personal salary of rupees 1,000 per mensem (mcludmg your salary 
as First Assistant to the Resident wuth Holkar) and that you 
should be pernutted to charge to the pubhc your actual expenses 
under the ordmary rules 

4 The Governor General in Council has perused your letter 
of the a4th of August, enclosmg a copy of the letter addressed 
by you to Major General Sii David Ochterlony, the tenor of 
which is entirely approved 

5 The only point connected with Baji Rao’s condition, on 
which immediate mstrucuons are required, is the place of his 
future residence The numerous objections existmg to his bemg 
established at Benares renders it a matter of much satisfaction to 
the Governor General m Council that Baji Rao has rehnquished 
the wish of residmg there It is to be regretted, however, that 
his choice should now be fixed on Muttra, to which objections of 
a different nature though not less powerful, present themselves 
and It is much to be desired that he should be dissuaded from 
fixing his abode there 

6 Besides the places mentioned in the 48th paragraph of 
my dispatch to Sir John Malcolm of the 8th of July, Allahabad 
has occurred to the Governor General in Council as one very free 
from objection, and likely, on the other hand, to be acceptable to 
Baj'i Rao, from the supposed sanctity of the spot His Lordship 
in Council vnll, therefore, very much approve your endeavour to 
give this direction to his wishes 

7 There will. His Lordship m Council conceives, be no 
difficulty in providmg good accommodation for him there, either 
m the town or m some of the houses constructed for the residence 
of English Gentlemen, which with some additions may be rendered 
perfectly commodious. 
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8 It Will of course, he your care to reraoie from his mind, 
if It should be entcrtaiived, any impression of its being proposed 
to lodge him m the fort, to wruch unquestionably he will have a 
dcad^ repugnance. 

9 You will be pleased to contmue to correspond directly 
with me on all pomts connected with your present duties and to 
report from, time to time your progress and proceedmgs,

Letter No lo — This letter has three important enclosures. The 
first one ts very important inasmuch as it conveys to 
Elphmstone the views and instmettons of the Governor- 
G^eial m Council pertaining to the settlement of the affairs 
of the Peshwa'i territories recently acquired. AD aspects of 
the qaestioiw>oUtical, adnunistrative and military have been 
discussed. Tm main ob^eedvea of the Bntiib Govemmoat 
have been set forth. The modes of dealing with the lefrac 
toiy and loyal jagfrdars with the Holkar Gaikwar -and the 
Baja of Satara with the hOl tribes have been reviewed. 
Rercnue coUeetton, dispensation of justice, religions founda* 
tiouB and starting of colleges, have also been ducuised. 

The second enclosure conv^ the directions of the Governor^ 
General to the Governor of Bombey for the immediate 
annexation of the whole of Konkan to the Presidency of 
Bombay and his determination *^to liberate the GaBcwar from 
the annual payment due to the Peshwa t government accord- 
ing to the treaty of Poona and now become due to the 
Bntlsh Government by virtne of its accession to the 
sovereignty of the Peshwa." 

The third enclosure intonates the views of the Governor 
General regarding certain territonal adjustments between the 
Nizam and the British. The Nizam was to be offered 
territories belongmg to the Peshwa, the HoDcar and the 
Bhomla worth 14 Uci and required to cede the territories to 
the eastward of the Wardha^ oetween the Toongbhadra and 
the Krishna and between Seena and the Shima. The 
Nizam further wIU not be required to the Chouth ho 
paid to the Peshwa, which the Britiih Government could 
clnlm from him by virtue of their accession to Peshwa tf

1 am directed to transmit to you the enclosed copies of letters 
addressed on this date to Mr Elphinstone, to the Resident at 
Hyderabad and the Chief Sccretar)' at Romhay 

2 You will pcrccnc from my letter to Mr Russell, that it is 
the intention of the Go\crnor-Gencial m Council to require from 
the Nizam the cession of the possessions and rights of His High- 
ness East of the Wardha. with a view to then transfer to the Rajah 
of Nagpur, and you arc requested to corrcsjiond with Mr Russell 
on the subject, as well as regarding the cession to the Nizam of die 
tcrntoncs to the West of that river obt.iined fiom the state of 
Nagpur It is of course intended to exclude from the latter 
arrangement such of the personal possessions of the Raja or his 
relations and principal mimsicrs as it is usual to pcimit personages 
of that description to retain m similai eases of alienation of terri- 
tory You will probably have furnished Mr Russell w'lth state- 
ments of such lands, but m all eases of the kind it w'lll be necessary 
to apply to Go\crnmcnt and obtain the sanction of His Lordship 
in Council to the reservation

I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your dispatch 
No 78, dated the i8th of June, containing a general view of the 
measures adopted and proposed by you for the settlement of the 
Pcshw'a’s late territory and stating such facts and observations rela- 
tive to that subject as arc calculated to assist the judgment of the 
Governor-General m Council, in deciding on the important ques- 
tions which diat dispatdi presents for deliberation 

3 You will since have received my dispatch to your address 
of the 14th of July containing the instructions of the Governor- 
General in Council, on the most material points connected with the 
settlement of the country acquired from the Peshwa formed on the 
mformation derived from your previous reports, and from an 
attentive consideration of the facts and circumstances which had 
come to His Lordship’s knowledge during the course of the war 
His Lordship m Council perceives with satisfaction that those 
instructions coi respond m principle, and with few exceptions, m 
detail with the views entei tamed by you and unfolded m the dis- 
patch now referred to The coincidence of opinion on the general 
D-51 
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question and the ample discretion with which you were vested by 
me Governor-Genera] will have enabled you to proceed without 
mtemiption or embarrassment to carry into cficct the measures 
best suited to the attainment of the objects m view even m those 
cases m which the exact mode of proceeding pomted out m the 
instructions, did not entirely accord with that proposed by you 
under a nearer view of arcumstanccs and a more accurate 
knowledge of details 

3. In communicating to you by the direction of His Lordship 
in Council the further remarha suggested by the perusal of your 
dispatch now acknowledged the occasion be taken of adverting to 
the few and comparatively unimportant pomts in which a differ 
ence of sentiment has occurred and of stating to you the matured 
opmion of the Governor-General m Council on each. 

4. The genera] view taken by you of the different divisions of 
the country which the result of the war with Baji Rao has placed 
at our disposal the disonctivc charaacr habits and feelings of 
the inhabitants of each and the influence of those orcumstancer 
on their future conduct and consequently on the stability and ease 
of OUT rule* is mterestmg and important and furnishes information 
which cannot fail to be useful m regulating our admmiscration of 
those counmes and our treatment of the aSies and dependents of 
the Government by whom a considerable portion of it will contmue 
to be held. The completion of the conquest of lands smee the date 
of your letter and the consequent ectmenon of the remains of 
Baji Rao 8 authonty throughout his late temtoncs, the capture of 
Tnmbakjcc Domglia and Dhannajee Pratap Rao and the suppres- 
Bion of the insurrection headed by the pretender Chatter &ngh 
have unproved the general condition of our affairs and contributed 
to the consolidation of our power and must n ec e ss arily have 
fealitatcd the introduction of those arrangements m which you are 
now engaged. 

5 The statement given by you of the revenue of the tern 
tones of the late Pcshiva remaining m the hands of the Bntish 
Govcmmeni after meeting all the ^mands on ns arising from the 
carcunistancca under whiA they were acquired is satisfactory and 
apjicars to have been framed by you on such cautious and moderate 
pnnaples as to afford just grounds for the belief, that no dis- 
appointment will be cxpencnced through any unexpected dcfalca 
tion The necessity of considerable remission dunng the current 
year has been already rccogmzcd but any immediate sacnficcs of 
thu nature cannot justly w r^arded as an ulnmatc loss to the 
state, since the good cfFcrt of this early mdulgencc will not fad to 
be seen m an extended cultiitiaon In succwding years, and a 
permanent improvement in the groinng resources of the country 

6 According to your statements the total dear revenue which 
ire shall den\c from the acquisition of tlie temtory supposing the 
expenses of the Cinl Admimstnuion not to exceed those of Bajec

Rao, and the Militaiy charge to be met by the cession of Bassem 
and Poona, which may reasonably be expected, is calculated at 
Rupees 31,00,000 per annum for the first and it is further hoped 
that by a considerable reduction of the charge of the auxihary 
force, such an addition will be made to our clear revenue from the 
source as will make the whole not less than 50,00,000 from the 
close of the ensumg year 

7 In framing this calculation, you have provided for aU the 
demands on the Biitish Government arismg out of its accession to 
the power and dominion of tire Peshwa, and the consequent neces- 
sity of providing m a suitable manner for many contmgenaes 
referable to tlie particular circumstances of the case 

8 I shall proceed to advert to each of these in the order in 
which they stand m your dispatch 

9 The Goveinoi-Geneial has already signified to you his 
entire assent to tire force of those considerations which mduced you 
to extend the original ob]ects of the establishment of the Ra]ahL of 
Sattara m an independent sovereignty and the consequent enlarge- 
ment of the territory to be conferred on that pimce The limits of 
tlie teriitoiy to be thus appropriated as described m your instruc- 
tions to Captam Grant of the 8th April, and m the dispatch now 
acknowledged, aie perfectly approved The testimony now home 
by you to the good conduct of the Rajah since the foi matron of his 
connection with tlie British Government naturally confirms this 
view of the question and will mduce His Lordship m Council to 
approve of the extension of his territory to the widest hmits you 
have proposed and to place undei his authonty those of the Jagir- 
dars whose possessions fall within those general limits with the 
exception of the Patwardhans The particular case of Sholapur 
will perhaps require to be separately considered, and must depend 
on a good measure on the mterchanges of territory to be effected 
with die Nizam, to which reference wiU be made m a subsequent 
part of this dispatch It will be proper to make some provision 
for the security of these Jagirdars, and your attention is very pro- 
perly directed to that object In concludmg the final arrangements 
with the Rajah to which these remarks and the 52nd and following 
paragraphs of my dispatch of the 14th of July refer you will keep 
this matter m view 

‘ 10 You will exercise your discretion with regard to the 

period when it will be proper to conclude a formal treaty widi 
the Rajah 

II The entire sepaiation of the Rajah from die former de- 
pendents of his nommal state is fundamental and indispensable 
prinaple of the piesent arrangement His new Jagirdars ought 
however, to be moie to look to him as their immediate superior, 
and their contingents should form a portion of the Horse which 
the Raja is to be bound to bring forward for the service of the 
British Goi'-emment 
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12 It 18 provided that the Rajah a administration is to be 
conducted for the present under the superintendence of the British 
Agent but it is expedient, that the name and authority of the 
Rajah should be -employed in all formal public acts, both to ac- 
custom his future subjects to the exercise of his authonty and to 
give his proper weight and digmiy m their eyes and a« the best 
means of giving an undisputed legal sanction to those acts 

13 The whole tenor of your scntinients and pro ceedin gs and 
those of Bn^dicr General Munro relative to the Southern Jagir 
dare has received the approbation of the Governor General in Coun- 
cil In the expectation however of receiving a detailed report 
from you or from Brigadier General Munro or the arrangements 
made or in progress with those chiefs His Lordship in Council 
refrains at the present nme from offering any particular remarks 
on this important branch of the general settlement. 

14. In my dispatch of the 14th of July I stated the Cover 
nor Generals opinion that Appa Dcsai had forfated all claims 
to mdemnificatioa for Chickorcy and Manouly besides jneurrmg 
further penalties You hnvt in your dispatch now replied to 
take a more favourable view of Appa Desai s claim to considera 
non and the Governor General m Council wiB be fully prepared 
notwithstanding the opinion above expressed to consent to any 
arrangement m his favour which you or Brigadier GenenQ 
Munro may have led him to expect or which you may think 11 
proper to concede on grounds of expediency His Lordship con 
sidcrs It to be equitable, that any compcnsatiDn to be made to 
Appa Desai for his claims on the Nizam s temtones which under 
the sanction now given may be admitted should be borne by the 
Government of Hyocrabad 

15 In the former instructions also it was observed that the 
amount of the conrmgcnt of each Jagirdar should be reduced to 
the scale which he might reasonably be expected to mamtain. 
It 18 inferred from a passare m your chspat^ however that a 
taat acquiescence in their rumisbmg only a fourth part of the 
stipulated quon is prefe rre d by you to any change m the terms 
of the lynaat Zabila The Governor General in Council has of 
course no objection, to thw arrangement, if you tee any particular 
reason for ginng it the preference over a r^uced quota fixed by 
regular engagement. 

16 The opinions ex p re ss ed by you relative to the advan- 
tage of resuming the Jagirs of the second class of Jagirdare who 
hold lands for the payment of troops and who did not quit the 
cause of B^ Rao on the first summon accord with those of the 
Goremor General m Coimal and you wll act on this pnnaplc, 
except when particular circumstanCTs may render it aroedlcnt to 
make an exception The proposal for allowmg this class of per 
sons and the other holders of lands for ihcir personal expenses to 
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retain die enjoyment of the last mentioned giants, is founded on 
prmciples of wise and liberal policy and has the perfect concui- 
rence and sanction of the Governoi General m Council subject to 
such special ariangements and provisions as you may judge neces- 
sary m appoitionmg the giants, with a view to make distmctions 
according to individual desert, and to leave at the same time 
some fund to pi o vide for peisons similarly entitled to considera- 
tions but who did not derive their support fiom grants of land 

17 Your propositions regarding the maintenance of the re- 
ligious institutions of the countiy are entiiely approved and 
adopted by the Governor Geneial m Council Those which have 
been confiimed by tlie proclamation of Satara or other pubhc 
declaration must of comse be supported on present footmg, 
but His Lordship m Council fully concurs wath you m 
the piopnety both on grounds of economy and morality of sub- 
stituting foi the mdisciimmate charities or rather ahns-givmg of 
Bajee Rao some useful and permanent institution for the benefit 
of the community Your suggestions for the foundation of a 
'Hmdoo College at each of the sacred towns of Nasik and Wai is 
approved by the Governor General m Council who requests you 
to submit further details of the plan you would propose and the 
Oxtent of the endowment 

18 The employment of the Military classes is a subject of 
the first importance, and has naturally and properly occupied 
much of your attention as well as that of the Governor General 
m Council The views and plans you have formed on this subject 
are regarded as extremely correct, and you will consider yourself 
at hberty to prosecute them m the manner you propose 

19 The establishment of the state of Sattara and the obhga- 
tion to be imposed on the great Jagirdars to mamtam a certain 
number of Horse will occupy a portion of this class The 
measures m progress for reducmg gradually the auxihary Horse 
will perhaps create vacancies m that Corps sufficient to enable 
you during the ensuing season to furnish employment for a fur- 
ther number, which wiU of course have the effect of keepmg a still 
greater proportion at their homes, m expectation of similar ser- 
vice By these expedients for a time it may reasonably be hoped 
that the Horse-men thrown out of employment by the dissolution 
of the late Government and the other events of the war, will be 
kept from disturbmg the county while the progress of our autho- 
nty and the gradual operation of time and nature will reduce the 
number of this class of military adventurers to such a scale as to 
render them of httle consequence The expense to be mcurred 
m these measures, ought not to exceed the sum allotted to the 
auxiliary Horse, and it is very satisfactoiy to His Lordship m 
Council to observe the confidence with which you anticipate the 
early reduction of that charge to "half its actual amount 
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ao The Infantiy of the late Govemment will as you remark 
find employment as ocbundcc or Revenue peons and they arc not 
calculate to be 80 troublesome m the present state of India as the 
Horse. The Arabs are an exception and as they arc totally unfit 
for our service, and of turbulent and hccntious habits there seems 
no resource but actmg against them with vigor wherever they collect 
until they arc broken and disarmed or compelled to quit the 
country 

ai You arc authorised to assign suitable but moderate pen 
aions to such of the officers of the late Peshwa s service as arc not 
provided for by havmg their personal Japrs left to them. 

ix The arrangement you propose regarding the civil officen 
of the late Government, and some of the old Ministers of the 
Poona state reduced to poverw by the pcrsecunon of Ban Rao 
arc entirely approved by the Governor General in CoimciL Youi 
exdudmg from these arrangements those mdividuals who remain- 
ed ^nth Baji Rao to the last, is also approved 

13 The pensions to Bap Rao and Chimaji Appa will of 
course be a charge on the revenue of the conquered country and 
the Governor General m Council sanenons the eventual appro- 
pnatioQ of the further sum of two I^khs for un exp ec te d ciamis 
not provided for in your other calcubnons mduding a provuion 
for the family of Ganga Dbar Shashm which it 11 equally just, 
liberal and poliac for the Bntish Government to grant 

24. Adverting to the nature and ongm of the dauns of the 
Peshwa 8 Government on the Gaikwar as eettled hy the terms of 
the treaty of Poona to the degree m which the GaiJcwars in ter e sts 
have be^ mvolvcd with our own m the transactions that led to 
the late revolution, as well as to the fidchty and with which 
the Government of Baroda has performed the duty of an ally 
dunng the late vrar the Governor General m Coimol considers 
It to be expedient and equitable to relieve the Gaikwar from the 
payment or the annual tnbutc of five lacks of Rupees per annum. 
Instructions of whidi a copy will accompany thi« dispatch will be 
transmitted to the Government of Bomnay on the subject Con- 
sidering the benefit which the Government of Baroda will have 
thus acquired in the course of the late transactions, it will not be 
unequitable to render the completion of thTu grant a means of 
mducmg the Gaikwar to give ^ assent to any of the remainmg 
objects we have m view at that Court. 

25 The settlement to be made with the Nizam Is more 
compbeated as they mvolvc nil the daims of the Peshwa s Gov 
emment on the state of Hyderabad besides various quesnons of 
exchange of temtory and mutual concessions. The scale of Hii 
Highness s exertions m the prosecution of the war entitle him to 
the greatest consideration As the negotiauon for the adjustment 
of these claims and the pccunuiry and tcmtonal arrangements 
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aiising out of them must be earned on at Hydeiabad, I have been 
desiied on this account, as well as to avoid the imnecessaiy exten- 
sion of this dispatch to tiansmit His Loidsbip’s instructions on 
these subjects to Mi Russell A copy of the mstiuctions to 
Mr Russell will accompany this dispatch and you will be pleased 
to coriespond witli him on all points connected with tliese arrange- 
ments 

26 The result of your calculations of the clear revenue that 
will remain to the British Government from the conquered terri- 
tory has already been adveited to, His Lordship in Council, ob- 
serves that you have not included in your statements the amount 
of the revenue of Holkar’s share of Khandesh, although incon- 
siderable at present it may be expected to increase with the general 
improvement of the country 

27 On consideimg the mode pointed out by you for augment- 
ing our immediate revenue, it has appeared to the Governor 
General m Council on the whole, to be better not to depart from 
the arrangements already contemplated for the sake of that 
object, since it must be acquired by some corresponding sacrifice 
of another kind 

28 The annexation to our territory of the lands of Rastia 
and of Gokhla between the Neera and the Krishna, though it 
would increase oui diiect revenue would piopoitionally circum- 
scribe that of the Rajah of Satara whom it is a great object to 
maintain in dignity and ease Tliesc lands would moreover be 
separated from our other territories, and intermixed with the 
possessions of the Raja or those of his Jagirdars or of ours, and 
though this IS a minor objection and would not operate against the 
adoption of the plan were it otherwise expedient, it adds force to 
other objections 

29 The tranquillity of the country and the future success 
of oui administration is so much involved in the grant of hberal 
piovisions to the civil and military officers of the late Government 
that the Governor General m Council would feel very much averse 
to sanction any reduction of the amount appropriate to that pur- 
pose Many of these are for life, and will ultimately increase the 
revenue of Government, and they will indirectly have the same 
effect by their influence in the general prosperity and pioduc- 
tiveness of our possessions The Governor General m Council does 
not by any means contemplate a general resumption of the Jagirs 
especially those held by military officers Every fair occasion 
however should be taken to resume or curtad Jagirs falhng m by 
the death of the holder 

30 The reasons already assigned for lelievmg the Gaikwai 
fiom the tribute fixed b)’- the treaty of Poona, appear to the 
Goveinoi General m Counal to be conclusive m favour of that 
arrangement. 
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31 The extent of concession in favour of the Nizam vriU be 
discussed m its proper place. 

3a On the ivholc then, it is the opimon of the Governor 
General m Council that our real and permanent mterest, will be 
better consulted by co nfinin g our immediate possessions and r& 
venues mthm the limits assigned by yon^ trustmg to the rcduc 
tion of charge and the mcrcasc of rent for the future improvement 
of our resources m this quaner 

33 Both of these sources of increase may be expected to be 
considerable, when the services of the auxiliary force can be 
dispensed with and the progressive establishment of our authority 
and the tranqmlization of the country shall have extended culti 
vation and commerce and have given competence and sccunty to 
the mass of the people, 

34- I have already had the honour to conv^ to you the ex 
prcssion of the Governor Generals full approbanon 01 the prma 
pies on which you have proposed to establish the admunstration 
of the provinces which arc to remain m our immediate possession 

35 The tenor of my letter of the 14th of July wiH have pre 
pared you for the assent of the Governor General in Counal to the 
annexation of the whole of the Konkan to the Presidency at Bom- 
bay and the Right HonTile the Governor in Counal will have 
aaed on the condiaonal authority conveyed to him m my letter 
of the same date to Mr Warden The nght HonTile the Cover 
nor m Counal will doubtless adopt all proper and necessary pre 
cautions for conaliatmg the inhabitants by an attention to their 
prejudices and msatuaons, and by providing a suitable mam ten 
ance for those who have lost their employment by the revolution 

36 The annexation to either of the established prcsidcnacs 
of the remaining territory does not require to be particularly 
attended to at present since you are aware of the resolunon of the 
Government that all the temtorv above the Ghats mdudme both 
Khandesh and the provmces south of the Kistna shall remain for 
a term under a separate provisional adimnistranon to be conduct 
cd by you under the immediate authonty of the Supreme Govern- 
ment The means of rendenng this system effiaent by afford 
mg you the aid of qualified and cxpcncnccd pubhc ofiiccrs in the 
several dqjartments will occupy the particular attennon of the 
Governor General m Counal ^cr rcccivmg a statement of your 
sentiments and wishes in this respect and an momadon of the 
branches m ivhich more extensive assistance than is immediately 
at your command is required 

37 You mil have teen from my dispatch of the 14th of July 
the dcaded repugnance of the Governor-General to the introduction 
of any comprehensne body of Rcgulanons into the new provinces 
ind His Lordship s unqualified preference of a sjrstcm founded on 
the existing initituuons of the country purified as far as may be 
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pracllcablc fiom all gro<5s abuse Such system besides its imme- 
diate and ob\ious mcius mil be open to giadual and lempciatc ic 
form founded on a mature and disiinct considciaiion of each 
individual measure suggested by progicssive cxpciicncc, and our 
incfcasmg knowledge of the genius and chaiactci of the people 
and of the siiucture of society as influenced by the civil and religi- 
ous institutions of the state 

3$ This system of admmistiaiion besides the advantages just 
stated, will possess that of leqiurmg a less expensive csiahhshmenr 
of civil ofTiceis of large emolument, than a more perfect and artificial 
scheme of Goternment The pimcipal officers must however 
proporrionnlly enjoy a larger authority and must be placed at foot- 
ing which mil set them abo\c all temptation to abuse the confidence 
that under such .1 state of things must be icposcd m the public 
agents of Go\crnmcni 

39 The pioMsional administration adopted by you and aheady 
approved, appeals to be calculated for the attainment of these bene- 
ficial purposes Fuithcr experience uill naturally suggest impiove- 
ments In the mean uhilc the Collcciois mil excicise the geneial 
poners of judicial, police and revenue officers m their respective 
districts subject to the general rules flamed by you on the pimciples 
above stated 

40 You hate already been apprized of the importance attach- 
ed by the Governor-General in Council to the collection of all useful 
information in the Revenue Department It is not less requisite m 
eases of judicial investigation of any importance, whctliei conduct- 
ed by Panchayats or under the more immediate stipei mtendence of 
die Collectors in their judicial capacity 

41 The powers confided to you by the Governoi -Geneial were 
distinctly intended to vest you with the highest ciimmal jurisdiction 
Within the territorj’^ subject to your authority, and it is gi atifymg 
to His Lordship in Council to observe the moderation and discre- 
tion with which this important trust has been exeicised and the 
case shown both in the investigation of chaiges by the Magistrate 
and m your subsequent revision to arrive at the tiuth 

42 The piecaution of receiving the deliberate opinion of a 
Hindoo La^vyer in all cases of magnitude, and of adheimg moie 
especially on the side of mercy as strictly as is practicable consistent- 
ly with our notions of criminal justice to the sanctions of the 
ILindu Law is peifecdy approved The leservation for your own 
confirmation of all capital sentences was a pioper and necessary 
precaution, and the Governor-General m Council has seen every 
reason to be satisfied with the manner m which this bianch of your 
executive functions has been performed in the cases which have 
come under this observation 

43 You have also wisely founded the administration of Civil 
justice on the existing institutions, and usages of the people Such 
a system, while it not only secures in the most satisfactory manner 

52 
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of which present circuiriBtanccB admit the ends of essential equity 
will form the best possible basis for such future amehoratioiia as the 
superior integrity and intclUgcnce of the British Agents may enable 
them to intiOTUCc. 

44- The degree of authority proposed to be left to the Mandat 
dars under the orders of the Collector and the smaller Jagirdars 
withm their lands under the same supemsion guarded by the 
regulations established by you, appears to be proper and calculated 
to combme the attainment of spewy justice with suffiaent security 
against abuse. The greater Jagirdars who will still retain tbcir 
personal Jagns such as the Vmchoorkar and Poorunderee and 
others of thm class must be allowed a larger scope of authority and 
not be mterfered with except m cases of great mjusnee. The 
tenure by which they hold their lands entitles them to cxcrosc this 
authority while it is not ahused- 

45 The Southern Jagudars must of course also retain the 
powers they at present possess. This privilege is distmctly rccog 
niscd m my letter of the 14th of July and could not be mvaded 
without a violanon of thor established and hcnditary nghis. 

46 In the 40th paragraph of my letter of the i4tb of July 
1 stated the opinion 01 the Governor-General that after the depar 
turc of Brigadier General Munro you will find it expedient to 
taic the management of the Southern Jagirdars mto your own hands 
with such aid as you might fbipk it proper to require from the 
Agent at Satara The reasons assigned ^ you however for avoid 
mg any arrangcraent that may cocourage me Jagirdars to look to 
Satara as the scat of authonty or to keep thor vakeels there arc 
considered by the Governor-General m Council to be just and con 
elusive, and His Lordship in Council inll approve of your delcgat 
mg such part of this duty as well as of the commumcaDons with 
the Rajah of Kolhapur as cannot amvemcntly beperformed by 
yoursclr to the Collector m the Southern distncts This offeer may 
be permanently constituted the agent of Government for thu 
purpose when the ultimate connection of the Southern distncts to 
the Presidency of Fort St, George shall take place, a measure which 
you arc aware is considered premature at the present momcnL 

47 The Governor-General m Council concurs m your opinion 
of the unportance of jpamtaming a political agent m Khandesb 
until the country is more settled and the numerous plund er er s 
expelled or weaned from their predatory habits and His Lordship 
has confirmed your nomination of Captain John Bnggs to this 
responsible office. The settlement and coUccnon of the Revenue and 
the Superintendence of the administration of justice m that Prov 
incc (including the districts ceded by Holkar) will form a part of 
the dunes of the Agent. The evil of the intermixture of authonnes 
in that pronnee is strongly felt by the Goicmor-Gcncral m Council 
who has under his consiacrauon the means of consohdaiing the 
rcspeaiic poncssions of the Bntisb and Marahatta Goicmmcnti m 
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tliat province by mtei change of territory As this plan is connect- 
ed witli othei arrangements affectmg tlie mterests and claims of 
Sindhia and Holkar m odier quarters, it must remam suspended for 
the present In the mean while every effort must be made to restram 
the officers of tliose Governments from impedmg our plans Repre- 
sentations wdl be addiessed to both Durbars on the subject, and no 
hesitation is to be made in chastising at once any aggression on 
tire part of tlieir officers or subjects m cases lequmng die prompt 
application of remedy Notice should immediately be given on 
such occasions to die Residents at the Courts of Sindhia and Holkar, 
respectively that the circumstances may be fully explained and the 
misrepiesentations of the other party antiapated 

48 The Governor-General m Council is disposed to concur m 
your view of the mexpediency of leavmg to Holkar the possession 
of any portion of territory or rights m Khandesh and to restrict the 
mdulgence rigidly to a few Enam villages, to which he is understood 
to attach much value as bemg the ancient hereditary possessions of 
his family A limited grant of this nature under due restrictions 
will perhaps not be attended with the mconvemence apprehended 
fiom a more enlarged one necessarily mvolvmg the possession of 
extensive powers 

49 It IS also His Lordship’s purpose to endeavour to obtam 
from Smdhia by exchange the lands he has continued to hold m 
Alimednagar and other parts of the late Peshwa’s terntones by a 
loose and abusive construction, with the connivance of the Peshwa 
of the stipulations of the 8th article of the Treaty of Surjee 
Anjangaon 

50 An arrangement with our Jagirdars for a consolidation 
of their lands now mconvemently mtermixed is very desirable, and 
your attention should be directed to this object m the approachmg 
territorial grants or confirmations 

51 Your plan for leclaimmg the Bheel and other Hill Chiefs 
from tlreir predatory habits as sketched m the dispatch now rephed 
to and more particularly explained in the mstructions given by you 
to Captam Griggs and Captam Pottmger, appears to the Governor- 
General m Council to be judicious and likely to be attended with 
success You wiU accordingly consider yourself autliorized to pro- 
ceed m It 

52 The Governor-General m Council has already signified his 
approbation of the military arrangements for the provmces under 
your authonty concerted by you and Brigadier General Smith 
His Lordship in Council has also called on the Government of 
Fort St George for a reinforcement for the Southern Districts which 
It is hoped wdl enable you to complete the disposiuon you have m 
view His Lordship in Council fully concurs m your sentiments 
regarding the importance of mamtammg an efficient force m the 
provmces under your charge during the infancy of our rule, both 
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for tHc encouragement of the well affected and industnoua and 
to curb the disloyal and turbulent, who must necessarily for a while 
be numerous, 

53 These are the only remarks and msmicnons that have 
been suggested to the Governor-General m Council by the perusal of 
your dispatch now acknowledged but they wiH when combmed with 
the general mstructions conveyed to you in my former dispatch of 
the 14th of July and m the usual replies to your separate rrfcrcnccs 
to His Lordship s authority on special pomts put you suffiaently m 
possession of the views and pnnaplcs of the Govcmor-GcneraJ m 
Council to enable you to escanlish the foundations andjrovide for 
the gradual consolidation of a system of administration calculated 
not more to secure the rust nghts and promote the mterests of 
Government than to place the happiness and prosperity of the 
people on a firm and permanent basis,

throughout that province. 

3 The endosed copy of the instructions this day addressed to 
Mr Elphinstone combm^ iviih those of the 14th of July formerly 
communicated will apprize the R^ht Honhlc the Goveamor m 
Council of the sentiments of this Government with Tc g rad to the 
pnnaples and objects to be kept in new in the establishment of 
our authority in the conquered country and the Governor in 
Counal mil IBs Lord^ihip doubts not, adopt any plans and 
arrangements to the news indicated m the initnictions to 
Mr Elphinstone.

3 It IS scarcely neccss.iiy to promise, that the pait taken by 
the Nizam m the late Campaign is by no means such as to entirle 
him to he considered a principal in the wai, coidi.il and zealous as 
w’.as tire interest manifested by his Government, and pr.iiscwvorthy 
as was the conduct of those of his troops engaged in the operations 
of the campaign he c.in only he viewed as an auxihaiy ni’an enter- 
prize undertaken chiefly for the sccuiity of his dominions, a security 
so fortunately tstahlishcd by the cffoit as to he of itself a most 
adequate iccompcncc for His Highness’s cxei lions 
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4* The further contest whici imexpcctedly burtt upon us was 
of a nature demanding the employment of the Bntiah resources m 
a proportion so much beyond any comparison with those brought 
forward by the N izam s, that the two powers cannot be considered 
as standing on similar ground m regara to the issue. His Highness 
therefore can set up no claim to any thing hke an equal pamapation 
with the British Govemnaent in the advantages acquired. In 
appomomng to His Highness his share of those advantages every 
Ooligation of equity and good faith will be fulfilled by prtscrvmg 
a fair proportion between the extent of His Highness s exertions 
with the consequent expense, and the value of the acquisition he 
will recQve on a general companson of the nvo without any attempt 
at minute accuracy 

5 Viewmg then the actual services performed by the troops 
of the Nizam and the general co-operation of his Government con 
trasted with the degree of his obhgaDons and the positive benefit he 
viU derive from the success of the war m the sccunty it has given 
him from predatory mroads alone, it ivould not be too much to 
say that his services would be aboimdantly repaid by the acquisi 
non of such poraons of the tcmtoncs of the Feshwa, the Rajan of 
Nagpur and HolLar as are situated wi thin the general boundary of 
His Wghncsi s domimons, as a permanent addinon to his posses- 
sioni. 

6. The detached pomoils of the Peshwa s temtory mteniuxed 
with those of the Nizam are stated by Mr Elphinstone to yield m 
round numbers three Lakhs of Rupees per annum. Those of 
Holkar namely Amber EUora etc- arc rated at about 5,00,000 per 
annum and the distncts of Akool Argony and others iymg under 
the Gawilgarh range of hills and ceded by the Rajah of Nagpur are 
understood to yield about 6 00,000 Lakbs of Rupees per annum after 
deductmg all grants to indlviduiils. If these statements arc at all 
accurate, the Nizam ivould receive at once a permanent addinon to 
his possessions of temtory of the value of fourteen Lakhs of Riroccs 
per annum To this might be added the possessions of the Forts 
of Gawilgarh and Ncmallah m the range of hills if there be no 
political or nuhtary objecnon to their transfer to the Nizam, of 
the existence of wtuch the Governor-General m Counal is not at 
present nivarc. On this point however it will be desirable to receive 
the opimon of the Resident at Nagpur after he shall have consult 
cd the military authonties with whom he is m commumcanon 

7 Although perhaps by these cessions every just daira of 
the Nizam s would be fulfiUra the Governor-General m Council is 
prepared to manifest the liberality of the Bntish Government by 
still further concessions m His Highness s favour which I shall now 
proceed to derail to you 

8. By the conquest of the Peshwa s tcmtoncs and the subver 
Sion of his Dynasty the Bnosh Government has succeeded to all 
the nghts and daimi of the state of which Bajee Rao ivas the head, 
and is at liberty to enforce or remit them according to Its own vicm 
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of equity, policy and expediency You are aware tliat claims to a 
very large amount on account or Chout and other dues were annual- 
ly realized by the Peshwa’s Government from the Nizam’s Districts, 
and that still largei payments were claimed together with arrears 
of Chout winch if established would have amounted to an enormous 
sum 


9 It IS not necessary to recall to your recollection the mea- 
suies taken by this Government with a view to the arbitration of 
the demands m question, or the circumstances which prevented the 
execution of tliat purpose A reference to my letter to your 
address of the 17th of June 1814 will show, that under the view 
then taken of the subject by His Lordship in Council, on a considera- 
tion of all the circumstances before him there was a very slender 
probabdity of the Nizam’s being able to repel the demands of the 
other party, and tliat the Governor-General in Council was prepared 
for such a result of* the proposed mvestigation as would have made 
the Nizam a Debtor to the Peshwa to a large amount on account 
of arreais, besides establishmg the right of the latter to an annual 
tribute from the former to an amount exceeding very considerably 
that which was actually paid The Chout of Beder alone if 
established, as there seemed little reason to doubt would have been 
the case, was stated at Rupees 1 7,00,000 per annum with arrears since 
the demise of the late Nizam m 1803 

10 It IS true that those claims were not considered as positive- 
ly estabhshed, and that the Nizam was to have had the benefit of a 
strict investigation of them Though such a process might have 
reduced the amount, there is the strongest ground for behevmg 
that It would still have been so considerable as to have left the 
Nizam no option but to seek through our mediation, a compromise 
involvmg either a considerable cession of territory or the payment 
of a grievously heavy sum of money to the Peshwa m lieu of the 
claims in question 

1 1 Were the Governor-General m Council disposed to avail 
himself of the full extent of the rights acquired by the British Gov- 
ernment m succession to the late Peshwa, an investigation of the 
nature above proposed would be necessary The course which tlie 
Governor-General m Council purposes to adopt will however super- 
sede the necessity for such a procedure, and will enable His Lord- 
ship in Council to mark the extent of his liberality to the Nizam, 
while he secures every requisite benefit for the British Government 
whicli It IS necessary to round on these extensive claims Besides 
the wish to show favour to the Nizam on account of the good con- 
duct of his Government during the war. His Highness is entided 
to further consideration, since it is highly probable had the wai 
terminated m leaving the Peshwa m possession of any part of his 
dominions, that he would have been required to relinquish, either 
the whole or a considerable part of his demands on the Nizam, 
especially the laige accumulation of arrears of Chout 
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12 On the whole it is the intention of the Govcmor-Gencral 
m Oiuncil to exonerate the Nizam in perpetuity from the payment 
of all Chout or other tribute and of all Moharra and other dues 
heretofore claimable from his disinca by the Govermnent of 
Poona and to remit all arrears on that account on the foUowmg 
conditions, 

ist — That the Nizam shall cede to the British Government with 
d view to their bang transferred to the Rajah of Nagpur all His 
Highness s possessions or nghts to the Eastward of the Wardha, 

and, — ^That his lEghness shall cede to the British Government 
m full soveragnty his tcmional possessions lymg between the 
Scena and the JBcraa 

3rd — That His Highness shall cede to the British Govcnuncni 
the whole or such poraon a» m^ be hereafter detenmned of his 
possessions m the I>ooab of the Kistna and Toombhadra, 

4th. — ^That Hii Highness shall pay to the fenush Government 
0 sum of sixteen Laihs of Rupees in annual instalments of Rupees 
4 , 00/500 tfll the whole be hquioated. 

13 The cession under the first head is desirable m order to put 
an end to the mconvcmenccs of lomi possession and to render the 
Wardha distinctly the boundary Dc tiveen the possession! of the two 
irates. The value of the lands and nghts to be ceded docs not it u 
believed amount to more than one T.alh of Rupees per annum, 

14, The acquisition by the Bnnsh Government of the Nizami 
temtones between the Scena and the Bhima is very desirable in 
order to render compact our possessions m that quarter and improve 
the frontier Other small cessions or exchanges m the same quarter 
may be desirable mth that view respecting which, you will be 
pleased to correspond with Mr Elpmnstonc. 

15 The extent of cession m the 5th artide is reserved for 
future consideration ai it must depend mainly on the actual value 
of the possessions m question and the other contemplated cessions 
rc^dmg which the Governor-General in Council has no accurate 
iniormation that which is on the records of Government referrm g 
to former periods and being evidently over-rated It is not the 
desire of the Governor-General in Council to requuc from the Nizam 
icmtonal cessions to an amount cx<»edmg m actual dear revenue 
at the present moment of ten or tivclvc Lakhs of rupees per annum. 
It IS understood that the terrttory m the Dooab comprehends 
considerable poraons of land gnmtcd m Jagir lo that notwithstand 
ing thar extent the revenue denved directly to the state may not be 
considerable. Their possessions arc important to us as rendermg 
the Kistna the boundary bctivcen the temtones of the two states, 
but if their mlue materially exceeds what is supposed it will not 
be necessary to require a greater cession in that quarter than wiU be 
required to make up the whole amount of ceded temtory induding 
that between the S^a and Bhima to the sum above stated suppos- 
ing the latter alone not to equal that amount. 
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16 The Govcrnoi-Geneial in Council is disposed to thmk that 
It will be moie advantageous to the British interests generally to 
retain the tenitoiics of the Poona state ontheBhima, compiehend- 
ing Sholapur, Wyraug, etc , which might otlierwise be given m ex- 
change for the Nizam’s districts between the Bhima and the Seena, 
than to acquiie teriitoiy m the Dooab This is a point however on 
which you might correspond with Mr Elphinstone and report the 
lesult of your joint consideiauon of the subject to Government 

17 The sum icquired by the fouith condition especially under 
the provision for its giadiial liquidauon may be considered as a very 
easy composition for die immense claims that might be substantiated 
against die Nizam, and the demands seems m all lespects unobjec- 
tionable Should any leasonable grounds of dissent he ofiEered by 
die Nizam’s Goveinincnt oi occur to your own mind, you will of 
course state them You will odierwise consider die payment of the 
sum specified as one of the conditions of the pioposed concessions m 
His Highness’s favour 

18 You will perceive that the infoi matron regarding the value 
of the lands to be acqiiiied by either party on which the foregoing 
instructions arc founded, is avowedly detective More accurate 
mformation may lequiie a modification of die plan now proposed, 
and It will of couise be open to consideiation should your repre- 
sentations or those of Mr Elphinstone suggest the expediency of a 
change In the opposite event you will be prepared to carry these 
instructions into effect by opening a negotiation with the Nizam 
as soon as you shall have ascei tamed the several pomts on which 
fuithcr enquiry may be requisite by coiiespondence with Mr El- 
phinstone or reference to otbei authorities The proposed ex- 
changes and cessions where finally settled must be of course re- 
duced to the form of a treaty 

19 Supposing die present plan to be finally earned into effect 
wholly or with mconsiderable alteration, the result will be nearly as 
follows 

20 Mr Elphinstone states the total amount payable to the 
Peshwa fiom the Nizams Districts as exhibited m die Poona 
accounts at about Rupees 24,00,000 per annum of which about half 
reached the treasury the other half bemg absorbed by charges 01 
embezzled by the officers The territorial cessions above referred to 
bemg taken at fourteen Lakhs, the whole direct gain by the Nizam, 
amount to Twenty-six Laklis of Rupees per annum supposmg the 
same abuses to continue as are supposed to have existed as in the 
Peshwa’s time, and m the opposed supposition to an amount still 
more consideiable To this is to be added the release fiom disputed 
claims amounting to about eighteen or twenty Lakhs more of which 
at least half would have been estabhshed and the final acquittance of 
an account of arreais of several cioies of Rupees The cessions 
demanded of die Nizam will amount to about 12 Lakhs This can- 
not be regarded but as an arrangement higlily favourable or rather

ai Reenmng to Ac cessions from Ac Rajah of Nagpur I am 
directed to remmd you of Ae encooragement given to Ac Nawab 
Salabat Khan to expect a considerable adAaon to his Jaidad m that 
quarter on his making a proportionate augnicntation of his horse.

Sm, 

1 have had the honour to receive your dispatch of the 26th 
ultimo enclosing the engagement concluded with Dowlat Rao 
Smdhia for the exchange of territories etc , and a schedule (No 2) 
contammg the cessions made hy His Highness to the British Gov- 
ernment both bearing the Maharajah’s seal together with a counter- 
part of the engagement and a Schedule (No i) of the cessions made 
by the British Government to Smdhia, for the ratification of His 
Excellency the Governor-General 

2 The engagement with the Schedule No i havmg been this 
day ratified by the Governor-General the ratified instruments arc 
herewith transmitted for the purpose of being dehvered to Smdhia 

3 The engagement appears to His Lordship to be correct m 
all respects and sufficiently comprehensive for all the purposes of 
such a document 
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4, Tht GoTcrtiOT-Gcncral baa peniacd a copy o£ Sir John 
Malcolms Btotemcnt that any spccmc pledge has been given to 
jeswant Rao that can impose on the BnDsh Government the obhm 
tion of msifltmg on the exact mode or amount of provision to be 
made for that chief by Smdhia. The clause m the engagement is 
quite satisfactory and the Governor-General rehes on your efforts to 
effect such an arrangement m Jaswant Rao 8 favour as shall be adc 
quate to his reasonable expcctadons You vnll have furnished CapL 
C^ulifield mth instructions to dehver over the tcmiones under mt. 
charge to the officer appointed by Sindhia to receive them and you 
wdl M prepared to repreaent to the Durbar any deviation that may 
come to your knotrledge from the condition of their restoration to 
Smdbia relative to their future administration 

5 The Governor-Gcnenil is not aware of any advantage that 
can result to the British Government from delaying the restoration 
of Hindia to the officers of Smdhia s Government and the formal 
rehnquishment of our claim to possess ourselves of Asscer It is on 
the contrary desirable to carry that part of the arrangement into 
effect since the revenues of those distncts form but a nominal re 
source for the payment of the contingent irhile the relinquishment 
of them entitles us to receive if necessary from Smdhia, the amount 
of the Rajah s tnbute for a third year 

6. The course of procedure mth relation to Assecr is consider 
ably crabarnissed, however by the recent hostility committed by 
Jeswant Rao IXaur] m firing on M^or Dovetem s detachment beaidea 
his open and avowed support of mji Rao while he was m arms 
against us 

7 The information of the Governor-General on the subject is 
not yet complete and His Lordship is unable therefore to determine 
on me precise course of measures to be pursued- I am directed 
however to communicate the followmg observaaons regardmg the 
affair as far as it appears to affect SmSua 

8 The known want of the power of control over Jeswant Rao 
Laur on the Mrt of Smdhia will induce the Governor-General to 
reccuT the bfehaiajah s disavowal of that Chiers conduct and a 
declaration of his mabihty to have prevented that procedure as a 
suffiaent exoneration of Iffs Highness from the guilt and the con 
sequences of the act rcscrvmg to the British Government the nght 
of pursuing its own measures with relation to Jeswant Rao- 

9. Such a disavowal and declaration the Governor-General as 
no doubt Smdhia will fonvard to make and if the arcumstanccs of 
the transaction do not differ from what His Lordship is led by the 
mformation already before bun to suppose them to be, it is His 
IvOrdshtp s purpose to Iirmt his proccedmgs with relation to Smdhia 
to a formal remonstrance against Jeswant Raos conduct and to 
accept the adoption by Smdhia of the above course as a suffiaent 
atonement on bis part- 
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10 In the mean while if it does not appear to you hkely to 
embarrass that proposed mode of proceeding or to weaken m its 
effects on the ground we are entitled to take with respect to Jaswant 
Rao’s conduct the Governor-General will approve of your at once 
declaring Sindhia released from that obhgation of the 8th article 
of the Treaty of Gwalior which relates to Asseergarh, and its depen- 
dencies, signifying to Sindhia, however that this is a question entirely 
distmct from that referring to Jeswant Rao Laur’s personal conduct 
since the arrival of Bajee Rao in the vicinity of that fortress

of prc^toiy habits and practice. It is, mdecd evident that this

General tlirough Mr Brooke, informing him of these arrangements 
On die death of the Munshi, 1 addressed a letter to Youi Lordship, 
communicating the lamentable intelligence, and oiders were issued, 
in consequence to the Governoi -General’s Agent at this place, mu- 
matmg the resumption of the Jagir of Jubbulpore and 30,000 
Rupees yearly allowed to Shridhar Lachman, deceased, and stating 
that die remaining Jagirs were at the disposal of the Chiefs of the 
country within whose jurisdiction they existed My Loid, the late 
Munshi, when very ill, addicssed a short letter to Your Lordship, 
but had he entered into a full and detailed explanation of the con- 
tents of all the papers m his possession rcgaidmg the Jagirs, the 
above would not have been the lesult The fact is, that the late 
Munshi agreeably to the customs of the Hindus and die rules of the 
Shastra, adopted me, when live yeais old, as his son, and reported 
the same to His Excellency the late Governoi-Geneial In leply a 
letter was received, dated 9th January 1821, stating that Govern 
ment would continue every considciation at present shown to die 
Munsln, to his adopted son The Munshi m consequence of the 
purport of the above letter, agreeably to the piactice of our family, 
wrote to His Lordship on the occasions of my having the Brahmim- 
cal thread put on me, and of my marriage A leply, dated 5th 
March 1825, was received, in which the expression of interest, etc, 
continuation of consideration towaids me, weie repeated^ My 
father being satisfied that I should be piotected and cheiished by 
the Government delivered me into the charge of Mr Biooke, and 
depaited this life I was and still continue hopeful of protection 
from the British Government and from the re-perusal of the above 
letter and leferrmg to the favour shown to my rather, feel convmced 
that I shall receive it I have, howevei, lately learnt fiom the com- 
munications of the Agents of the Jubbulpore, Nagpur, Seoni 
Chapara, Hyderabad and Poona Jagiis that the Public Officers of 
Government have resumed them, with all the property, gram, etc , 
on the estates, and I cannot expiess to Your Lordship how much 
this mtelligence has distressed me 

My Lord, in consideration of the fidehty of the late Munshi, 
and his good services both to the British Government and the State 
of Raja Sena Sahib Soobah Bahadur, an allowance of 30 000 Rupees 
yearly was granted to him, and a Parwana, dated the 25th July 
1806 issued to that effect, the Jagirs gi anted by Maharaja Pandit

and grand father, and although the Hyderabad Jagirs were gifts

It states that on some occasion Khema Thakur the father of 
one of them, wus treacherously sazed and put to death by the 
Soobah of Hindia m conjunction witb Narsmgh Rao the com- 
mandant of a detachment of Nagpur troops that m revenge for 
this outrage Anup Smgh and Nihal Smgh laid irastc the Mcbals 
of Sconi and Saoligarh that the Killedar of Saoligarh rccciTcd 
orden from Nagpur to conciliate them, m consequence of which it 
%vas agreed that they should rccave 2250 Rupca per annum out 
of the revenue of Saoligarh on condition of proteenng instead of 
plundering the country that as allowance of 1 260 Rupees per 
aimum was subsequently granted to them out of the revenue of 
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Seom on similar conditions, that a brother of one of them was 
killed at Seom m resisting the incursion of the Pmdaries, and that 
the allowance above mentioned had been contmued to them by 
successive Komavisdars till about 3 years ago The real cause of its 
discontmuance is of course that referred to by Colonel Adams, 
namely the presence of the British troops 

The question of granting any provision to these chiefs must 
I suppose be consideied as one merely of expediency, and I confess 
It appears to me that the measures of enrolhng their followers m 
the Neijeeb Corps should form a sufficient tie on them, while it 
will greatly reheve their necessities by affording the means of pro- 
vidmg for many of their relations and immediate dependants, 
I am wholly ignoiant however of their own resources, and there- 
fore unable to judge of the degree of weight which may attach to 
their plea of distress I have requested Colonel Adams to afford 
me any information which he may possess on this pomt, and m the 
meantime to intimate to the chiefs, if they should renew their 
application, that I cannot hold out to them any hopes of a favour- 
able result 

The Tooman composed of Anup Singh’s followers is I believe 
more hkely to be efficient than I had expected, as Lieutenant 
Campbell informs me that tlie men have been enrolled aie chiefly 
mihtary adventurers from Hindustan The Tooman is commanded 
by Anup Smgh’s son, and it has been sent to Betul, where I am 
sorry to say, notwithstanding a most burthensome establishment of 
sebundies, numerous instances of depredations have recently 
occurred 

Another Tooman has been formed of the followers of Busseit 
Khan the Pathan mentioned m one of Colonel Adam’s letter, and 
Captam Roberts informs me that it is of considerable service in 
affordmg protection m that part of this valley^ which has suffered 
most from incursions The depredations which have been lately 
committed m the central and western parts of the valley, particu- 
larly m Sohagpur, Babye, and Futtehpore, have given me great 
anxiety, and mterfere or course most materially with the collections 
of the revenue The alarm as usual spread with such rapidity, 
and was so disproportioned to the real danger, that vast numbers 
of the inhabitants have fled across the Nerbudda and cannot with- 
out great difficulty be persuaded to return to their villages 


The court of enqmry referred to m Colonel Adams’s letter was 
held on the conduct of a man who was apprehended, on suspicion 
of correspondence with Appa Sahib, and of an mtention to jom 
him The evidence is very inconclusive, but I have thought it 
proper not to release die man, without satisfactory security, till 
after the campaign

Anup Singh one of the Gond Chiefs having completed his 
Tooman I beg to enclose an Arzee jErom fiim m which he states 
his claim to certam sums as Tanka upon the distna of Saohgarh 
Scorn Chappara and Omutwana, 

In the above paper Anup Smgh claims the Tanka as a grant 
from the Nagpur Govemraent hut I do not believe that such wiH 
be found to be correct for upon my first arrival m 1816 not only 
Anup Smgh but Nehal Smgh also entreated I would mtercedc and 
procure them a contmuance of this source of subsistence, statmg 
what was veiy true that the local authonties of the Rajah s Govern- 
ment had refused to pay it since the presence of the Bntish troops 
and for the same cause they were anaid to enforce the payment 
which they asserted they would immediately effect if I would pro- 
muc not to mterfere. In reply I oiuld only stroncly recommend 
their deciapmg altogether from plunder m the Rajah’s country and 
to.brmg any deed of the grant whidi they possess and which they 
drti, but the seal provmg that of a former Auiml, and not of the 
Nagpur Government, the autbonaes placed by Sadik Ah Khan 
refused at once to acknowledge its validity although they could 
not deny the plain fact that they would have to pay the amount or 
be plundered of all their cattle and property if the Bnush troops 
were not present. 

Sir John Malcolm m his recent cndcavcfurs to put a stop to the 
plundenng and depredadona earned on by the petty chiefs to the 
Northwara of the Nerbudda m Maltra has m his transactions with 
them particularly invcsdgated this claim of Tanka, and after 
flmgmg out all that could not be substandaicd and oppressions 
from the anarchy and confusion of the times, recognized their 
title to the remamder so long as they refrmned from committmg 
depredanons or forably cxactmg payment and with which they 
appear to have cheerfully complied. 

The claims made ly Anup Smgh conjoanily with Nehal Smgh 
upon the districts specified amount to betirccn three or four 
thousand Rupees a year and upon hia renewing them m a con 
fercncc with me the other day whilst acknowledgmg his thanks 
for so many dependants being taken into service he observed that 
his own family and himself bang left thus destitute was the reason 
of his domg so I diidnaly infonncd him that any positive nght

I have to submit to the Right Hon’ble the Governor General 
m Council an application which has been repeatedly made to me 
tor a provision from Government by a peison of very lespectable 
family and character residing at Jubbulpore, Gangadhar Rao Ingha 
to whom I allude, is the son of an officer who was in the service 
of the Nagpur state named Kliandujec hi glia, a biothei of the 
well known Ambajee Ingha, formerly m the service of Smdhia 
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a The birth place of the family is in the Poona temtory 
Khanduji Ingha was lil.e his brother formerly m the service of 
Smdhia which he left about the year i8io to enter mto that of 
the Nagpur Government His last situation under the latter was 
that of Soobah of Jubbu^ore which he held not qmte two years 
when he died. His son Gangadhar Rao succeeded him and re tain 
cd the situation three years, when he was superseded about mne 
months before the transfer of the temtory to the British 
Government 

3 Though deprived of the office of Soobah Gangadhar Rao 
rctamed an assignment of the pergunnah of Barella m Jaidad for 
the support of a party of Horse. He was allowed to retain this 
pergunnah (which then yielded about 15,000 Rupees per annum) 
durmg the first year after the transfer owmg to my having been 
m the first instance misinformed as to the nature of the grant 
under which it was held He enjoyed liliewisc for his personal 
maintenance a Jagir m the Reserved tcmtoncs of the Nagpur State, 
valued nominally at laooo Rupee* per annum but said to have 
produced no more than 9000 This Jagir was, I understand the 
mduceraent held out to Kbandujce Ingua to quit the service of 
Sindhia It was 1 believe resumed soon after the introduction of 
our authonty into the Nagpur State. 

4- Since the resumption of his Jagir Gangadhar Rao haa sub* 
sisted on the property which he then possessed but which is I 
fancy now nearly exhausted A good deal of his property consist 
cd of Horses which he was unable to s^ll and most of which have 
died and I believe he is now much distressed for the means of sub- 
Bistcncc. He is of that class of men to whom the mtroducuon of 
our Government is always fatal as their whole dqicndcncc was on 
the service of the state, and our system affords no employment for 
persons of their rank in soacty 

5 Under these arcumstances I trust that the Governor 
General in Council will consider it proper that a provision ihouW 
be made for Gangadhar Rao which indeed seems necessary to 
save him from actual irant. 

6. It may perhaps he considered a question whether the ex 
pense of such a provision should fall on the Entish GovemmenC 
or on the Naraur state On this point I may remark that the 
employment which Gangadhar Rao held was m his temtory 
ana that this is the only instonce m which a demand of this nature 
has been made upon our Government All the other pnnapal 
officers of the Nagpur Government who were employed m tnis 
temtory left it immediately after the breaking out of the war and 
have provided for at Nagpur On the other hand it is to be 
remarkctl that the Jagir whidi Gangadhar Rao enjoyed more 
csjKxaally for his personal maintenance, was m the Nagpur reserved 
temtory 
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7 I would suggest for Gangadhar Rao an allowance of 
Rupees 4500 per annum, to commence from the present year 

8 I found Gangadhar Rao residing at Jubbulpore m a house 
whicli IS the property of the Government I thought it right 
however to allow him to remain in it, and as it cannot be made 
applicable to any public purpose, I trust that he may be permitted 
still to occupy it 

9 I shall transmit a copy of this letter to the Resident at 
Nagpur, as the Governor-General m Council may probably wish to 
receive a communication of that officer’s sentiments on the subject 
of It

In hopes that Captain Crawford might be able to furnish 
information useful m forming a decision on the question, a letter 
was addressed to him and I have the honour to transmit a copy of 
his reply, but as his statement does not appear to be either suffi- 
ciently explicit or clearly substantiated to admit of a decision bemg 
made without previous investigation you will have the goodness to

SlR, 

I had the Iionour ycaterday (Sunday) to receive your letter oi 
the 1 5th mstant giving cover to the copy of one from Captain Pew 
Superintendent of the Affaire of the District of C handa, together 
with a copy of Captam Pews translation of the Prmcroal parts of 
the petition of Bhujang Rao Zammdar of Ahin I 'have no 
memoranda upon the subject m dispute but proceed to give you 
aU I vaguely recollect of the matter As for the history of the 
Zammd^ I know it not, but if Lam not mistaken Bhecmba, the 
late Zammdar was not a son tf even a near relation, of his prede 
cess or whoever he might be. I always heard that the Zammdar 
who held Ahin before Bheemba bad been long confined at Nag 
pur and that Bheemba was m the first mstance fixed upon by the 
election of the Zammdar s wves or women and the people, to act 
for the man m confinement, and that he eventually succeeded to 
be Jumeendar upon the death of his predecessor who 1 believe, 
died m confinement at Nagpur 

I do not recollect that Bhuiang-Rao was adopted by Bheemba 
he was a servant of his and when the Fort of Ahin was treaebe 
rously opened for Kondu m 1818 Bhujang Rao was accused of 
havmg betrayed Bheemba Gajur Malhar who ^vas murdered by 
Kondoo was Bheemba s confidcncuil servant, and a much more 
likely person to have been adopted byium than Bhujangrao I do 
not think that Bhujang Rao was adopted by Bheemba he was how 
ever acknowledged Zammdar of Ahin but wbethcr as actmg for 
Bheemba s infant daughter or otherwise I am not certauu 

The dispute about Kundoo s -adoption of r Rajeshwar Rao s 
Child I recollect and when very brought before me, I told 

the parties that Government unshed all such matters 'to be settled 
among themselves accordmg to their -own usages and customs, and 
to mterferc as little as possible conccming such disputes indeed, 
would only do so for the purpose of prcscrvmg the peace, or when 
urgently cdlcd upon by the parties to dcadc I explamed to them 
that in forming ray judgment of such matters, I should be pnna 
pally guided by the opmions of thar peers, and that if they thought 
I cither disliked the trouble of mvcstigaung the busmess or would 
not listen to tbcir coraplamts they had only to give in petitions, 
and I would lose no time in assembling the ^mmdan and takin g 
step* to have the mvcsngation laid before Government. I con 
eluded by dcsinng them that I would use no authority nor eire 
any opmion upon the maticr before a thorough ittvestigauon had 
taken place and desired them to choose for themselves whether to 
present petitions and hare it dcadctl by Government or to scillc 
It amongst themselves and Bhujangrao oi far as I know of the 
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matter no longer di'^puted the light of Rajeshwar Rao's son as heir 
to the Alapalli Zamandari, and the natnes appealed to consider 
the boy as properly adopted 

do not recollect the name of Khandu’s aunt Bheemha had 
a daughter, whom I have seen frequently, and I have some faint 
recollection of a talk of hei being or about to he, betrothed to 
Rajcshwai Raos son, m oidci that the two Zamindarecs of Ahiri 
and Alapilly sliould merge into one 

Essobac is said to have died in September 1824 and Bhujang 
Rao’s petition is brought forward nineteen months after tliat event, 
without any good 01 plausible reason being given for his having so 
long delayed to urge what he consideis as his right, and the cir- 
cumstance of Bheemha’s having left a daughter is not mentioned 

Regarding the Zamindars, the view' I take of their situation is 
that they arc a sort of tributary or mihtar)^ dependents, generally 
masters as to their ow'n internal arrangements, hut acknow'ledgmg 
a general allegiance, w'hich is my icason for having mvanably 
recommended tlicm to call as little as possible for Government 
interference m their disputes 

Some of the Kachcri servants of the Superintendent of Affairs 
of the district of Chanda are perfectly informed of all that took 
place in this business whilst I was Superintendent of Affairs of the 
district of Chanda, and I dare say can gne a true account of the 
matter if they choose to do so From the business having been 
brought forw'ard at the time it has, and not before, I have some 
suspicion in my ow’n mind that there may perhaps have been a 
canvassing of interest witli them, bribery for the purpose of mis- 
representing matters to the Superintendent of Affairs, on the part 
of Rajeshwar Rao and Bhujang Rao, and I beg leave with all 
deference to hint that some of the Kacheri servants are anxious to 
hold Maufi Villages in perpetuity from the Zamindars, and that 
the villages of Ghot and Arpiilee are close to Charaoorsee 

In conclusion I beg it to be clearly understood tliat I merely 
speak from a faint recollection of a dispute never fully canvassed 
before me, nor deaded by me, and upon which I never gave an 
opinion, nor ever used interference or influence, and that I should 
not wish that my indistinct recollection w'lth the Resident

of Nagpur, because I am mcompetent to give him a final answer 
to his apphcation for the arrears of a pension of Rupees Eighteen 
hundred (1800) per annum, allowed him by the Nagpur Govern- 
ment, which he states are due from the begmnmg of the year 
A D 1825, and the payment of which I am informed by the Resi- 
dbnt at Nagpur is objected to by that Court, and also to order him 
away From the contents of your letter dated the 20th October 
1821 to Major General Manley which by merely prohibitmg his 
return to the Nagpur territories does not seem to deprive him of 
the option of residing at this station, for though the proximity of 
Jubbulpore to the Nagpur dominions would lead me to partiapate

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Rajah’s dominion, when that order was issued, and the position of 
many of which would aifoid to him every facility for carrying on 
intngues against tire established government of Nagpur There can 
be httle doubt, indeed, but that the appearance of Ramchandra 
Wagh at Jubbulpore, is connected with the desi^s lately manifested 
by Appa Saheb, and tliat the same intrigues which brought the E>^ 
Raja from his retreat beyond the Sutlej, have prompted the move- 
ments of his adherent to the vianity of the quarter where his 
machmations were likely to prove most useful The Governor- 
General in Council is of opinion therefore that you should require 
Ramchandra Wagh to quit the territory subject to your control 
The connection which he is stated to have recently formed with the 
Ruler of Jalotra, by the marriage of his daughter to the son of that 
chief tvill doubtless secure to him an asylum against actual want, 
whenever he thmks proper to avail himself of it, but whatever may 
be the real state of his circumstances His Lordship in Council does 
not consider that we should be justified m urgmg the Nagpur Gov-

10 I am of opmion, but I state it with diffidence that such re- 
fugees have a right to the protection of the British Government, 
and„ should not be given up Demands urged against them should 
be listened to and the payment of whatever might be decreed 
agamst them by the Judiaal authority of Sitabuldi, should be en- 
forced by the usual means of personal restraint and when necessary 
This is the process which would be adopted m the adjoinmg territo- 
ries upon the Nerbudda, and this cession to the Hon’ble Company 
has inherent in it equal nghts and privileges with those of any other 
British possession 

1 1 As however the exercise of this privilege m this place 
situated as it is m the centre of the Nagpur dominions, and closely 
adjommg the capital may be mconvenient by necessitatmg the Com- 
pany’s authonty here to become the arbiter of many causes between 
the Raja and his subjects, and as it might devolve duties of mvesti- 
gauon for the dispatch of which two or three judges would be 
msuffiaent, it may be deemed pohtic never to exercise this privilege 
of protection Still it would be proper m the first instance to pro- 
claim that all refugees from the Rajah’s hmits will be surrendered 
on his Highness’s demand 

12 Butt’s case is however pecuhar, ist because he took refuge 
here under the impression that he would not be given up and that 
his person and propierty would be as safe as if he had fled to Seoni 
(he being of course always ready to meet at either place whatever 
might be legally decreed agamst him) Had he anticipated any 
doubts of finding protection here he would have fled m the first 
instance mto the Nerbudda temtones 

T 

2ndly Because he has now become the victim of our system 
of management It was the greatness of the British Officers in the 
charge of districts and I trust I speak' without partiality when I say 
of none more than the late Supenntendant of Bhandara to 
encourage and extend cultivation and promote m every way the 
interests of Government To effect these objects outlays of capital 
were necessary The avidity of the former rulers had brought on 
a^ timidity and backwardness in entenng upon speculations which 
made it difficult to mduce Sowkars to come openly forward but by 
labouring to give every possible security in the outlay of capital m 
agricultural and mercantile dealmgs and by enforcmg prompt 
payment of all recent and just debts the supermtendents succeeded 
m mspiring the fullest confidence Gapitahsts readily felt satisfied 
that the only risk they -incurred was a bad season. 
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13 Of all the Sowkars of the Bhandara diatnct none has con 
mbuted more to the advancement of that district to its present 
state of prospenty than Bntu Relying confidently on the aid of 
Government in the recovery of hia advances he lent freely and 
largely He extended his dealmgs even beyond the himts of his 
own capital He has been lancrTy in the habits of borrowmg 
annually to a large amount from other men of wealth, who fdt less 
confidence or had not equal enterprise or habits of businesa m 
order to lend out agam and thus aid m the Sunch renting oilti 
vatiOQ of the lands of Govemment. 

14. But be has shown all this activity and enterprise because 
he felt a mistaken assurance that the British Rule was not to be 
withdrawn. From the moment he heard of the mtended transfer 
he began to complam of the want of due notice. He said that he 
had been encouraged to extend his dealings all over the country 
that hifi gram and money was now spread through every pergunnsih 
to such an extent that it was impossible to collect them before rule 
ceased and that thus he muse now prove the victim of a system of 
jusnoe and security which had led ham m advancing his own to 
promote also so extensively the Intereau of Govemment 

15 These considerations may induce you to interfere so far 
as to see that no mjustice is done to Bun even though it may be 
Inconvenient and impoliac to refuse to surrender h\m on the 
application of the Raja 

He courts enquiry but not once by any creature of the Raji. 
He IS wiilmg to lubmit to the decision of a Panchayat, composed 
of mdependent and respectable men he having the nomination of 
an equal number ivith the Raja but on the condition that the 
Panenayat shall record and submit for your exammauon that 
decree and the evidence, proofe and documents upon which they 
found It. He bcCT that, if you dcadc on sending nim to the Raja 
you will do so tdlmg Ihghness that be is the father of all his 

n lc and that you trust and enjom that he will treat Bun whose 
ngs have so much advanced the interests of the district with 
that regard due to him.

I am directed by the Hon’ble the Governor m Council to 
forward for your mformation copy of a proclamation issued by his 
authority under date the 5 th mstant explaimng the grounds on 
which the British Government has been reluctantly compelled to 
depose the Raja of Satara and to proclaim his brothen as his 
successor. 
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Proclamation by the Resident at Satara issued under the authority 
of the Hon‘ble Sir James Smith Camac, Baronet^ Governor of 
Bombay, dated Satara the sth September 1839, 

I When the Bntuh Government was compelled by the un* 
provoked hostihty of Baji Rao to declare war aeainst him, a 
proclamation, dated the iiih February 1818 was issued by the 
rionT^lc Mr Elphmstonc sole Commiaaioncr for the settlement of 
the temtones conquered from the Pcahwa setimg fordi the arcum 
stances whidi had rendered that measure imperative. In this 11 
was ann ounced aS foHoWS — 

The Ka}a Satara who is now a Ensoner in Baji Raos 
hands wiB be released and placed at the head of an ind^jcndcnt 
sovereignty of such an extent as may maintain the Raja and 
his family m comfort and dignity With this aim the rort of 
Satara has been taken. The Ram s flag has been set up m 14 
and his former ministers have been called mto employment 
whatever country is assigned to the Raja will be admimsiercdby 
him, and he wiU be bound to cstabbsn a system of jusucc and 
order The rest of the country will be held by the HonTilc 
Company The revenue will be coUcacd by the Gov cmm cpt 
but all p r o p e r ty real or penonal will be secured. All Wuttun 
and Foam ^creditary lands) Waishashans, annual supcndi, 
and all religious and chantable estabhshments will be pro tecte d, 
and all rehgious sects wiQ be tolerated and tbeir customs mam

2 The Raia of Satara havmg been released from captivity 
on the defeat of the Ecshwa at A^ta was, pursuant to the above 
declaration, placed on the throne, nnd a treaty of alliance and 
fncndship was conduded between His Highness and the ^British 
Govemment, dated the a5th September 1819. By the and amde 
df this compact, the Raja for himself and for his hors and succes* 
•ors engage^ to hold bis temtory in subordinate co-operanon with 
the Bnn^ Government, and to be enmded m all matters by tb^ 
advice of the British Agent at His FQghncss s Court. By the Jtb 
amde the Raja for himself and for his heirs and successors en^ged 
to forbear from all mtcrcoursc with foreign powers and witn all 
Sudan Ijhardars Chiefi and Mimstets, and all persons of wbflf 
ever description who w^rc not rendered subject to his authority 
and to abttain from all connection or correspondence with tbem- 
It was further stipulated by the same amde, that any affairs that 
might arise with the aforesaid states and persons relating to Hi* 
Highness, shoold be exdusivcly conduaed by the Bnosh Goreffl 
ment and that if (for the purpose of forming matrimonial connec 
nons for HU Hignnesss mmUy or for any similar purpose) HU 
Highness should nave occasion to comraumcatc with persons not* 
rendered subject to his authonty such communication should be 
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made entirely through tlie Political Agent Finally it was declared 
tliat this article was a fundamental condition of the agreement, and 
that any depaituie from it on the Raja’s part would subject him 
to the loss of all die advantages secured to liim by the said treaty 

3 Notwithstanding this solemn compact it has been conclu- 
sively established to the conviction of the British Government that 
the Raja unmindful of his obligations, and of the generosity which 
restored him to liberty and conferred on him a Throne, has for a 
senes of years held clandestine communitions contrary to the 
stipulations contained in the 5th aiticle of the treaty, that he has 
clierishcd ambitious designs hostile to tlie British Government, 
that he has advanced claims and protection incompatible with the 
letter and spirit of the treaty and diat he has conducted himself 
m a manner subversive of the alliance formed between the two 
states 

4 Nevertheless the British Government willing to believe diat 

the Raja had been betrayed into these acts by the counsels of evil 
and designmg men and in the hope and expectation that the Raja 
would appreciate to and abandon the dangerous course 

into which he had been seduced, had resolved to overlook and for- 
give the past, on his agreeing for the future to act strictly and m 
good faith according to the treaty, to dismiss from his counsels the 
Minister who had been chiefly instrumental in creating disunion 
between the two states, and to abstain from injuring those persons 
through whose mformation his violations of the Treaty had been 
estabhshed 

5 With this view the Hon’ble Sir James Smith Camac 
Baronet, Governor of Bombay, vested with full authority from the 
Right Hon’ble Lord Auckland, Governor-General of India, pro- 
ceeded in person to Satara, and havmg explamed to the Raja the 
dangerous position m which he had placed himself and havmg 
communicated both verbally and m wntmg the conditions on which 
the British Government was wilhng to grant an amnesty for the 
past, urged him to the comphance with these terms as the only 
mode by which relations of amity and fnendship with him could 
be restored 

6 The Raja after repeated conferences and ample opportmuty 
for reflection and after havmg been exphatly warned of the conse- 
quences rejected these conditions and the British Government bemg 
therefore convmced that it is impossible any longer to mamtam 
friendly relations with a Prmce who has shown himself so regard- 
less of a Treaty entered mto under the peculiar circumstances 
above reated, hereby declares the aUiance between the two states 
dissolved, and its mtention to enforce the penalty specified m the 
5th article of the treaty entered mto by the Raja and dated the 25th 
September 1819,

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7 The BntiBh Government however having no view of 
advantage and aggrandizement has resolved to invest the brother 
and next m succession to the Raja, with the sovereignty of the 
Satara state, accordm^ to the limits fixed by the treaty of the a5th 
September 1819 He is therefore hereby proclaimed ^ja of Sataia 
under the utle of Shnmant Maharaj Sh^jee Cbatrapati of Satan 
and all persons rcaidmg withm hia territory arc hereby required to 
render to him all^iance.

Two British subjects have each been called upon to pay 
a duty levied on every laden boat passmg up or down the nver 
under the name of Dagabyah or mast duty It is levied as the 
ease may reijuire at Bussorah or Bagdad and former Pashas have 
conceded a similar nght on one or two Arab Shaikhs on the Tigris 
and Euphrates m consideraaon of their protection of boats on 
their several portions of temtory The two Bnnsh subjects above 
mentioned chartered Nanve boats for the conveyance of their 
goods instead of sendmg them on freight and guaranteed freedom 
of duty to the Owner and then both objected to this levy under 
the plea that it infnnged the treaty as an mdirect charge on 
British goods not authorised by that document. The Government 
persisted m claiming the duty and in reply to the Pohucal Agent s 
representanona, stated that tncy levied the duty on boats not on 
goods and that this is not contrary to the treaty The sum m the 
mean time has been paid and the Officers of this Government have 
advised on appeal to H. M. s Ambassador at Ck)nstantmople con 
fident of their right to act as they have done. 

The next question is whether m the case of bankruptcy Bnnsh 
merchants are subjects with other creditors to an average payment 
on the sale of the bankrupts effects or entitled to claim the whole 
amount of their dues from the assets.

with, and appropriated it to his owm use That he discovered the 
Brahmin, Balkishan Tirhlea, and reported the same to Sir E 
Colebrooke by a letter wdncli he dispatched by tlie Enghsh Dak, 
requesdng an order might be sent to die Officer Commandmg at 
Asirgarh to apprehend him. From thence he came to Elhchpur

no concern with him There can be no doubt that I shall shortly 
receive intelligence of a satisfactory settlement of your affairs 
Take courage therefoic and if you can send some men of parts to 
Calcutta, it will be advisable foi you to do so, whatever expense

attested by me with a view to the proceedings which he proposed 
to institute before you for the discovery of certam alleged deposits 
withm the province of Ajmer 

3 In consequence of some papers by him havmg been 
detected at Nagpur, I was subsequently directed by Government to 
prohibit his further attendance at tlie Residency and he was accord- 
ingly ordeied to qmt Delhi nor did I afterwards hear of him, till 
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a short tune ago durme a short stay at Agra when 1 found that he 
had been mortgaging tne papers which 1 have abovemcntioned to 
have been resum^ from him as sccunty to a Banker who was to 
have advanced money to him under pretence ot prosccutmg his 
search after the alleged deposits 

4. Copies of the corresponddnee with Government m regard 
to Ganga Smgh arc annexea and I have only to add and request 
that you will secure the papers which have been produced to you 
by Riunratan Baboo and order the latter person to quit Ajmer

5 From contents of paia 5th of my letter undei date the 19th 
It is evident that either Appa Saheb or his Agent have been deceived 
by our holding a communication with Rao Ganga Singh or that 
he washed to d^eceive me by the bold assertion reported m that 
paragraph I must acknow^ledge however that in my opinion Appa 
Saheb has been deceived by his Agent Rao Ganga Singh and has 
squandered aw^ay, it seems, in tlie vain and groundless expectation 
of being again placed on the Musnud of Nagpur 

6 In the paiagraph above alluded to I did not report half 
the conversation of the Agent who called on me because it appeared 
to me ridiculous One observation was to this effect “You know

had received from Sir J Malcolm in the month of May last but 
on reference to a copy of that letter which has been retained in the 
office I find the one which has been delivered to you to be entirely 
QiSercnt and if we may judge by its contents an evident forgery 
Copies of the letter from the Persian Secretary at Bombay and of 
the above mentioned letter to Rao Ganga Smgh and of nvo more 
received at the same time to Ramchandra Wagh and the Ex Raja 
hims elf arc annexed for your information. 

2 There seems to be no doubt of the Ex Raja of Nagpur 
bemg actually at Bikaner or m the neighbourhood and the Bik^ci 
Rajahs Vakeels when I quesuoned them on the subject, were not 
able to contnidia the faa though they expressed thar surpnse at 
the asseraon and said that if Appa Saheb is really in the Bikaner 
Temtory he must have taken rcnigc m a common asylum situated 
a few miles from Bikaner where many murderers and other 
fellows already reside under the protccnon which the sanctity of

3 I pointed out to the Vakeels m the strongest terms, the 
great impropriety of thar masters conduct in harbounng an 
Outlaw and enemy of the Bnush Government and the certamty of 
his incurring the displeasure of the Ri^ht Honhle the Governor 
General in Counal for his misconduct m this respect.

treaties or at all event we are not bound to protect them. The 
former we arc bound to protect, and though no expi e ss stipulation 
may have been inserted in the treaty that they shall not protect 
or afford an asylum to our enemies, still it cannot be supposed that 
we arc bound to protect them without some equivalent, and that 
of protecting and affording an asylum to our enemies could never 
m my opinion have ent er ed the mmds of the framcTB of the treaties. 

3- It appeals however that m the Jodhpur case this doubt of 
their right, 11 such a doubt could ever have cnated, haf< been set 
at rest, by a document m your office a copy of which m Penoan is 
forwarded for your information. The article m the ^pcndix, 
or m the explanatory queries and rephes annexed to the Treaty is 
thus — 

(i) The anaent custom affordmg an asylum to all persons 
excepting an enemy of the British Government will 
remam m force or duly regarded. 

(a) It is an anaent custom to afford an asylum to those who 
seek It, let this custom also be observed. 
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4 It is evident that if Bikaner had a right to afford ^ asylum 
to Appa Saheb, Jodhpur, Indore and the Independent States 
bordering on Nagpur, enjoy the same right, and consequently 
Appa Saheb might wait on any independent frontier until he had 
organized his plans for resuming his throne 

5 It appears to me that we had no right to call any States on 
the other side the Sutlej to account for harbouring Appa Saheb 
Far removed also from the theatre of his former operations, there 
he could do no harm, and it was therefore both just and wise to 
disregard his move Here he could have moved from asylum to 
asylum until he reached Nagpur, and had well orgamzed all his 
plans 

6 You appear to have imagined, that he could have rest 
contented had he been left unmolested m his retreat within Bikaner 
The information contained m my letters to your address of May 
8th and 13th prove tltat he was preparmg hnnself for some ex^ 
ploit previous to your having taken any notice of my letters, and 
whilst he remamed unmolested m his retreat at Bikaner So that 
had he been able to fly to Nagpur, his flight would not have been 
attiibutable to my measures for his expulsion, but on the contr-ary 
to his ever havmg been allowed an asylum and time for the orga- 
nization of his plans 

7 These plans fortunately have been defeated, and the Ri^ht 
Hon’ble the Governor General in Council will be able to decide 
whether my measures are deservmg of the mdirect censure convey^' 
ed m the concludmg part of paragraph 2nd of your letter, to which 
this is a reply

You will no doubt be surprised at our visits to Bhopal but 
I am now trying what I can do with my camels We have made 
135 miles m seven marches the two first of which with our guns 
and stores The pmdarees after their defeat on the 13th made off 
m this direction but not having our camels tiU the i6th I was 
obliged to postpone my pursuit till the i8th On my arrival at (Nag- 
pur) on the 19th I learnt their direction beyond a doubt and hav- 
ing left Ma]or Pelham to come m at the common marches with 
the I pushed on with the Reserve and mtend contmumg 

the pursmt until I come up ivith the Dhuriah which I have every 
reason to beheve are now reduced to 5 or 600 Horse They have 
taken the direction of Bhelsa which I hope to pass the day after

As It appears from the tenor of Mr Jenkms letter highly 
probable that it is the mtcncioa of the most noble the Governor 
General to rctam the distncts of Hoshangabad and Scorn m the 
possession of the HonTilc Company I considered it advisable at 
once to inform the Nabob of this probabihty 

Although I have not received any aimver from the Nabob fur 
iher than that he had sent orders for the return of the Detachment 
under Sultan Mohed Khan yet I know that the mtimation I sent to 
him of the probability of our rctaimng the distncts m qnesticm 
has been the cause of great disappointment to him. 

Previous to the amval of our troops on the Nerbudda, I 
believe some preparaaons were actually made by this Government 
for an attempt to recover those place by force smcc that the Nabob 
has not to hope would regam them through our means and 

on the war breaking out mth the Rajah of Nagpur no doubt Beans 
remamed oiat they would recover 

From the spirit of your n^otiation mth Shohzed Mussiah as 
well as from the nature of our mtercoursc with the state of Bhopal 
since that period I conceive the Nabob has had ground for mdulg 
mg the hope above mentioned Should it be your opinion font the 
Nabob has had suffiaent reason to form such expectations I think 
you will also agree with me m thinkin g that next to an express 
engagement hopes so encouraged form a very Btrong claim to those 
districts 

It may not now be found expedient to give those particular 
distncts to the Nabob but it would I conceive be worthy the 
character of the Bnosh Government owe him an cqmvilcnt 

for them elsewhere.

and attacked the Dhurra which he put to flight, killing six or eight 
men and as many Horses Tliey took the direction of Bhelsa 
Major Rose will continue his pursuit as long as he sees a chance of 
commg up with them Colonel Adam with his detachment inll 
be at Sujalpur today, that place is 50 miles west of Biiseah

I have taken the liberty to enclose a statement of such parts of 
his conduct as were objectionable m his intercourse with the Nawab 
of Bhopal as dehvered to me by Amooluck Rae the Nawab’s Dewan, 
and I trust under all the circumstances of the case you may think it 
desirable to sanction his future employment m some other quarter 
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To— JOHN ADAM, ESQUIRR 


Sir, 

I had the honour on the 20th instant to report to yon that 
having received from the Navrab of Bhopal a tender of the sub- 
mission of Sectoo and Ranjan Chiefs of me Pindancs I was about 
to repair to that place for the purpose of obtaining the surrender of 
their arms and horses 

I had been mforracd of the arrival of these Pindanes early m 
the morning of the 20th but having also heard that a party of 
Captam Robert s Corps was with them 1 concluded at that tune it 
would not be requisite for me to go to Bhopal Findmg however 
by a letter from the Nawab received m the cvenmg that Captain 
Roberts ivas at Conchodc a distance of 60 miles from Bhopal and 
that the Pmdanes had come m without his concurrence, I deemed 
It proper with reference to the instructions I had received from 
tune to tune on the subject, to proceed there and accordingly 
amved on the mommg of the aien 

As the Pmdanes had been received by the Nawab who had 
been determined by His Lordship as a mediator through whom 
their submission might be proffei^ I did not judge it n^i to take 
stqis for openmg a discussion with them until they should have 
been mtroduced to me by the Nawab a officers, ^cy came to 
Bhopal attended by Bhagivant Pandit a News Wnter of 
Mr Jenkins, by one liircanuh of Captam Roberts and two of 
Colonel Adams Seetoo having dcdin^ Captain Roberta 

Camp Bhugwant Pandit I understood to have t^en this step 
without mstnictiotis 

Upon ray interview with the Nawab on the mommg of the 
aand he informed me that on his way from Raisccn he had been 
met by Sectoo who had fallen at his feet and entreated him to 
make nis terras with the Bntish Government, that on l earnin g of 
the approach of Sectoo he took mcaBurcs for surrounding him. and 
his party he knew whether they would agree to the 

terras on which their surrender would he received and which he 
immediately detailed when they aopuesced without demur 
I however subsequently said that nc had been promised by the 
Pandit on the Part of Mr Jenkins that he should be tnVfn mto 
service with 200 Horse, and that he accordingly expected to jctam 
all the Horses he now had with bim and further to be allowed a 
Jagir near Hindia. The Nawab told him in reply he had no 
authonty to make any such promises and enquired of me under 
what instructions the Pandit was actmg To rbm I could only 
that it was not the mtcntioD of the Governor 
General to deviate m any respect from the terms already known. 
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Karim Mohammed Khan, then observed the Pandit havmg 

been raising obstacles to the arrangements the Naivab was 
endeavouring to effect mth Seetoo but that however there was nO 
doubt all would be properly settled 

This conversation took place on the 22nd, on the 23rd the 
Holy was celebrated during which no business could be transacted 
I had however opportmiities of learning that tlie Pmdaries from 
the tone they assumed did not appear likely to come into the views 
of Government They declared against giving up their horses, 
they also declared they would not be distributed in remote villages, 
as was the case with Namdar Khan’s people, that tliey had been 
habituated to all die appendages of Rank and were in very different 
circumstances from Namdar Khan I directed my Munshi to see 
Seetoo m order to ascertain what were his views He was however 
assailed by Bhagwant Pandit m Seetoo’s presence who told him he 
had no business to interfere, that Captain Roberts would settle the 
terms, that I possessed no audiority and concluded with denouncmg 
all possible mischief and evil to Seetoo if he attempted to close -with 
any arrangement tendered by the Nawab On hearmg this recital 
I sent for the Pandit who, though extemely insolent, after hearmg 
my explanation at length declared diat he would no further 
interfere 

In the evening I saw the Nawab and impressed strongly upon 
him the necessity of bringing the matter to a close He imme- 
diately sent for Seetoo and assured me that whole should be forth- 
with settled 

Having however learnt by noon of the 24th that Seetoo had 
declmed attendmg, and not hearmg any thing further from the 
Nawab, I thought it necessary. Lieutenant Hodges being absent at 
Bairseeah, to prepare a recorded document of my opimon on the 
subject, I therefore sent through Karim Mohammed Khan a note 
for the Nawab of which a translation accompanies 

Under the suspicions which had by this time been excited m 
my namd, I began to contemplate the necessity that would most 
probably exist for making Seetoo and his party prisoners The 
accomplishment however of this attempt appeared not easy The 
Pmdaries were all excellently mounted, the Chiefs occupied a build- 
ing standmg separately on a place small picquets of five or 

Six Pmdaries were placed round a distance of near 200 yards 
constantly and the lookout, the horses of the whole saddled and 
most of the men holdmg their Bridles As Seetoo had spies all 
around, the difiiculty for getting any armed men in motion un- 
percerved was very great and an abortive attempt ending in his 
escape would have been very mortifymg I felt also univillmg to 
violate the understood agreement while the discussion was pendmg 
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The Nawab had onpnally placed the Pmdanes m the midit 
of hi8 troope but aftenvnras on the remonstrance of die Pandit upon 
vanous plea allowed them to change grotmd the position they took 
was completely chgible for escape. 

In the evenmg of the 24th inomation having been ^ven to 
Scctoo that the discussion must be closed The Pandit agam came 
to the Nawab threatenmg him that he would be rumed 11 he inter 
fered m cffectmg any settlement with me, that great blame would 
attach to him, that I had no authonty addressmg himself m the 
most disrespectful mann er This was immediately represented to 
me and bemg unable to prevent further misconduct by any other 
means myself compelled to order the Pandit mto confine 

ment. 

About this time being a little after sunset the Nawab sent for 
Ranjan and Scctoo intending they came to have dispatched 

them with his relation Mohammed Dcen Khan to wait upon me, 
but Captain Roberta Chapraasi told the Chobdar they should not 
go that mght. The Nawab irritated at this unwarraniablc refusal 
said he would instantly apply to me to have their Horses seized, 
which he did. Within five mmuies after this order was given, and 
before it could be aaed on our HircarTabs brought mtelligcnce that 
the whole party had mounted their Horses m an instant and darted 
o5 towards the jungles when the moon not havmg risen they were 
almost imm ediately out of Sight, the Nawab and all his relations 
and troops instandy commenced the Pursuit detaching parties m 
every direction and I returned with him at 2 a.m. this mommg 
The Pmdanes having succeeded m gettmg off towards their former 
haunts near Bauglee. 

The Nawab is greatly distressed and gneved by this acadent 
thinking the Governor-General may be displeasea but I have 
venturw to assure him that I could not antiapate any such fcchng 
towards him on the part of His Lordship 

For myself had I taken steps for removing the Hircarra of 
Captam Roberts and the News Wntcr of Mr Jenkins on my first 
amval the Pmdanes might probably have been brought to accede 
to the appomted terms but I did not feel assured of the expediency 
of such a measure at so early a stage of the affair nor was 1 satisfied 
of the propnety of takin g the management out of the hands of the 
Nawab 

I have doubted whether it might be the pleasure of the Most 
Noble the Governor-General to denounce Scctoo and his followers 
m consequence of their flight on this occasion havmg heard that 
he had also deputed a person to Sir John Malcolm. 

I shall transmit to Mr Jenkins dispositions to the conduct of 
Bhagwant Pandit together with a copy of this letter and I trust he 
may be removed from his situation at Ashta where his presence 
would be offenave to the Naivab after the insults he has offered him. 
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Captain Roberts did not come here but proceeded to Shujawab 
pore wheie I expect to join him on the aSth instant

I deem It proper to report for your information, that the 
Killedar of Cbaouragarh obtained a reinforcement die day before 
yesterday of 100 Horsemen, die party was encountered by a few 
men of Lieutenant Campbell’s Corps who captured one man from 
whom I learn that the body 111 question were formerly Pmdanes 
and had come from- the Bhopal terntoi-y, where they had for many 
months past remained at the Fort of Nuzzur Garh under a leader 
called Han Singh Jamadar and were countenanced by the Bhopal 
Rajah Of this arcurastance I have lost no time m acquamtmg 
the political agent at Bhopal, their families being m that quarter 
It would appear that the party reached the Nerbudda on the 14th 
and to enable them to get into Chowragarh, had crossed and 
marched throughout the night without haltmg at any mtermediate 
place I learn from the same channel that a of employ 

ment was made to many others and that it was expected they 
would soon follow. 

The Killedar’s intention (1 have every reason to beheve) is to 
employ them m plundermg and laymg waste the neighbourmg 
pergunnahs, this shall I beg to assure you be prevented by every 
means m my power, though m my present situation I fear it will be 
difl&cult effectually to secure the inhabitants for the depredations 
of these marauders whilst they have the fort of Chouragarh open 
to their protection. 
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Notwithstanding the intelligence which I continue to rccavc 
from General Marshall a Camp of his mtcntion to send down his 
whole Battenng Tram to Nagpur I remain confident that the 
urgent necessity of the case, has already occasioned you to make 
some arrangement with the Major General to afford me the aid of 
a party of ms tram and that by this cnablmg me to reduce 
Chouragarh the of the valley will 8p«^y be secured.

In my letter to you of the 5th instant I had the honour to 
report for the information of the Most Noble the Governor-General 
the discussions that had taken place with this Durbar regardmg the 
Pmdary Chief Wasil Mohammed. 

0. I had an mtemew with Atmaram agam on the same sub- 
ject on the 6th instant when he persisted m eaymg that Waail had 
left the Camp and my own inionnation indcM confirmed his 
statement. He assured me however that it was still intended to 
dchver him up to the Bntish GovemmenL That he would' pr oce ed 
to some, village at a distance from Camp where he was to remain 
and that a party of the Maharajah s Horse and a guard from the 
Residency escort should proceed and him into custody there. 

3- It will not be supposed after what had occurred that Lcould 
place much reliance on thm statemenL I replied to Atmamm that 
the Maharajah might adopt what mode of achvcnng up the Chief 
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he pleased But I could not help suspecting there was no intention 
of doing so and I had nothing now to do but to report to His 
Lordship the ineffectual steps I had taken and aiguments I had 
used to induce the Maliarajah to adhere to his engagements and 
to show by his conduct that he was no longer the supporter of the 
predator)^ system. 

4 Atmaram begged I would postpone reporting to His Lord- 
ship for a few days and repeated his assurances that the Pmdary 
Chief should be given up He seemed at the same tune to be a 
little anxious to know what course His Lordship would adopt m 
the event of the Chiefs not being delivered up I told him he 
must be aware that such a flagrant bieach of his engagements on 
the part of Smdhia would authoiize His Lordship to adopt any 
measures he pleased m retalliation But I would point out to him 
one consequence which I conceived would immediately follow which 
was that His Lordship would demand the restitution by the Maha- 
rajah to us of all the Pmdary possessions which we had rescued 
from the hands of tliose fieebooters and given back to him He 
must be aware that if he still countenanced those plunderers we 
could have no security that he would not restore their Jagheers to 
them Those Jagheers I said were pietty extensive and tlie Maha- 
rajah must have a great regard for VVasil Mohammed if he valued 
him more than he did tliose district I mentioned this as only one 
very obvious and natural consequence of the Maharajah’s persever- 
ance m his present line of conduct 

5 Atmaram said that he had not failed to pomt out to the 
Maharajah that consequences even far more serious than what 
I had mentioned would follow if he did not comply -with the de- 
mand I had made But he again pleaded the embarrassments 
occassioned by evil advisers and besides Hmdu Rao he now men- 
tioned Bhim Rao and Daiiba Chltna^us as doing all m their power 
to protect the Pmdary Chief With this I said the British Govern- 
ment had no concern, we must look to the Maharajah alone who 
would no doubt soon see the consequences of his present conduct 

6 Soon after this meetmg with Atmaram business of all kmds 
was interrupted by tlie excursion of the Maharaja m pursuit of the 
Baize Bar After his return even I had no commimication with 
the Durbar until the aoth instant when I sent for Atmaram to 
require the orders for the dehvery of Ajmer and Islamnagar It 
was not my mtention m this occasion to have said any thmg regard- 
mg Wasil Mohammed But Atmaram havmg requested to know 
whether the Maharaja’s claims on Mewar which have been so fre- 
quently urged had been submitted to His Lordship, and if there was 
any reply I told him that I had not submitted them nor could 
I presume to lay before His Lordship either those or claims of any 
kind while tlie Maharaja contmued in direct violation of his 
engagements to harbour the Pmdanes 
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7 ThiB remark was followed a« uaual by the most scnoiis 
professions that it was the intention of Smdma to give up Waail 
without delay that a change had taken place in the mode in 
which It ivas proposed to seize that Chief that he had been (ialled 
back to Camp and on his arrival he would be taken into custody 
and dehvered over to me here that the Maharaja was afraid by 
the mode formerly proposed of scizme him at a distance from 
camp there might be some danger ot resistance and perhaps of 
bloo^hed 

8 To this I merely repbed that in the mode of dehvenng bun 
up the Maharaja might of course do as he pleased and nothmg 
further passed on the subject on this occasion* 

9 About 9 O Clock Iasi mgbt I received a commumcation 
from Atmaram that if I w'oultT send a guard mto the town of 
Gwalior Wasil Mohammed would be dehvered up A guard was 
accordmgly sent and about midnight the Pindary Chief was 
brought a Prisoner to the Residency 

10 I shall lose no tune m dispatchmg Wasil Mohammed to 
Gorakbpore. His Lordship will ob^rve that I have come under 
no supulaaon whatever in regard to that Chief. But as he seemed 
to be under great alarm at falling mto our hands I have merely 
assured him mat he need be under no apprehensions that he will 
be subjeaed to no mdigmty and that a subsistence will be given 
him. I at the same ome told him that from the mode m which 
he had come mto our hands he could not expect the same treat 
raait as those Chiefs who had surrendered voluntarily to us. 

ri It will no doubt occur to His Lordship from the whole 
of the discussions which I have had the honour to report regardmg 
the surrender of Wasil Mohammed as well as from the mode in 
which he has at length been delivered up that Smdhia concaves 
there ifl somethmg like disgrace m givmg up this Chief who had 
sought his protection It is far from my wish as I am convmccd 
It must be from His Lordship s mtcntions to subject Smdhia to 
any unnecessary humihation But it is considered that the flames 
of that system of violence and rapine which have so long laid 
waste this country arc hardly yet extinguished and that the protec 
non of one of the Chie& or the freebooters by the only native 
power to whom any share of influence has been left must have 
excited hopes of the revival of that system m the nunds of all the 
turbulent which it was necessary to crush m the bud I trust that 
His Lordship will approve of the persevermg endeavours I have 
used m this protracted discussion the succrasful termination of 
which I have now had the honour to report.

Sir, 

Tlic Governor-General liaving had under his eonsideration the 
paper of requests submitted to His Lordship by Roy Dutta Ram on 
the part of Amir Kban and the dispatches received from you and 
from Sir John Malcolm and the Resident at Delhi relative to his 
claim to the lands forming the Jaidad of Gafoor Khan, I am 
directed to communicate to you the result of His Lordship’s deh- 
berafon on the several questions embraced by those documents 
together with His Lordship’s further resolutions and mstructions 
relative to the interests and situation of Amir Khan 

'i Many of the requests submitted by Roy Datta Ram mre 
palpably extravagant and unreasonable, and could not be comphed 
with consistently with the pledges given by the British Government 
to other powers On most of those points your communications 
with Amu Khan will have repressed his unfonded expectations 
With a view however to render the present communications com- 
plete I am directed to state the sentiments and resolutions of His 
Lordship on each point although the statement may be in 

some mstances a repetition of former mstructions 

Respecting a Jagir in Rohilkhand for Vazir-ud-Dowlah, 
the son of Amir Khan 

3 The Governor-General has already expressed his apprehen- 
sion that the grant of a Jagir to the son of Amir Khan m Rohil- 
khand is not altogether reconcileable to the mterests and security 
of the Briush Government m that provmce, but that His Lordship 
would he disposed to take into consideration the practicability of 
effecting a grant of that description m some other part of the 
Company’s provmces The objections originally entertamed to his

establishment m Rohilkhand have not lost any of their force as far 
as refers to the state of that province. There is moreover pracncal 
difficulty m accomphshing t/us plan arising from the casting 
engagements with the landdioldcrs which would render any mter 
position of another authority and mterest between them and the 
Government m lands of such extent as must necessarily compose 
the Jagir of Wazir ud Dowlah highly mcxpcdicnt and indeed per 
haps not consistent with the spirit or letter of those engagements. 
The difficulty 18 enhanced by the urgency of Amir Khan s soUata 
non that the lands that may be granted to his son shall be 
exempted from the junsdicuon of the Adaulat a compliance vrith 
which could not be accorded without most mconvement and 
embarraasmg mtcrfercncc with the ordmary administration of the 
laws, and the hazard or rather the certamty of disturbmg and 
impedmg the operanon of the pohcc of the coun^ and of 
cncouragmg the commission of cnines and disorder Tne Cover 
nor-Gcncral feels it mdispensablc tbcrcforc to decline compliance 
with the request but it is ffis Lordship s purpose to confer as Jagir 
on Vazeei-un Dowlah m another part of xhc country to which sub- 
jta I fihall refer after havmg stated His Lordship s sentiments on 
the remaining article of the paper of requests. 

The grant of a compact temtory tn Itcu of his present scattered 

possessions and of the tribute to which he lays claim from 

Kotah Jaipur and Jodhpur 

4- The Bntiah Government has no lands at its disposal which 
could be conferred on Amir Khan m the manner requested as has 
already been distinctly stated to him by Mr Metcalfe. The object 
will not be lost light of should circumstances hereafter which is 
very improbable, ^ce the British Government m a condition to 
comply with this request. 


5 The nuUity of Anur Khans claim to tribute from Kota 
Jaiporc, and Jodhporc, has been already estabhahed The tribute 
formerly oaid to Holkar by the state of Kotah was transferred to 
the Bnnsh Government by the Treaty of Mehdipur A dmi tting 
it to have been assigned for some years preceding to Amir Ktum 
It IS certain that it ivas not included m the possessions 

euaranted him by the engagement he concluded with Si Bntiah 
Government, but that the claim to the tnhutc brought forward by 
hifl Agent durmg the negobatioa was distmctly rejected by 
Mr Metcalfe and relinquished by the Agent. The Governor 
General does not discern any motive of right or expediency which 
should induce the Governor-General to grant tbn tnbiitc to Amir 
Khan 


6 . Holkar possessed no legitunatc tnbutary rlflim* on Jaipur 
and if be had, they would have been purely m the same situation 
as the Kotah Tribute under the terms of the Treaty of Mehdipur 
Amu* Khan s personal claims are equally groundless His con 
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nections witli Jodhpur was of the character of a subsidiary engage- 
ment and Amir Kdian s claims on that state ceased with the dis- 
solution of that engagement PIis contmued demands and occa- 
sional iiiegular and aibitrary exations cannot be admitted as a 
legitimate claim eitlier m tins case or on that of Jaipur, from which 
no legulai tribute was claimable Even admittmg the case to have 
been otherwise however the tenor of our engagements with those 
states pledges us to secuie them against any such demands, while 
on tlie other hand our obligations towards Amir Khan are brounded 
by tile terms of oui tieaty witli that chief which neither directly nor 
indirectly adimt any such claim Amir Khan is fully aware of 
he view taken of these questions by the Governor-General and His 
Lordship does not appiehend that he entertams any expectation 
of his claims being recognized 

Respecting Jagiis granted by the Rajah of Jaipur^ Jodhpur and 
the Rana of Udaipur to Vazeer-ud-Dowlah 

7 Amir Khan was explicitly informed by Mr Metcalfe that 
these lands could not be exempted from the general restitution 
whicli Amu Khan would be required to make of the possessions of 
the Rajput princes occupied by his troops No objection will be 
offered to any disposition tliat may be manifested by those prmces 
to continue the Jagirs but on the other hand they must not be 
mterdicted or m any manner restramed or dissuaded from resum- 
ing them than if such be their pleasure and it should be explamed 
to Amir Khan that this is a matter the deasion of which rests with 
them 


Requesting that a provision in land or money may he 
settled on hiS Sirdars 

8 It was fully understood that Amir Khan was to make 
provision for such of his Sirdars as possessed any claim to it, and 
their mamtenance cannot become a burden on the British Govern 
ment, a large sum of money was advanced to Amir Khan, and a 
considerable body of his troops taken mto the pay of the British 
Government at a large expense to enable him to disnuss or provide 
for his Sirdars and this accommodation which was superadded to 
the advantages he derived from the teims of the engagement must 
be held to fulfil and even to exceed his just expectations 


Requesting that the loan of Three Lakhs may be made a free gift. 

9 His Lordship will not refuse to comply with this request if 
Amir Khan’s conduct shall be altogether satisfactory to you and 
Ins reception of the answers to his requests such as becomes him 
You will accordingly consider yourself authorized to declare the 
debt cancelled at such time as you think the declaration will have 
the best effect 
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\vn<; n grain bona fide lo Gafur Khan and tliat he held It at least 
of late )enis on own account, that the tioops he maintained 
fonned no pan of Amir Khan piopei Aimy, and that though he 
still upheld the inllucncc of Amir Khan in the Government of 
llolkai he had insensibly come to be regarded as one of the imme- 
diate servants of that state possessing an authority distinct m a 
great degree from that of his original master and frequently acting 
independently ol bis (oiiiiol and at vaiiancc with bis oideis This 
appears distinctly ftom Sn ]ohn Malcolms statement to be the 
light in which Gafui Khan was legardcd at Holkar’s Court. 
Consistently with the view of the stib)cct the cessions m his favour 
and those in favour of Amir Khan appeal to hav’c been considered 
as jierfectiy disniut transactions m the discussions which preceded 
the conclusion of the tieaty of Mundisoor throughout which as 
well as in those which preceded the battle of Alandsoor Gafur Khan 
appears in the cbaiartcr of a Minister of Holkar, although the 
ab'-olute separation of interests between that prince and Amir 
Khan bad actually taken place 

14 Amir Klian’s argument that the consequence of consider- 
ing the circumsiancc of the lands being held m Gafur Khan’s name 
as decisive against him would go to deprive him of all his posses 
sions whicli arc equally held in the name of others is more plausible 
than substanitnl 

15 In the first place the fact is not anywhere established 
that regular grants for these lands uerc ever given m the name of 
any bocly. and His Lordshij) is inclined to the belief that tliey were 
assumed without any formal written grant and tliat the mere occu- 
pation was held as a suflicient substitute for the formality of a 
sunnud But supposing tlic ease to be otherwise, there is an 
evident difference m the circumstances attending Gafur Khan’s 
Jaiclad and the other lands The olliccrs holding the latter have 
uniformly acknowledged themselves to be acting on behalf of Amu 
Klian, and have neither possessed nor stated pretensions to be 
regarded in any other character They were commanders of parties 
of Amir Khan’s own troops and not of part of Holhar’s Army as 
seems to have been the case with Gafur Khan, and His Lordship 
apprehends that Amir Klian was m the habit of drawing resources 
from those lands which he never derived from tliose held by the 
former 

16 His distinction is fully admitted in the paper given by 
Mermjan (Neeran]an?) Lai to Mr Metcalfe referred to m his dis- 
patch No 707 of tlie 8th February and m that annexed to Amir 
Khan’s letter to your address enclosed m your dispatch No 276. 
In both of these the lands held by Amir Kdian under grants from 
Holkar, are specified and then follows the reference, to those of 
Gafur Khan In the paper presented to Mr Metcalfe of which a 
memorandum was made by him at the time the latter are stated m 
general terms “Gafur Khan’s” Jagir from Holkar and are included 
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m the with gnmta and Jagin in Jodhpore and Jaipur 

the Kotah tnbutc and the Revenue of Koonch and other amdea 
the daim to which even in Amir Khan 8 estimation was of doubt 
ful vahdity In the paper annexed to Amir Khan 8 letter to your 
address these lands are thus Tcfcrrcd to 'The Pergunnnhs of 
Jaora that (t^ Mundainne, Malhargarh Burrooda etc. which form 
the Jaidad of Gafur Khan on the part of Holkar will now be 
allotted to you.” The Phraseology of this passage is marked as 
appearmg to show m a very unequivocal manner the disfinction 
involuntarily recognized m the mind of the Vakeel and at Amir 
Khan himself between Gafur Khans lands and the others and even 
that th^ were r^arded as a new acquisition and to be taken from 
Gafur Khan to whom they had hitherto belonged for the purpose 
of being annexed to the temtones of Amir Khan It is only as 
cxhibitmg the sense of the parties that this paper is of any conse 
quence, however smcc it is evident from Ivfr Metcalfe s cxplana 
tions that it exhibits a very fiilsc view of the result of his discus- 
siona with Mennjan (Neeranjan?) Lai the statement contained m 
Mr Metcalfe s dispatdi No 707 appears mdeed decisive of the 
real state of the question As as rt^ards the mtendons of the 
negotiations fet the ume, the Governor-General has no doubt that 
Amir Khan bad It m contemplation all along to acquire these 
lands, and His Lordship is persuaded that Mr Metcalfe has 
assigned the true cause of the aiJence mam tamed by his negotiation 
regardmg them when every other question was fully considered 
and disoissed namely the eicpectanon of Amir Khan that he 
should rctam his mnucnce over the court of Holkar as mdeed 
has since been fully admitted by the Vakeel to Mr Metcalfe. Ab 
stated m his dispatch No 109 and that when he found this hope 
defeated by the result of the war and the subsequent treaty he was 
obliged to set up some other plea Entcrtaimng this new of the 
case the Governor General has never doubted our competence to 
guarantee the lands m question to Gafur Kh.m under the condition 
specified m the treaty of Mandiasoor and that engagement must 
consequently be maintained in full force. 

1 7 Notwithstandmg the opimon it would have been satis- 
factory to the Governor-General to have had the means of com 
pensatmg to Amir Khan for the disappomtment he ban cxpcncnc 
cd and of augmenting his territory and resources and thou^ the 
means of givmg a full equivalent do not exist, yet as far as may be 
practicable, it is His Lordships purpose to compensate to Ami r 
faian. This part of the subject will be agam referred to m the 
sequeL 

18 In exammmg the list of places and possessions for whidi 
Amir Khan desires to receive a sunnud His Lordship observes 
the Pergimnah of Onaisie stated as belonging to Scronj that 
Pergunnah however unqucsuonably formra a portion of the 
Jagir of the Nyeonghur(?) and as such was ceded to the British 
Government by tne Peahwa and has been granted to Sradhia in 
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the exchange lately effected with that Pnnce Amir Khan must 
be required tlieiefore to diiect his officeis, if they have not already 
done so, to withdiaw fiom Onarsie and allow Smdhia to take 
possession No title to this peigunnah was ever possessed by 
Holkar nor could it have come into Amir Khan’s possession 
except through some violation of the right of the Peshwa or his 
feudatory 

19 With this exception theie seems no objection to acknow- 
ledging Amir Khan’s right of possession in the places specified m 
Articles ist, 2nd, 3rd, 4th, 5th, and 6th of the list annexed to the 
paper given in by Roy Datta Ram Those included in the 7th, 
8th, 9th and 10th articles consist of lands stated to have been given 
m Jagir by the Rajahs of Jaipur and Jodhpur and the Ram of 
Udaipur concerning which the decision of the Governor-General 
has been stated in the remarks on die article 3rd of the papers of 
requests 

20 The nth article refers to the Revenue of Koonch which 
was given m Jagir to Bheema Bai and which however it might have 
been disposed of formerly by Holkar’s Government cannot now be 
considered as belonging to Amir Khan It has m fact been 
recognized as a possession of the Government of Holkar and has 
been mortgaged to the British Government for the loan made to 
Holkar after the restoration of Peace 

21 The 1 2th article contains an enumeration of the lands 
held by Gafur Khan and requires no further observation any more 
than the 13th and 14th which relate to the tribute from Kota, 
Jaipur and Udaipur 

22 You will be pleased after takmg such precautions as may 
be necessary for verifying the correctness of the statement to pre- 
pare the draft of a sunnud for the lands mcluded in the six first 
articles with the exception of Onarsie and transmit it to me that a 
regular instrument may be prepared under the signature and seal 
of the Governor-General for the purpose of bemg delivered to 
Amir Khan 

23 The only mode which at present occurs to the Governor- 
General of improving Armr Khan’s situation besides the extmction 
of the debts of three Lakhs of Rupees which must be regarded so 
much direct assistance to him is the grant to him of the Pergunnah 
of Rampoora, Bassant, and the assignment at the earhest practicable 
period of a Jagir to his son The Governor-General does not 
apprehend that any objection exists to the ahenation of Rampoora 
which does not smt our purpose and a Military position and is not 
of much consequence either m a political or a financial pomt of 
view For all Pohtical and Mihtary purposes indeed the possession 
of Ajmer has extmguished the value of Rampoora to us while its 
vicinity to Tonk will doubtless make it an acceptable possession to

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Amir Khan If therefore you shall noacc any reason for dessenr 
mg from this opinion on grounds not known to the Governor 
General His Lordship authorizes you to to Amir Khan the 

mtennon of the British Government to confer it on him as a posses- 
sion to him and his family in perpetuity and you will mclude it in 
the Sunnud to be given to him. 


24- The Governor-General was disposed to take advanta^ of 
the esdieat of the Jagir of Puhval to confer it on Amir Khans son 
during his hfe, and with this view a reference submitted to the 
Resident at Delhi to ascertain whether any special objection existed 
to that grant A copy of Mr Metcalfe s letter is enclosed from 
which you will perceive that his objecaons arc rather of a gcneAd 
than a special nature those of the latter desenpaon referring partly 
to this disproportion between the sacrifice on our part and the gam 
to the grantee and partly the inconvemcncc ansing from the want 
of the direct control of the Bnnsh Government over those lands 


which he apprehends will follow their bemg granted m Jagir to the 
son of Amir Khan It is possible that a tract of land m some 
other pan of the assigned temtory of the estimated present value 
of the Jagir of Pulwal may be available for this purpose and in 
that case the Governor-General would prefer making a grant of 
such lands to relinquislung the direct possession of Pulwah 
Mr Metchalfe will be desired to take this into his consideration 
and to communicate the result of his cnqi^es to you without 
delay Should no other lands be applicable His Lordship will then 
be prepared to assign PulwaJ to Wazirul Dowla as a Jagir for his 
life, it has occurred to His Lordship hovrever that considcrmg 
Amir Khans actual situation and embarrassments an annual pay 
ment m money would be not less acceptable than a Jagir In this 
case His Lordship would infinitely prefer such an arrangement and 
would agree to extend the amount to a Lakh and a half of Rupees 
per annum. You will endeavour to ascertain whether such an 


arrangement would be acceptable to Aimr Khan before you apprize 
him of His Lordship s mtenuoD to grant the Jagir wmrh m the 
opposite cases you wiU be prepared to impart to him It must be 
distinctly understood that the Jagir to be granted must be held 
preascly on the terms on which Pulwal was held by the late 
Jagirdar 


25 When these arrangements shall be made it vnll be dcsir 
able to mduce Amir Khan to fix his future miUtaiy Establishment 
and to carry mto effect the measures suggested by Mr Metcalfe m 
his letter to you of the aand of January as far as they remain to be 
executed or arc applicable to present arcumstances. It is not 
necessary however to press him to make these arrangements pre 
maturely and His Lordship confidently commits the whole manage- 
ment to your discretion. His Lordship wiH be happy to receive a 
report of Amir Khans actual situation and the progress he has 
made and mnbn£ m carrymg mto effect the remaining stipulations 
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o£ the engagement It will also be satisfactory to His Lordship to 
know die situation and employment of the different Chiefs who 
lately held commands undei him and of the manner in which the 
persons composing his Army have been disposed of 

26 As connected with die subject of this dispatch I am 
directed to take the opportunity of referring to your letter to 
Mr Metcalfe under date the ^jth of May relative to Mohammed 
Syed Khan’s claims to piovision from Government on which he had 
requested your scniimcnis It is evident that Mohammed Syed 
Klian has much mer-rated the value of any services he can have 
reudeied but as he vas encouraged by General Donhm, under a 
conditional authority from the Governor-General to expect some 
leward for what was at the tune supposed to lie useful service, it is 
incumbent on the Government to fulfil that expectation Moham- 
med Syed had expressed a hope that he might receive a grant of 
land at Afgeelgarh (Assccigaih ?) and if it be practicable to confer 
on him a small Jagir of fioni 3 to 4 Thousand Rupees per annum. 
His Lordship will lie disposed to make that arrangement m his 
favour A reference will accordingly be made to the Board of 
Commissioners to ascertain the practibility of this arrangement 
and should the repoit be unfavourable a pension of equal amount 
may be settled on Syed Kban with permission to reside m the 
British territories 

27 His Lordship thinks it fit at the same time to make his 
sense of the manly and disinterested conduct of Omar Khan the 
Agent of Amir Khan, in youi Camp, to which you have borne an 
honourable testimony His Lordship would propose to reward him 
with a Jagii 01 a pension somewhat exceeding in amount that to 
be granted to Mohammed Syed Klian You will be pleased to 
state to me in what district Omar Klian would desire to receive a 
Jagir that the necessary enquiiy may be made as to the practic- 
ability of effecting the grant It may possibly not be unacceptable 
to him to receive it m Ajmer which would be preferable to a grant 
m our older possessions 

28 As you may not be m possession of the paper presented 
by Roy Datta Ram, I am dnected to transmit to you a copy and a 
tianslation of it is enclosed 

29 A cop}’- of this dispatch will be transmitted to Mr Metcalfe 
with whom you Mill correspond on the subject of the arrangement 
to which It 1 elates

Copies of heads of mteUigence received No 1 and 4 from 
General Smith's Head Quarters are also forwarded

Sm, 

The Bulletins from General Smith’s Army up to the 24th in- 
stant render it unnecessary for me to report the events recorded 
in them as copies of them have been transmitted for the informa- 
tion of the Right Hon’ble the Govemoi in Council 

2 Of the marches and operations between the 24th and 28th, 
I have received no accounts Future Bulletms uill relate them 
But on the 28th the Peshwa arrived at noon at Mahawlee and 
General Smith at a very late hour on tlie same day encamped mdi- 
m three Coss of that place Goklila and most of the Sirdars ac- 
compamed General Smith’s movement and encamped near him on 
that day The Peshwa was attended by Waman Rao Apte and 
the Vmchurkar 

3 The Peshwa hearmg of General Smith’s arrival marched at 
Yi past one a m on tlie 29th and did not halt till he re-ascended the 
Sulpy pass and arrived at Nimbood, 3 Coss from the Neera bridge. 
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Colonel Bolci wai encamped at Pandoosin on the apth and moved 
by order of General Smith towards the Sulpy Pass to form a |unc 
non with him He encamped on the 29th at the Necra bndge. 
I have no accounts of General Smiths march on the apth- 

4> The distance between Colonel Boles » division and the 
Peshwa was 3 Coss on the 29th and His Highness must either have 
been i^orant of the Colonels visiting or was too tired to move 
off quickly for yet towards evening an advanced party (earner^ 
withm range 01 Colonel Boles s Guns and were fir^ upon. The 
Peshwa immediately marched again to the Eastward and arrived 
at Phaltan about 8 pm. leavmg many men and a good number of 
camels at Nimbood so tired that they ivere unable to accompany 
him He halted about 2*4 hours at Phaltan and agam set out 
taking the road to the Mona Pass which leads directly for Poosa 
Sowlcy It seems probable that the Peshwa marched at least 6 or 
8 Coss further all he ascended the Ghat before he halted so that 
aupposmg him to have marched his usual distance about 20 miles 
on the day he amved at Mahawlcc he must have travelled m 46 
hours from 6 ami of the a8th to 4 a m- of the 30th, a distance of 
82 miles It was therefore not stupnsmjg that tired as his followers 
must have been by the constant pursuit of General Smith and 
Pntzler for the last fortnight he became separated from his 
baggage, 

5 On the morning of the apih General Smiths and Colonel 
Boles division met as had been conccned. The name of the 
village near which they jomed is Sassoor General Smith descend 
ed the Sulpy pass Goknla came down the Kumat Pass about 3 
miles to the Westward of the former Three shots were fired at a 
body of the enemy who had gone to the Eastward of General 
Smith 8 force and were procecomg to jom Gokhla a mam body at 
the Kumat Pass Gene^ Smith and Colonel Boles encamped 
yesterday morning at 9 a-m, at Saasoor and I have no accounts of 
them since then Gokhla after bathmg his horses at the village 
of Khandalla moved up the Kumat Pass agam and not a horseman 
remamed bebmd him. It was supposed that he intended to seek 
the Peahiva who will m all probabmty come upon General Pntzlcr 
tomorrow next day 

6. The Agent of the Nepaunkar who left Poona a few dayi) 
ago on a panicular duty had an mtemew with the Peshwa at 
Mahowlec, He transmitted mformaaon to his Karkoon in 
Poona that the Peshwa had gone mto the fort of Satara on Wednes- 
day but I am mclmed to beheve that this mtcUigcnce was dis- 
patched with an mtenuon to deceive, as all my spies agree in cor 
roboraang the etatement of events I have above made, I am 
tonight mfonned by the same person that a considerable body of 
men have arrived at Sinha garh but I feel assured that tbm report 
IS also set abroad to act upon our fears or to divert those whom it 
may concern from more important movements 
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7 The most peifect tranquillity prevails in town, but I am 
sorry to state tliat some daring insults have been committed close 
to Poona and that several villagers have been killed m cold blood for 
acknowledgmg the soveieignty of our Government I have sent

We arrived here this morning The Peshwa was yesterday 
within three Koss of Mahoh There are at least 15,000 horses 
hanging about this division, they endeavour to impede our march 
by firing matchlocks and rocketing at such a distance that 

they do httle mischief Yesterday when they came much nearer 
than usual they only wounded eight men and one or two Horses 
General Pritzler was at Jamkandy on the 24th He had taken an 
elephant and some camels that had been left by the enemy Tired 
horses were daily falling into his hands General Pntzler mtended 
to move along Ae right bank of the Kistna but he has ptrobably 
altered his route towards the north by this time He has seen no 
enemy since the i8th when the oldest army left him to foUow 
General Smith The news of General Munro’s having taken the 
places mentioned m No 3 had been confirmed, he was only obhg- 
ed to move troops agamst Gudderck and Darumul, the latter of 
which places he breached He obtained possession of the rest of 
the country south of the Malprabha by the aid of the inhabitants 
of the country who expelled the Mahratta authorities Three 
troops of the 5th Cavahy detached by General Munro had on the 
21 st mstant cut up a party of 400 Pindarics who had penetrated 
by the ceded districts and were retummg from Chittel Droog, he 
had before cut up a party of Gokhla’s Horse under Kashirao Kok- 
ray but the particulars of this last affairs have not yet been receiv 
ed Col Prother was besiegmg KumaUa m the Southern Konkan 
under the unraediate orders of the Government of Bombay. The 
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diatncts in our possession around Poona and Ahmcdanagar have 
lately been disturbed by small detachment of Mahratta Cavalry 
who come to exact the revenue Captain Gibbson on the mght of 
the 16 th cut up a body of 2 or 3 000 Horse m the viamty of 
Ahmednagar with a small party of the ^ under Lieutenant 
Hamilton and 70 Sibundy Matchlockmcn the enemy fled bo pre 
apitately after the first volley or two that Capiam G apprehends 
thdr loss must have been but inconsiderable. It is not ascertain- 
ed who they were. Colonel Deacon was at Aimm^bad on the 
1 5th on his return to Jalna, but Captain Davis with his Detach 
ment of H H the Nizams reformed Horee and Regular Infantry 
remamed m the neighbourhood of Byzaporc

His Highness 
received me wth great cordiality and mth strong appearance of 
satisfaction and gratitude to your EliccUcncy for your mtcnQons 
in his favour 

The Rajah is about 20 years of age and seems franlc and good 
humoured and not destitute of intelligence His two Brothers arc 
still more prepossessing m their appearance and his mother teems 
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to be a woman of some talents and address They observe all the 
Eastern sovereignty neither rising on the entrance of strangers nor 
returning salutes 

They spoke with the greatest warmth of their obligations to 
General Smith as well as for his gallantry and conduct m achiev- 
ing their deliverance as for the kindness and attention which he 
had shoivii to them since they came into his hands 

It IS only since my arrival in this Camp that I have learnt 
(what General Smith himself had suppressed) that he was wound- 
ed in the action of the 20th He was at one time alone surround- 
ed by the enemy and was in immenent danger until he could force 
his way to the while m this situation he received a blow 

in the head from a Sabre which had nearly proved fatal but which 
IS now almost recovered

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Rao was proceeding towards the Nerbudda from Burhanpore, and 
that the inhabitants were already flying from their houses between 
Sindwa and Mohyswa in consequence of his near approach Sir 
John sent me the extract of dispatch to the Governor-General, 
dated the toth and also the copy of a letter to Major General Sir 
David Ochteilony Bart of the nth, the former merely alludes to 
Bajce Rao’s movement to the Noith and his dispositions m con- 
sequence, but the lattci, from the receipt of late mtelhgence, 
evidently contemplates the piobability of the Pesh\\a’s attemptmg 
to cross in the vicinity of Hoshangabad and making a push for 
Gwalior, a measure which Sir John jointly obseives nothing but a 
consideration of his desperate fortunes could make him give any 
attention to 

Sir J Malcolm has suggested me to send some light troops to 
Hoshangabad, and I have m consequence requested Colonel 
Macmorine to push forward 6 companies by forced marches from 
Chouragarh and Major Gumming with two squadrons of the 7th 
Cavaliy also matched for that place this morning from Narsmgpur 

I ha\e left 5 companies under tlie order of Col Macmorine and 
with the reminder of the Division and the squadron of the 7th 
Cavaliy am prosecuting my loute towaids Saugor, should Bajee 
Rao cross the river I shall use my utmost endeavours to mtercept 
him m his progress which my position will be well calculated to 
effect 

The Squadron of the 7th Cavaliy will be remanded to 
Hoshangabad as soon as I am joined by a Detachment of Rohillas 
on the way, and supposed to be halted at Hoshangabad

The rumemred advance of Ba]! Rao to the Nerbudda renders 
it necessary to male immediate promion for the sccunty of the 
public interests as they may be aficacd by his succcedmg m cross- 
ing that nver and entering Malwa either m force or as a fugitive 
and eventually makii^ his way to Gwalior and throwing himself 
on the protection of !^wlai Rao Sindhia- 

The position of our forces on the Nerbudda and the approved 
vieilance, activity and professional ability of Brigadier-General Sir 
John Malcolm and the other officers Commandmg corps in that 
line, render it highly improbahlc tint Baji Rao should succeed m 
affectmg the passage of the nver m force- A much more probable 
lesult ^ such an attempt on his part, is the total defeat and dis- 
persion of bia alrcai^ r^uced and dispersed adherents and his 
Mmg compelled to fly with a few followers if he escapes from our 
troops. 

Should he, contrary to expcctaoioD fuccced m eluding the 
vigilance of our troops and m effecting the passage of the NcxDudda 
m force, he will be closely pursued in whatever direction he may 
tal.e by all the strength that can be brought to operate upon him 
from the Nerbudda and the Chumbal and every effort will be 
employed to bnng him to action so as to destroy or disperse his 
remainmg Horses before it can reach GivaJior which it may be 
concluded ^vi^l be the direction of his march. 

If instead of entering Malwa at the head of a considerable 
body he shall escape as a fugitive sUchdy attended cndcavourmg 
to make his way good to Gwalior stm no effort to overtake him 
will be omitted though m this case the chances of success will, for 
obvious reasons be much diminished. 


In whatever condinoa Bajec Rao may enter Malwa, the mter 
position of a body of Bnush troops between him and Gwahor will 
be of the most essential use, either m turning him or intcrccptmg 
his march If such a Corps be judiaously disposed and be wielded 
with activity It will m co-operation with the pursuit from the rear 
afford the 6ircst chance of forcuig Bajee Rao to acnon or of totally 
reduemg or destroying him. These opcrationa must be aided by 
the alacnty and intelligence of the Nawab of Bhopal Ra]a Rana 
Zahm Sin^ and their officers and by the other native powers and 
Chiefs of Malwa m the alliance of the Bntish Government whose 
fidehty and cxcrticms may reasonably be calculated on 

The important duty of covermg Gwahor and preventmg Baji 
Rao from findmg refuge there whidi is the greatest and most 
urgent object next to the capture of his person is assigned to the 
force imdcr your command It cannot be committed to hands 
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more deserving and more entuely posscssmg the confidence of the 
Governor-General, nor can any service be more* worthy of your 
distmgmshed Mihtary talents and reputation, or tend more directly 
to the furtherance of the public mteiests 

You will be kept constantly apprized by Sir John Malcolm 
and by Captam Stewait and Majoi Agnew of the movements of 
Baj[ee Rao, and the moment they afford ground for the belief that 
he IS approaching the Neihudda, you will march directly with the 
whole of your disposable force acioss the Chumbal at such point as 
you may deem most convenient and you will occupy a position to 
the soutliward of Gwalioi, making theie such further dispositions 
as may appear to you best adopted for the attainment of the 
objects of this movement according to the information you may 
receive of the proceedmgs and designs of the enemy, his force and 
condition, and other circumstances winch must necessarily regulate 
your judgment on the spot 

It occurs to His Lordship on a general view of the subject that 
some part to the West of Nerwar or near that fortress and the 
Ghats It commands, would be the most ehgible position for you 
to take up You will of course take measures for guardmg the 
Mokundra pass by Zahm Smgh’s troops, supported by a detach- 
ment from Lieutenant-Colonel Ludlow’s Brigade, or from your own 
force winch would render the advance of Bajee Rao to Gwalioi 
nearly impracticable except by a route that would brmg him within 
the sphere of your immediate operations Your dispositions will 
natmally he made with advertence to the condition and strength 
of the enemy, and the fact of his advanang in force or shghtly 
artended would deterimiie your judgment as to the extent to which 
)ou would divide and spiead your force speaaUy your Light Troops 
over the country, so as to afford the best chance of mterceptmg 
small parties of Horse or keep it collected m one or more bodies of 
sufficient strength to ensure the defeat and dispersion of any con- 
siderable portion of Bajee Rao’s broken Army which he might still 
be able to keep together The temper and probable course of pro 
ceedmg of Smdhia’s Government must however, necessarily form a 
material pomt for consideration m determining the question of 
dividmg your force On this pomt you will of couise have the 
best means of informmg yourself by the constant communications 
of Captam Stewait, and you will weigh the objections on strict 
military prmciples to such a division of your force with the 
augmented probability which such a plan of operations would offer 
of mterceptmg the Peshwa, and that at once closing the War The 
opmion of the Governor-General founded on an attentive ob'^erva- 
tion of Smdhia’s conduct throughout the late crisis and on the 
language held by Captam Close and Captain Stewart and 

by the sentiments recently expressed by the latter officer, with 
reference to the in contemplauon, is that Smdhia has 
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neither the intention nor the disposition to deviate from the rcla 
oons of peace with the British Govemraent that he will prcfcrvc 
a strong neutrahty benveen us and Baji Rao and the contest can 
be kept at a distance from Gw'aJior that he will not only not 
oppose, but rather encourage any measures calculated to prevent 
Baji Rao from throivmg himself on him and thus exposmg him to 
the hazard of bemg m\ olvetl m the rum of the former and conse- 
quently that no measures arc so ivcll calculitcd for the preservation 
of peace with Smdhia os those which will tend most directly and 
qmckly to the capture or destruction of Bajee Rao before he can 
reach Gwalior 

The Governor-General docs not repose the same confidence m 
the wisdom or disposition of some of Smdhia s Sirdars There ii 
no doubt mdeed tiut some of them would gladly stimulate the 
Maharaja to espouse Bajee Raos cause, and would not scruple to 
take any step which they thought calculated to commit him to a 
quarrel with the Bntish Government, m which they consider the 
cause of the Marhatta naoon Still it is the hope of the Governor 
General that Smdhia wall be able to control the action of these 
persons as he has hitherto done, and that no movement at Gwahor 
IS likely to take place of a narurc jo embarrass your operation 
Sm dhia himsclf shall be inclmed to qmt the secure hue of pohey 
he has hitherto observed 

Captam Stewart s vigilance and judgment will enable him to 
detect any mdications of such change of pohey m the progress of 
Mihtary prcparatioas or other arrangements at Gwalior and he will 
distmgmsh between those procedures which would mdicate hostile 
designs and those which would be justly assignable to natural pre 
caunons on the approach of considerable armies to the vicmity of 
His Highness s Camp 

With these observaaooB His Liordship leaves the deciaion of 
the question to your judgment with the most perfect confidence 
that it will be such as to guard equally against the hazard of com- 
mittmg your force and against the dimmution of the chances of 
mterccptmg Bajee Rao by too ngid an adherence to abstract 
milita^ prmaplcs 

The Governor-General concludes that your force will be accom- 
pamed by as large a portion of the Cavalry lately received mto the 
service from Amir Khan s Army as ran be convcmcntly takm with 
you, and that this species of Ldght Force ma y be rendered essen- 
tially useful m the desenpaon of service on which your division 
will be employed if it has to enter Malwa You will call on the 
Native aUics and dependants of the Bntish Government with whom 
you arc m co mm imi canon, as fer as their forces may be available, 
to place them at your disposal and will employ them m such 
manner as you may deem most advisable.

A body of Hoise raised to complete Smdhia’s contingent is 
stationed at Dcori ncai Shahabad, under the command of Captam 
Fielding This Corps may be depended on having been raised and 
paid e\clusi\clY by the ofiiceis of the British Government and 
belonging to Sindhia only m name and as being paid for, out of 
the funds appropnated to the payment of the contingent This 
force is probably consideied by Sindhia as being exclusively at the 
disposal of the British Government and may certainly be fairly 
considered a\ailable for inteiceptmg the passage through Smdhia’s 
lerriioiies of any of the enemies of the British Government His 
Lordship docs not therefore hesitate in authorizing you to consider 
Captain Fielding’s Coips as applicable to this service, and you will 
take It undei yoiii orders accordingly It is desirable of course 
to limit the employment of this force as much as possible to the 
special purpose hrst stated, so as to a\oid any question being raised 
on it by Sindhia Any such question will be replied to by Captain 
Steiiart undci the instructions lie will icccive from the Governor- 
General The obvious and decided identification of interests 
between Bajee Rao when the war shall be removed into Malwa, 
and the remnant of the Pindaries who were the enemy against 
which the Contingent was expiessly brought forward, forms a plam 
and unanswerable argument against any objection, that might be 
raised to the employment of this poition of it on this service, 
which is not however expected 

It remains to be considered the course to be pursued should 
Baji Rao without making good his way to Gwalior join any 
detached party of Smdhia’s troops and be received by its 
Commander This would be an act for which m strict 
Sindhia might be held responsible Under the view taken by the 
Governor-General however of the conduct and disposition of that 
Chief and of the policy which it is expedient for the British Govern- 
ment to adopt. His Lordship will not exercise this right unless 
the act of his ofiiceis weie justified and supported by the Maharaja, 
but would give him the first choice of disavowing the officer and 
leaving to the British Go^e^nment the proceeding to be held to 
wards him Any officer of Detachment of Smdhia’s however receiv- 
ing Bajee Rao must at once be treated as an enemy and attacked 
unless the latter be surrendered into our hands m the first 
summons You will accordingly consider yourself authorized m 
any case of this nature that mav occur to act on this principle with- 
out any other qualification than that the particular circumstances 
of the moment may appeal to you to require, apprizing Captam 
Stewart of the circumstance iMthout delay, that it may be annoinu'- 
ed and explained to Sindhia with whom it will be assumed that Vv>U 
imagined his officer to be acting m contravention of His ITighuoss's 
orders 

You will be furnished with a copy of the Giweinoi GeneraVs 
instructions to Captain Stewart relative to the couise ol poVu'V U> 
be pursued with relation to Sindhia m the event comompbited in 
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this dispatch and those instructions together with the foregoing 
remarks will put you m full possession of the Governor-General i 
Mcws and sentiments on every part of the subject

Letter No. 8 — ^The letter cames an enclosure which is a copy of 
the despatch from Secretary to the Governor General to 
Mountstuart Elphinstone This is a very important dis- 
patch, which comemnds the ability, judgment, pohey and 
plan of action of Elphinstone in the war that ended in the 
surrendar of the Raja of Satara, and of the Peshwa, and the 
conquest of the Peshwa^s territories. At the end of the war 
' Khandesh, Konkan, and the country south of the Krishna 
had been subjugated Numerous forts had been captured, 
and Baji Rao’s adherents Appa Desai and Raste had been 
worsted, and his general Gokla had been killed The task 
before the British Government was to arrange for the 
admimstration of the newly conquered temtones, come to 
a settlement with those Jagirdars who had declared for the 
Bntish durmg the war, and punish those who were hostile 
to the British They had also to decide upon the pohey 
towards the Raja of Satara and Chimnaji Appa, Baji Rao^s 
younger brother. The dispatch directs Elphinstone. — 

(a) to appomt Collectors m charge of various divisions of 

the country, fix their emoluments and suggest 
methods of revenue collection and pacification of 
the coimtry , 

(b) to mvest the Raja of Satara with a degree of power 

and independence m matters of mtemal adminis- 
tration that will be in keepmg with his status, 
hereditary dignity, but under the control of Capt.
